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LIBRARY REGULATIONS 


(a) Books, periodicals and pamphlets may be borrowed by 
Fellows, Ordinary Members, Associates and Affiliates personally or 
by a messenger producing a written order. The person to whom 


such publications are delivered shall sign a receipt for them in a 
book provided for that purpose. 


(b) Publications may be borrowed through the post, or by other 
means of carriage, upon a written order. The postage or carriage of 
publications returned to the Society shall be defrayed by the 
borrower. 


(c) A borrower may not have more than three publications in 
his possession at one time. 


(d) A borrower will be considered liable for the value of any 
publication lost or damaged while on loan to him, and, if it be a 
single volume or part of a set, for the value of the whole work 
thereby rendered imperfect. Marking or writing in the publications 
is not permitted, and borrowers are requested to call attention to 
damage of this character. 

(e) Books and pamphlets may be retained for twenty-eight days. 
Periodicals may be retained for fourteen days. Applications for 
extension of the loan period must be made in writing before its 
expiry. No publication may be kept longer than three months. 

(f) Books and pamphlets added to the library will not be lent 
until after the expiry of one month from the date received. The 
current number of a periodical may not be borrowed. 

(g) Borrowers retaining publications longer than the time speci- 
fied, and neglecting to return them when demanded, forfeit the right 
to borrow until they be returned, and for such further time as may 
be ordered by the Council. 

Any borrower failing to comply with a request for the return of a 
publication shall be considered liable for the cost of replacing it, 
and the Council may, after giving due notice to him, order it to be 
replaced at his expense. 

No publication may be reissued to the same borrower until at 
least seven days have elapsed after its return, neither may it be 
transferred by one borrower to another. 

(h) Publications may not be taken or sent out of the United 
Kingdom. 

(i) Publications returned through the post must be securely 
packed in a box or otherwise adequately protected. 

(j) The Library may be used for reference by Fellows, Ordinary 
See: Associates and Affiliates during the office hours of the 

ociety.

Births.—In the Dublin Registration District, which consists of the city of 
Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and 
Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, and portions of the districts of 
Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, there were registered during the year 1898 
(52 weeks), 10,883 births—5,601 boys and 5,282 girls—being equal to 1 in 82, or 31 
per 1,000 ofthe population. The average rate for the preceding ten years was 29 per 
1,000. 

” Of the 10,883 births registered in 1898, 8,600, or 35 in every 1,000 of the population, 
occurred in the City, and 2,283, or only 22 in every 1,000 inhabitants in the suburban 
districts. 

Of the 10,883 births in the entire district, 2,853 were registered during the first quarter 
of the year, 2,769 in the second, 2,668 in the third, and 2,598 in the fourth, the weekly 
average being 209. 

In London the number of births registered during the year 1898 was 132,535, being 
equal to a rate of 29 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow the number 
was 24,263, equal to 34 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh it wa8 8,099, or 27 per 1,000 
of the population. 


Deaths.— The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District during 
the year 1898, was 9,334 (4,497 males and 4,837 females)—equal to 1 in 38, or 26:7 
in every 1,000 of the population. The average death-rate for the ten years, 1888-97, 
was 26°8 per 1,000. Thus the rate for last year differs only very slightly from the average, 
but it may be added that it is 2:2 (equivalent to 8 per cent.) under the rate for 1897, in 
which year there was a heavy mortality among children and young persons. 

Omitting 297 deaths which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration District, are not properly chargeable to 
the District, the death-rate for last year is 25:8 per 1,000 of the population, the rate 
for the city being 28°5 per 1,000 (29°1 on the North side, and 28:0 on the South), 
and for the suburbs 19°6 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ districts 
range from 16:3, the rate for Coolock and Drumcondra No, 1, to 33:3 for Ne. 1 South 
City (South Harl-street) District. 

Of the 9,334 deaths in the entire district, 2,828 were registered during the first 

uarter of the year, 2,048 in the second, 2,118 in the third, and 2,340 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 180. 

In the twenty-two provincial Urban Sanitary Districts, for which statistics are given in 
the Weekly Returns, the respective death-rates for the year are as follow, ranging 
in order from the lowest to the highest :-—Carrickfergus, 15°5 per 1,090 of the popula 
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tion ; Dundalk, 16:4; Queenstown, 16°8 ; Newry, 17:6; Lisburn, 17°7 ; Drogheda, — 


29:0; Ballymena, 20:1 ; Sligo, 20°3 ; Lurgan, 20°6 ; Limerick, 20°8; Armagh, 21:0; 
Londonderry, 21°3 ; Portadown, 21-7; Clonmel, 92°8 ; Cork, 23-7; Waterford, 23°9 ; 
Kilkenny, 24:0 ; Tralee, 24:3; Wexford, 24°8 ; Galway, 24:9 ; Newtownards 25:2 ; 
and Belfast, 25°5. The total mortality in these districts and the Dublin Registration 
District yields a death-rate of 24:3 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1898 was 83,936, 
or 18°6 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow 15,333, equal to 21°2 
per 1,000; and in Edinburgh 5,796, or 19°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Public Institutions —Of the 9,334 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
District last year, 3,321, or 35°6 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz.—1,733 
in the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums; 717 in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse, 845 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 26 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Diseases.x—Dublin Registration District—(See Tables II. and III.)—It will have 
been already observed that the general mortality in the Dublin Registration District 
last year did not differ appreciably in amount from the mean for the preceding ten 
years. Avreference to Table II. on pages vi. and vii. will show that while there 
were some marked differences in the fatality of a few diseases or orders of diseases, still 


comparing the number of deaths in the several classes into which the causes of — 


death are grouped in these statistics, with the corresponding mean mortality for the 
ten years, there were no important deviations, and it will be seen from Table LV. on 
page ix, that a like remark may be made regarding age distribution. 


The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during the year is 1,245, or 3°6 
per 1,000 of the population, being equal to the average for the ten years 1888-97, 
and 648 under the abnormally high number for the last of these years. Omitting 14 
deaths of hospital patients admitted from places without the district, the number of 
deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* registered during last year is 842, a 
number equal to 2°4 per 1,000 of the population, the rate for the city being 2°7 (2°8 
on the north side and 2°6 on the south), and for the suburbs 1-7. The rates for the 


several districts vary from 1-1 for Kingstown to 3:0 for No. 1 South City (South Earl- 


street) District, and 3°6 for Clontarf and Howth No. 1 District, the 85 deaths from all 
causes in the last-named district comprising 3 from scarlatina, one from whooping-cough, 
4. from diphtheria, one from ill-defined fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea. 

No deaths from smail-pox were registered during the year, nor were there any 
cases of the disease treated in Dublin Hospitals. 
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There were but 9 deaths from Measles. In the preceding year this disease caused — 


474 deaths, and the average number for the ten years 1888-97 was 142. 


Scarlatina caused 89 deaths, being 25 in excess of the average for the ten years 1888- . 


97, but 45 under the number for the last of these years. Forty of the 89 deaths 


were registered during the first quarter of the year. At the beginning of the year — 


179 scarlatina patients were under treatment in Dublin Hospitals; in the course of 
the year 978 patients were admitted, 1,033 were discharged, and 55 died, leaving 
69+ as the number under treatment on the 31st December last. 


There were only 2 deaths from typhus registered (the average number for the 


preceding ten years was 15), and only 7 deaths were tabulated under the head of 
simple continued and ill-defined fever. 


The number of deaths from enteric fever is 179, being 3 under the number for the | 


preceding year, but 5 over the average for the ten years 1888-97, during which period 
the annual number of deaths from this cause varied from 107 in 1895 to 276 in 1893. 
Of the 179 deaths last year 71 were registered during the first quarter. The hospital 
statistics show that 1,140 cases of enteric fever were admitted during the year against

During the year 1897 whooping-cough caused 392 deaths: last year the deaths 
from this cause fell to 154 or 41 below the average for the ten years 1888-97. 


Diphtheria caused 65 deaths. This number shows a decrease of 10 as cempared 
with that for the preceding year, but it is 39 in excess of the average for the ten 
years 1888-97, 


The deaths from influenza and its complications amount’ to 210, of which 126 
were registered during the first quarter. The number cf deaths underthe ading 
in the preceding year was 85 ; in 1896, 105 ; and in 1895, 309. 


Autumnal diarrhea was much more fatal than usual, with the result that the deaths 
from diarrheal diseases (diarrhwa, dysentery, simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea) 
for the year amounted to 381, or 1*1 per 1,000 of the population, being 25 over the 
high number for the preceding year, and 93, or 32 per cent., in excess of the average 

for the ten years 1888-97, 


Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 19 from erysipelas. 


The mortality from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, taken collectively, 
although heavy, was below the average, the number of deaths from these causes being 
1,741 (equal to 5 per 1,000 of the population), or 220 under the high number for the 
preceding year, and 114 below the average for the ten years 1888-97. The 1,741 
deaths comprise 1,135 from bronchitis. 522 from pneumonia or inflammation of 
the lungs, 24 from croup, 17 from pleurisy, &e.

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 1,232 deaths (equal to 3°5 per 1,000 
living), being 20 above the average for the ten years 1888-97. 

Among the deaths from other constitutional diseases are 236 from mesenteric disease, 
285 from tubercular meningitis, 211 tabulated under the head of scrofula tuberculosis, 
316 from cancer, and 8 from gout. 

The deaths of 434 children were ascribed to convulsions: this number is 50 under 
that for the preceding year, | 

Apoplexy caused 155 deaths, epilepsy 30, other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) 346, and diseases of the circulatory system 751. 

There were 219 accidental deaths (including 56 from burns or scalds and 38 from 
drowning) ; 11 cases of homicide ; and 8 cases of suicide, 

In 617 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the Jast illness: of these 617 cases, 414, or 67 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 414 deaths form 14:2 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 560 infants under 1 month 
old registered, there were 201 (or 36 per cent.) regarding which the cause was 
uncertified.

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Ages:—Of the 9,334 deaths registered during the year, 2,923, or 31 per cent., 
were of children under five years of age, and 2,365, or 25 per cent., were of persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, including those of 1,297 persons aged 70 years and 
upwards, of whom 53 were stated to have been nonagenarians and 2 (a man anda 
woman) were returned as centenarians. | 

The deaths of infants under 1 year old were equal to 174 for every 1,000 births 
registered, against 192 in the preceding year, and 155 in 1896. 

TastzE IV.—Showing by certain Age-Periods, the Population of the Dublin Registration District 


in 1891, the Number of Deaths registered in each of the years 1888-98, and the proportion which 


the Deaths at each age-period bear to the Population at the same age. 
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Occupations.—Table VI. on page xi. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
_ grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to a 
rate of 20°0 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 1891 ; 
in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 19-0 per 1,000; among the “ Artizan Class 
and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 22:4; and in the “General Service Class” and the 
“Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 34:2, The number of the living in each

PROVINCIAL URBAN SANITARY DISTRICTS.—(Sce Tables VII. and VIII.) — 
The respective death-rates represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic dis- 
eases* registered during the year in the twenty-two urban sanitary districts included in 
the weekly returns are as follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :— 
Drogheda, 0:4; Carrickfergus, 0:4; Galway, 0°9; Queenstown, 1°0; Dundalk, 1:0 ; 
Wexford, 1:1 ; Armagh, 1:5 ; Portadown, 1:5; Newry, 1°7 ; Waterford, 1-7 ; Lisburn, 
1:8 ; Ballymena, 1°8 ; Newtownards, 1°8 ; Cork, 1:9; Kilkenny, 2°2 ; Sligo, 2°3 ; Clon- 
mel, 25; Limerick, 2°6 ; Lurgan, 2:8 ; Londonderry, 3:2; Tralee, 3:8 ; and Belfast, 
4°3. 


Small-pox.—No deaths from this disease were registered in any of the twenty-two 
districts during the year. 


Measles.-—In 13 of the 22 districts no deaths from measles were registered during 
the year ; the total number for the 9 other districts is 126, being but little over one- 
half of the total number for those districts in which deaths from this cause were 
registered during the preceding year. Of the 126 deaths 54 occurred in Belfast ; 44 
(equal to 1:2 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891) in Limerick ; 
12—or 1 per 1,900 of the population—tn Lurgan ; 9 in Sligo ; 3 in Cork ; and one in 
each of four of the other districts. Ten of the 12 deaths from measles in Lurgan were 
registered during the last quarter of the year. 


Scarlatina.—There were but 41 deaths from scarlatina recorded throughout the 22 dis- 
tricts, including 21 in Belfast, 4 in Lurgan, 3 in Dundalk, and 2 in Lisburn, Kilkenny, 
Carrickfergus, and Portadown, respectively. 


Typhus caused 9 deaths (equal to 1 per 1,000 of the population) in Tralee, 11 in 
Cork, 4 in Galway, one in Belfast, one in Limerick, and one in Londonderry, but no 
deaths from it were recorded in any of the other districts. 


Whooping-cough.—The total number of deaths from whooping-cough in the 22 
districts is 275, being 57 under the number for the year 1897. The 275 deaths com- 
prise 109 in Belfast ; 25 in Cork ; 33 in Limerick’; 50—equal to 1°5 per 1,000 of the 
population according to the Census of 1891—in Londonderry ; 17 (or 1:8 per 1,000) 
in Tralee; 13 in Waterford ; 9 in Wexford ; 6 in Kilkenny, &e. 


Diphtheria was a cause of death in 12 of the 22 districts ; the total number of fatal 
cases is 114, of which 87 (equal to 0°3 per 1,000 of the population) occurred in 
Belfast ; 8-—equivalent to 0:9 per 1,000—in Ballymena ; 4 in Cork ; 3 in Lisburn and 
Tralee, respectively ; 2 in Londonderry ; 2 in Armagh; and one in each of 5 of the 
other districts. 


Simple continued and ill-defined fever—There were only 28 deaths returned under 
this heading, and of these 22 occurred in Belfast and 3 in Galway. 


Enteric fever was prevalent in Belfast throughout the year, causing 640 deaths, a 
number equal to 2°1 per 1,000 of the population. Of these 640 deaths, 119 were 
registered during the first quarter of the year, 140 during the second, 226 during the 
third, and 155 during the fourth. The total number of deaths from enteric fever in 
the 21 other districts is 54, of which 13 were in Cork, 9 in Lisburn, 4 in Newry, 4 in 
Armagh, 3 in Limerick, Londonderry, Waterford, Lurgan, Ballymena, and Portadown, 
respectively ; 2 in Queenstown, and one in each of four of the remaining districts. 


Diarrhea, Dysentery.—In 8 of the 22 districts the rate represented by the deaths 
under this heading exceeded 1 per 1,000 of the population ; it reached 2°5 per 1,000 
in Clonmel, and ranged between 1 and 1:7 in the following :—Belfast, Cork, London- 
derry, Waterford, Newry, Kilkenny, and Newtownards. ‘The total number for the 22 
districts is 674, including 356 in Belfast, 86 in Cork, 47 in Londonderry, 28 in 
Waterford, and 27 in Clonmel.

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 23°0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21'4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 24°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 24°3, and for Edinburgh 25:0.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
-were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in eleven 
of the districts to 10-2 in Sligo; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 143 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
6 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; and the 16 deaths in Londonderry comprise 
4 from whooping-cough. . 2

DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 235— 110 boys and 125 girls; and the deaths to 208—88 males and 120 females. 

The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°0 in every 1,000 of the 
population, being 1:7 under the mean rate for the first week of the ten years 1888-97 ; 
omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public institutions from 
localities outside the district, the rate for last week was 29°7 per 1,000. 

Twenty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 4 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 over the 
number for the weck ended the 1st instant: they comprise 5 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, 6 from 
enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospitals, which had risen 
from 25 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 30 for the following week, and 37 for 
the week ended the Ist instant, further rose to 43 last week: 34 scarlatina patients 
were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 185* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 18, 
being 4 under the admissions for the preceding week : 23 patients were discharged 
during the week ; 2 died; and 128 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
7 uncer the number in hospital on Saturday the Ist instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of typhus; 5 cases of 
this disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the resyiratory system registered is 51, 
being 9 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 
3 under the number for the week ended the Ist instant; the 5! deaths comprise 31 
from bronchitis and 17 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Oa deaths of 8 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to con- 
vulsions. 

Seven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 14 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 9. 

Eight accidental deaths were registered. : 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards.

Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month 
old) and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 12 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to 
have been aged 90 years. ; 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated cn 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 297 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 338 (36°6 on the North side, and 31'3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 199. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
27 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 32 (22 in the North City Districts, and 41 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
37'1 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases (including 1 from influenza and 1 from 
whooping-cough), 4 from bronchitis, and 2 from pneumonia. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 
37°0 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough. The 
29 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28°9 per 1,000, Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from any other Zymotic disease wete 
recorded. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 3 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


-No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 44°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and 1 from enteric 
fever. Five deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 4 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 2 by convulsions, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 29'8 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—3 from influenza and its complications, 
1 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths and cancer 2. 


No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
_ 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 1 from enteric fever. 
Five deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 33'4 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from scarlatina. Bronchitis caused 
4 deaths, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 291 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cough, 
2 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhowa. Of the 15 deaths from other causes 4 were from 
bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Fingias and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 30°'4; Donnybrook, 
81°3 ; Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 11'2, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 1 from influenza and 1 from enteric fever for Rathmines; and 1 from scarlatina 
and diarrhea, respectively, for Donnybrook. Of the 16 from all causes tabulated for Rathmines, 
4 were from pneumonia and 4 from diseases of the circulatory system. Among the 15 deaths for 
Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, which diseases caused also 2 of the 4 
deaths for Kingstown. ;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th January, 1898 :— 
“The New Year has begun with a spell of open, but rainy and generally changeable weather. The 
prevalent trend of the atmospheric currents across North-western Kurope was from S.W. to N.W., 
but no very large or deep depressions were observed and so there were no gales of any magnitude. 
Even on the Continent there was but little frost, and what did occur was intermittent only. In the 
South of Russia and in Hungary, however, freezing weather of some intensity was reported within 
the limits of an anticyclone which had held its position over those regions with considerable steadi- 
ness since December 27. On Sunday a shallow depression off the S. of Ireland caused a heavy rainfall 
in this country and in Wales. On Monday evening a dense wet fog hung over Dublin for a time. A 
red sunrise on Tuesday morning ushered in a new depression, which brought a still heavier downpour 
to the Irish and Welsh stations. By Wednesday morning the area of precipitation had extended to 
England. A brief spell of finer and very warm weather was followed by a renewed rainfall on 
Thursday afternoon. Friday was at first brilliant, then cloudy. A partial eclipse of the moon was 
seen at night. Saturday proved changeable with rain in the afternoon and evening. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29'892 inches, pressure ranging between 29°620 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Sunday (wind, E.) and 30167 inches on Monday afternoon (wind, calm). The corrected mean 
temperature was 464°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 457°. On Wednesday 
and again on Thursday the sheltered thermometers rose to 547°, having fallen to 37'9° on Sunday. 
The rainfall was 1107 inches on six days, ‘498 inch being measured on Sunday. South-westerly 
winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:901 inches. The highest reading (30°147) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°616) on Sunday at 9 A.m., air calm, 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°49, being 7°5° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 53°99, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°9° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘92, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 8°3 hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1°245 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°4°, the maximum 53°79, 
and the minimum 30°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50:19, the minimum 27°8°, and 
the mean 39°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°8°, the minimum 32°3°, and the 
mean 40°7°, ‘Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:49 in.; at Glasgow 1-02 ins.; 
and at Edinburgh, 0°34 in,*

ENGLAND AND ScoTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21:2, and for Edinburgh 19°3. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25:6 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798."

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in fifteen 
of the districts to 7°6 in Galway; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising |! from scarlatina and 1 from simple continued fever Among the 
138 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 1 from scarlatina, 
1 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; and the 17 
deaths in Londonderry comprise 1 from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 202— 90 boys and 112 girls; and the deaths to 213-91 males and 122 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31:2 per 1,000. During 
the first two weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:4, and was 3:1 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
9 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 7 under 
the number for the week ended the 8th instant: the 22 deaths comprise 3 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 9 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 4 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen 
gradually from 25 for the week ended the 18th ultimo to 43 for the week ended the 
8th instant, fell to 37 last weck : 33 enteric fever patients were discharged during the 
week; one died; and 188* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 16, being 2 under 
the admissions for the preceding week and 6 under the number for the week ended 
the Ist instant: 20 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 12] 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 8th instant. 

During the week ended the 8th instant 3 cases of typhus were admitted to hospital, 
and in the course of last week 4 cases of the disease were received : 2 patients were 
discharged during last week, and 7 remained under treatment on Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 54, 
being 3 over the number for the preceding week, but 17 under the average for the 
2nd week of the last ten years; the 54 deaths comprise 2$ from bronchitis and 24 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 11 children under five years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Three deaths were caused by ap: plexy, 3 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Selene or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 7. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. . 

In 22 instances the cause of deat! was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 13 children under 
5 years of age (including 12 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. —

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Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (33 being infants under | year, of whom 14 were under 1 month 
old) and 64 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 13 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to 
have been aged 92 years. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 21 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIil.] 

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 312 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 33°0 (28'1 on the North side, and 37-4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 269. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1'8 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 21 (13 in the North City Districts, and 28 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
42°8 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from influenza. The 14 
deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 4 from pneumonia. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'6 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following :— 
influenza, whooping-cough, and diphtheria. Bronchitis caused 6 deaths, pneumonia 2, and 
phthisis 3. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
23°6 per 1,000, Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (11) represent an annual rate of 220 per 
1,000. No death from any zymotic disease wag recorded, Two deaths were ascribed to tubercular 


meringitis and 3 to senile debility. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of B14 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from whooping-cotigh and -1 from 
diphtheria. Of the 17 deaths from other causes 3 were from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the 


circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


No.2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 506 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 4 from phthisis, but none from any 


zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 347 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina, 1 from influenza, and 


1 from diarrhoea. The 24 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
and 5 from phthisis. ; 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 39°3 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following :— 
scarlatina, influenza, diphtheria, and enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths, pneumonia 7, 
diseases of the circulatory system 2, and convulsions 3. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72. Rathmines, 342; Donnybrook, 
229; Blackrock, 36'4 ; and Kingstown, 476. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from searlatina and 1 from influenza for Rathmines; 2 from influenza for 
Donnybrook; 1 from diphtheria for Blackrock ; and 2 from influenza for Kingstown, Among 
the 18 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines, are 4 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions ; the 11 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system; and the 17 
deaths for Kingstown comprise 5 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis; and 2 
from convulsions.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mur.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th J apuary, 1898 :— 

“The weather remained very mild during this week, the remarkable point being that both the 
barometer and the thermometer ranged high. Also it is unusual for fine weather and high tem- 
peratures to go hand in hand in winter. The period was rainless at many stations in Great Britain 
and in the Kast of Ireland. On Sunday morning cyclonic systems of no great depth were found off 
the North of Scotland and the North of Spain, while anticyclonic systems existed to-the westward of 
Ireland and over the Baltic and Germany. Fine, quiet weather prevailed. Throughout the remainder 
of the week a large anticyclone stretched east and west across Central Europe, while depressions 
passed north-eastwards or eastwards across the extreme North of Europe. At first the British Islands 
lay well to the north of the centre of highest pressure, and so fresh 8,W. to W. winds blew generally. 
On Friday the home countries came more under the influence of the anticyclonic calm area, so that 
the weather improved, becoming cooler and finer. Saturday was a pleasant, sunny day. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 30°356 inches, pressure ranging from 29°980 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°554 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.S.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 460°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 456°. On Wednesday 
the screened thermometers rose to 53°6°, on Monday they fell to 369°. A very perfect lunar halo 
appeared on Sunday evening. The prevalent wind was again S.W. There was no rainfall in or near 
Dublin.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:374 inches. The highest reading (30°576) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-985) on Sunday at 9 A.m., air calm, 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°49, being 4°7° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, ‘The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 52:2°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 338°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 41°5°. The mean humidity ‘of the air was 88, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 14°] hours. Rain fell on one day in inappreciable quantity. ‘ 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 418°, the maximum 49°2°, 
and the minimum 32°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°19, the minimum 36°1°, and 
the mean 43°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51 ‘7°, the minimum 39:0, and the 
mean 44°7°, ‘Ihe rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-09 in. ; and at Edinburgh, 0°01 in. ; 
there was no rain at Greenwich.,*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 23°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18:4, and for Edinburgh 16:0.

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DuBLIN AND SuBURBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 171—95 boys and 76 girls; and the deaths to 221—110 males and 111 females. 
The deaths, which are 30 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 33-0 in every 1,000 of the~ 


population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31:3 per 1,000. During 


the first three weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:9, and was 3°5 under © 


the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97, 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered durir:g last week is 31, being 
9 over the number for the preceding week but one below the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years: the 31 deaths consist of 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
9 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, 6 from diphtheria, 
1 from ill-defined fever, 7 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from dysentery, and 
1 from erysipelas. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 30, 
being 7 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 13 under the number for the 
week ended the 8th instant: 25 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; 
8 died; and 190* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 15th instant, 

Nineteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 16 for the preceding 
weck and 18 for the week ended the 8th instant : 21 patients were discharged during 
the week ; 3 died; and 116 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 5] for the 
week ended the 8th instant to 54 for the following week, fell last week to 36, or 39 
under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years; the 36 deaths 
consist of 25 from bronchitis and !1 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

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Fifty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (31 being infants under 1 year, of whom }1 were under 1 month 
old) and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 12 were octogenarians. 

Eighty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 31'‘3 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 33'6 (335 on the North side, and 33°8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 259, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
30 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°4 (45 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
37:1 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from influenza, 1 from diphtheria, and 
_ 2from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths and phthisis 2. 


. No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
239 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—1 from ill-defined fever, 1 from 
dysentery, and 1 from erysipelas. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 52°0 pet 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz, :—-2 from influenza, 1 from enteric fever, and 1 from 
diarrhoea, Among the 22 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
9 from phthisis, and 2 from cancer. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 39'3 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina, 1 from influenza, and 2 from 
diphtheria. Of the 21 deaths from other causes ? were from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 6 from 
phthisis, and 3 from mesenteric disease. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 309 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, but no deaths from any zymotie 
disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27°0 pe? 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The remaining 
deaths comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 
2 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South Céty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to anannual 
tate of 379 per 1,000, Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 24 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 9'7; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 22°38; Donnybrook, 
396 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 280. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from influenza,2 from diphtheria, and 1 from diarrhea for Clontarf and 
Howth, No. t District ; 1 from influenza for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from influenza for 
Rathmines ; 1 from influenza and 1 from whooping-cough for Donnybrook; and 1 from influenza 
for Kingstown. Among the 12 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 1 from bron- 
chitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; of the 19 deaths 
for Donnybrook 2 were from bronchitis, 1 from pneumonia, 3 from cancer, and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system ; and the 10 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from 
phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TARLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd January, 1898 :— 

“The open weather so characteristic of the present winter held throughout this week. Fine atthe 
beginning and close, it was rainy and stormy during the middle of the period ; but temperature was 
persistently above average, sometimes remarkably so. All through the week an anticyclone, in 
which the barometer stood as high as 30°60 inches, lay over Central Europe, where calm, foggy, and 
very cold weather prevailed. Thus at Munich the 8 a.m. thermometer readings were 23°, 18°, 18°, 15°, 
16°, 18°, and 32° respectively. Meanwhile the barometer was low over the Norwegian Sea and 
Lapland, in the latter country it fell below 28°80 inches on Wednesday (to 2876 inches at 8 a.m. at 
Haparanda). Strong S.W. to W. winds or gales swept over the British Isles and Scandinavia on this 
day, accompanied by only moderate rainfalls but by strangely high temperature. At Wick the 
thermometer rose to 60° in the shade, 3° above the maximal shade temperature recorded at that 
station in January since 1871 (57°). By 6 p.m. the thermometer had fallen 21° at Wick, namely to 39°. 
On Saturday mornirg a small depression passed eastward across Scotland and in its rear a brisk fall 
of temperature took place, extending to Ireland and England later in the day. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30265 inches, pressure falling from 30°475 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, S.E.), to 30001 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.) and rising again to a maximum 
of 30°564 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 50°6°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 501°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 
368°, on Wednesday they rose to 577°. The rainfall was ‘338 inch on four days, ‘180 inch being 
measured on Wednesday. The prevailing wind was S.W.” 





At the Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
‘barometer during the week was 30:266 inches. The highest reading (30°580) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (30-019) on Wednesday at 9 a.m.. wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°9°, being 86° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 55°99, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49:1° 
and of the Wet Bulb 47:29. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 11°5 hours. ‘The rainfall measured °380 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°1°, the maximum 53°89, 
and the minimum 30.0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 56-0°, the minimum 36:02, and 
the mean 45°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 565°, the minimum 36:0", and the 
mean 45°79. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°12 in. ; at Glasgow 0°88 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°25 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17:4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18:0, and for Edinburgh 15:8.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000, the rates varyiny from 00 in seventeen 
of the districts to 62 in Portadown; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 

district comprising 1 from enteric fever Among the 142 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 1 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 from diphtheria, 
1] from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 240—124 boys and 116 girls; and the deaths to 19483 males and 111 females. 

The deaths, which are 39 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28-9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 282 per 1,000. During 
the first four weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:2, and was 4:0 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered durir:g last week is 29, being 
2 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also 2 under 
the number for the week ended the 22nd instant: the 29 deaths consist of 3 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 10 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diphtberia, 2 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 6 from enteric 
fever, 1 from diarrhoea, and 2 from erysipelas. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 30 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: the number shows a decline of 7 as compared with the admissions for the 
werk ended the 15th January: 37 scarlatina patients were discharged during last 
week; 3 died; and 180* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘Twenty-six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, against 
19 for the preceding week: 12 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; 
and 128 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 over the number in 
hospital on the preceding Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 43, 
being 7 over the number for the preceding week, but 22 under the average for the 
fourth week of the last ten years: the 43 deaths comprise 26 from bronchitis and 
15 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 13 children under five ycars of age (including !2 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 8. 

Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 17 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified.” there having been no medicul 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
agei 60 years and upwards.

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number |! took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. _ la 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 282 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (290 on the North side, and 27'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 27'9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
25 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 273 (36 in the North City Districts, and 1'2 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
343 per 1,000, They comprise 1 from bronchitis and 2from pneumonia, but no deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 
262 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from influenza and 1 from whooping-cough. 
Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
82°5 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough, 1 from 
simple-continued fever, and 1 from enteric fever. Three were from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 
and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North Ctty District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from scarlatina and 1 from erteric fever. 
Three deaths were caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 3 by phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 26°7 per 
1,000. Influenza and its complications caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Among the 15 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from 
convulsions, 


No. 2 South Ctty District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from erysipelas. The 8 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 34°7 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—1 from scarlatina, 2 from influenza and its 
complications, and 1 from enteric fever. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, and 
3 by diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—_The deaths (18) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. They comprise 3from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from influenza and its com- 
plications and 1 from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 285 ; Donnybrook, 
35°4 ; Blackrock, 36°4 ; and Kingstown, 22'4, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of 1 from diphtheria for Clontarf and Howth, No, | District ; 1 from enteric fever 
for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 1 from ill-defined fever for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; 
1 from enteric fever and 1 from erysipelas for Rathmines ; 2 from influenza and its complications, 
1 from whooping-cough, and 1 from diarrhea for Donnybrook ; and 1 from influenza for Kings- 
town. The 15 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 3 from diseases of the 
respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from convulsions; among the 
17 deaths tor Donnybrook are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system ; and the 5 deaths for Blackrock comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne's, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th January, 1898 :— 

“ Another week of singularly mild, fine weather has to be recorded. In Dublin the corrected mean 
temperatures of the past four weeks have been 46°4°, 46°0°, 50°6°, and 48'8°—all of which values are far 
above the average for January. As in previous weeks the distribution of atmospheric pressure has 
been anticyclonic (high and steady) over the southern half of the British Islands and Central 
Europe, cyclonic (low and unstable) in Northern Europe and to a less extent in the Mediterranean 
Basin also. Ireland lay constantly in the track of the 8.W. winds of the N.W. quadrant of the anti- 
cyclone, and so the weather was throughout mild in this country. On Sunday morning, and to a 
less extent on Friday and Saturday, comparatively low.temperatures occurred in England—in fact 
frost was registered on Sunday morning, when the thermometer fell to 29° at York and Lough- 

_ borough and to 30° at Cambridge. At this last station a minimum of 28° was recorded on Saturday. 
On Wednesday and Thursday a vast and deep depression passed eastwards across Lapland—at 8 
a.m. of Thursday the barometer was down to 28°50 inches at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, 
whereas it stood 2 inches higher (30°50 inches) at Lyons. At the time mentioned the thermometer 
read 31° at Haparanda but only —6° at Hermanstadt in Transylvania, 20 degrees of latitude further 
south, On Saturday a new depression in the far N.W. & N. caused the wind to* freshen to a gale 
from §.W. in Ireland, with a moderate rainfall, In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30°419 inches, pressure varying from 30°589 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.), to 30°239 inches at 
9:p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 488°. The mean dry 
bulb reading at9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 483°. On Friday the screened thermometers fell to 40°8°, on 

‘Saturday they rose to 560°. Rain fell on Saturday to the amount of ‘034 inch only. S.W. winds 
again predominated.” 





* Atthe Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30°426 inches. The highest reading (30°596) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30-239) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°3°, being 66° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, The temperature was highest on 
Saturday, when the thermometer registered 55°19, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 445°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 12°9 hours. ‘The rainfall measured 060 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°4°, the maximum 46°8°, 
and the minimum 32°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 53:1°, the minimum 33:0°, and 
the mean 47°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°3°, the minimum 33:1, and the 
mean 46°6°. ‘he rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:10 in.; and at Edinburgh 0:02 in. ; 
there was no rain at Greenwich.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1-9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 8°5 in Lisburn; the 7: deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 1 from scarlatina and 1 from diarrhea. Among the 156 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are'3 from measles, 1 from whooping-cough, 1 
from diphtheria, 12 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea; and the 23 deaths in 
Cork comprise 2 from diarrhea,

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 212—105 boys and 107 girls; and the deaths to 220—119 males and 101 females. 

The deaths, which are 3 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32'8 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 32°3 per 1,000. During 
the first five weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31°5, and was 3:2 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Twenty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 3 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and equal to the 
number for the week ended the 29th ultimo: they comprise 2 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 14 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 7 from 
enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, &c. 

-The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 28, being 
2 under the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding : 20 scarlatina patients were 
discharged during the week, and 188* remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 8 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 29th ultimo. 

Twenty-eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital against 26 for the pre- 
ceding week and 19 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo ; 24 patients were discharged 
during the week; 3 died; and 129 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
1 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 47 deaths, being 4 over the number of 
deaths from these diseases during the preceding week, but 8 under the average for 
the fifth week of the last ten years: the 47 deaths consist of 32 from bronchitis and 
15 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of ]2 children under five years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 11 by heen of the circulatory system. 

ice or pulmonary consumption caused 32 deaths, mesenteric disease 9, and 
cancer 7. 

Eight accidental deaths were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the death of 1 person 
aged 70 years.

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Sixty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month 
old) and 51 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 29 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 323 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 34'3 (29°4 on the North side, and 38°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 27°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
19 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 19 (1'3 in the North City Districts, and 2'4in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 
51°4 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from 
whooping-cough. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, 
and 3 from convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 
31°0 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by zymotic diseases, viz.:—one by whooping-cough and 
one by enteric fever. Among the 24 deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, 
2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
163 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from convulsions 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26'0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. Pneumonia caused 
2 deaths and phthisis 4, is aes 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 393 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other Zymotic disease were re- 
corded, The 24 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the cir- 
culatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—_The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42°2 per 
1,000. One death from enteric fever constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 
14 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 386 per 
1,000. They comprise one from enteric fever, but none from any other zymotic disease. Two 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 8 by phthisis, 2 by convulsions, and 3 by diseases 
of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 364 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and its 
complications, one from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 3 déaths, 
diseases of the circulatory system 3, phthisis 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 4, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 533; Donnybrook, 
27'1 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 224. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from searlatina, 4 from influenza and its complications; and one from enteric 
fever for Rathmines; one from influenza and from enteric fever for Donnybrook; one from 
Scarlatina for Blackrock; and 5 from influenza and its complications for Kingstown. The 28 
deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 5 from diseases of the respiratory 
system and 3 from cancer ; among the 13 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from pneumonia and 3 from 
phthisis ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis. .

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of SkegoneilJ Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneili Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District Is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and, 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane; thence through the 


centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 
Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by ‘a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.Met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th February, 1898 :— 


“The weather fell into a very changeable state at the beginning of this period and so continued to 
its close. The mild weather of the month of January culminated on Sunday, the 30th, the mean 
temperature of which was 569° or 16° above the average, while the extremes were—highest, 60°8° ; 
lowest, 52°9°. The 3lst was changeable—at first fair and colder, then milder, squally.and rainy. At 
8 a.m. of Sunday the barometer ranged from 30°80 inches at Lyons to 28°85 inches at Bodé, in the N.W. 
of Norway. Hence strong S.W. or W. winds or gales were prevalent and temperature was extremely 
high. The reduction of atmospheric pressure in the N. culminated on Wednesday morning when the 
barometer was down to 28°57 inches in the Shetlands. Strong W. to N.W. gales were felt on the 
British and Irish coasts. With the veering of the wind to N.W. temperature gave way briskly. The 
depressions also began to travel southeastwards across Scandinavia and the North Sea, so that by the 
end of the week Winter seemed fully established over North-Western Europe. On Friday snow and 
sleet fell in Great Britain, and at night there was sharp frost in many places. A very perfect lunar 
halo was seen on Friday evening. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29962 inches, 
pressure ranging between 30492 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, W.S.W.) and 29461 inches at 
9 am. of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 464°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m.jwas 450°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 60'8°, on 
Saturday they fell to 311°. The rainfall was ‘166 inch on 7 days, ‘213 inch being measured on 
Thursday. The prevailing winds were S.W., W.,and N.W. Sleet and hail fell on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:969 inches. The highest reading (30°497) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:476) on Friday at 9 A.m., wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°69, being 3°8° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years, The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 59°19, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28:°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°6° 
and of the Wet Bulb 42:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete 
saturation being represented by 1-0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 12°4 hours. ‘The rainfall measured °615 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44:0°, the maximum 55°89, 
and the minimum 31:4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55:0°, the minimum 30:0°, and 
the mean 43°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°5°, the minimum 31°3%, and the 
mean 43°7°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°28 in. ; at Glasgow |'11 ins. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°29 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-V in fourteen 
of the districts to 14:3 in Armagh; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising | from diphtheria and 1 from enteric fever. Among the 188 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 1 from scarlatina, 5 from whooping-cough, 
4 from diphtheria, 11 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 23 deaths 
in Londonderry comprise 4 from whcoping-cough.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUEBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 233—115 boys and 118 girls; and the deaths to 234-109 males and 125 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 34°9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 33:1 per 1,000. During 
the first six weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32:1, and was 1‘8 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97, 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 29, being 
5 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and equal 
to the number for the week ended the 5th instant: the 29 deaths comprise 3 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 9 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhoea, 1 from dysentery, 1 
from erysipelas, &c. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 28 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: 33 scarlatina patients were discharged during last week ; 2 died; and 181 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 5th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 24, 
being 4 under the admissions for the preceding week : 22 patients were discharged 
during the week; 5 died; and 126 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
3 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 43 for the 
week ended the 29th ultimo to 47 for the following week, further rose last week to 66 
or 14 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 66 deaths 
consist of 48 from bronchitis, 16 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 
from croup.

The deaths of 11 children under five ycars of age (including 9 infants under one year 


old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
‘Two deaths were caused by epilepsy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
mincing or pulmonary consumption caused 35 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 7. 


Four accidental deaths and one case of suicide were registered. 


In 16 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical | 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 infants under 


one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards.

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Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (39 being infants under 1 year, of whom 17 were under 1 month 
old) and 57 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 90 years. 7 

Eighty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number !2 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 26 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. . 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated «n 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 331 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 37°0 (37°5 on the North side, and 366 on the South), and in the Suburbs 239, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate cf 
24 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 28 (2°77 in the North City Districts, and 2'8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000.: 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate cf 
37°1 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza, Diseases 
of the respiratory system caused 4 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 2. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (37) are equal to an annual rate of 
441 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, and one from diarrhea. The 33 deaths from other causes comprise 11 from bronchitis, 
3 from pneumonia, 5 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
361 per 1,000. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. | 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and 2 from enteric fever. 
Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000. Among them are3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following—influenza, 
enteric fever, and diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, phthisis 5, and diseases of the brain and 


nervous system 3. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 450 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina and 2 from enteric fever. Five 


deaths were caused by bronchitis and 3 by phthisis. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 41°l per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. The 30 deaths from 
other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory 


system, and 6 from phthisis, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 35°0 per 1,000. Among;them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from diphtheria and 
one from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths, pneumonia 3, diseases of the circulatory system 


2,and phthisis 2. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 26; Donnybrook, 
25:0; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 25°2. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from scarlatina and 3 from influenza and its complications for Clontarf and 
Howth No. 1 District, one from influenza from Cooloek and Drumcondra No.1, one from influenza 
and one from enteric fever for Rathmines, and one from scarlatina and one from erysipelas for 
Donnybrook. The 14 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 4 from bronchitis 

and 3 from phthisis; among the 12 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from bronchitis and 2 from 
pneumonia ; and the 9.deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system.

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus.

Belfast, No. 7, District.—The Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood, lying on the extreme north of the City, are the only parts of 
this District which are within the Municipal boundary. 

Belfast, No. 9, District. —The Townland’of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballyaghagan, Ballygomartin, Eden- 
derry, and Ligoneil, belonging to this District, are within the Municipal boundary. They are situated in the north-west of the City.

Lisburn Union—Dunmurry District.—Part of the Townland of Malone Upper, lying on the south side of the City, is the only 
portion of the District within the Municipal boundary. 


The Registrar’s District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-street, 
St. Patrick’s-hill, Wellington-place, Audley-place, and Old Youghal-road to the suburb’ boundary, thence along the Western and 
Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Hastern 
boundary of Cahergal Townland, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to the centre of the River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge. 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Eastern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna- 
bohilly Townlands to Blarney-street, thence through the centre of Blarney-street and Shandon-street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shandon-street and Blarney- 
street to the Western boundary of Knocknabohilly Townland, thence by the Western boundary of the Townlands of Knocknabohilly 
and Garranabraher to Killeens Townland, thence by the Southern and Western boundary of Killeens Townland to the boundary of 
the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the centre of the River Lee, thence through 
the centre of the river to the “‘ Cascade,” on the Western boundary of Gillabbey Townland, thence along the Western and Northern 
apc of Gillabbey Townland to the suburb boundary, thence through the centre of the north channel of the river to North 
Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 5, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of Shannon-street, Clarence-street, Old 
Chapel-lane, Old Youghal-road, Audley-place, Wellington-place, St. Patrick’s-hill, Bridge-street, St. Patrick’s-bridge, St. Patrick’s- 
street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from North Gate-bridge through the centre of the north channel of the River Lee 
to the suburb boundary, thence along the suburb boundary to Gillabbey Weir, thence through the centre of the south channel to 
a point in the centre of the river opposite the Custom House, thence through the centre of the north channel, St. Patrick’s-bridge, 
St. Patrick’s-street, Daunt’s-square, Castle-street, and North Main-street, to North Gate-bridge. 

Cork, No. 7, District is bounded by a line drawn from Gillabbey Weir through the centre of the south channel of the River Lee 
to Fitton-street, thence through the centre ¢f Fitton-street, Bishop-street, Dean-street, Vicar-street, Barrack-street, Green-street,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th February, 1898 :— 

“While changeable, the weather of this week was in most respectsfavourable. The first two days 
were cold, with strong W.N.W. winds and showers of sleéty rain and hail at times. At this time thé 
centre of a depression of somé depth (29°20 itichés) lay betwéen Scotland 4nd Norwiiy, dtawing &trong, 
cold N;W, wifids in f¥orh the Atlantic: The next thrée days were chiefly fine and mild, with S.W. 
winds 6n Wednesday and Thursday. On the night of the last-named day a fresh gale from the 
southwestward was felt in the N.W. of Ireland and also in the E. of Scotland. The wind was gusty 
on nearly all coasts. There was not much rain except at Belmullet in Mayo, and Stornoway in the 
Hebrides. In Ireland the wind veered temporarily to W.N.W. on Friday and a beautiful day was 
enjoyed. At night a fresh backing of the wind to S.W. in Ireland ushered in a new 8.W. system, with 
squalls and a good deal of cloud. Saturday was a dry, searching, squally day. Rain feli in the 
evening. For the first time this winter severe and continuous cold held in Sweden and Lapland. At 
Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, the 8 a.m. temperatures were — 13°, — 8°, — 24°, — 22°, — 28°, 
— 11°, and + 8° respectively. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'042 inches, 
pressure varying from 29762 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W. by N.) to 30°289 inches at 
9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The mean temperature was 451°. The mean dry bulb reading at 
9am. and 9 p.m. was 432°. The screened thermometers fell to 35°9° on Monday and rose to 53°7 on 
Thursday. Rain fell on three days to the amount of ‘206 inch, ‘089 inch being measured on Sunday. 
The prevailing winds were W.N.W. and $.W.” 


Atthe Observatory ofthe Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the’ 
barometer during the week was 30°047 inches. The highest reading (30°300) was on 
Friday, at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°758) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°8°, being 2°3° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 53°69, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 34:°2°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 40:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 28°5 hours. ‘lhe-rainfall measured *1¢5 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°0°, the maximum 52°19, 
and the minimum 32°1° ; at Glassow the maximum was 54:2°, the minimum 31°8°, and 
the mean 42°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°3°, the minimum 31°0°, and the 
mean 42°4°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°20 in. ; at Glasgow 0°81 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°26 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21:7, and for Edinburgh 18°8. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 26:7 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798." 
‘The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti- 
cally arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 8:1 in Newry; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from enteric fever. Among the 171 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are | from diphtheria, 1 from simple continued fever, 4 from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 20 deaths in Londonderry comprise 1 
from whooping-cough and 1 from diarrhea. The Registrar for Wexford District 
remarks——"* Three deaths occurred from influenza.”

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 234— 124 boys and 110 girls; and the deaths to 19183 males and 108 females. 

The deaths, which are 25 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°5 in every 1,000 of the 

opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27-9 per 1,000. During 
the first seven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31-6, and was 2:1 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 26, being 
1 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 3 under 
the number for the week ended the 12th instant: the 26 deaths comprise 2 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 11 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping- 
cough, 1 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 1 (in the Richmond District Lunatic 
Asylum) from beri-beri, 2 from diarrhea, 1 from erysipelas, &¢. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which in the week 
ended 22nd January and that ended 29th January was 30, and in each of the 
two following weeks 28, fell to 22 last week: 37 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during last week ; and 166* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 15 
under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There has also been a decline in the number of cases of enteric fever admitted to 
hospital, the admissions during last week being 16, only, against 24 for the preceding 
week and 28 for the week ended the 5th instant: 25 patients were discharged during 
the week ; 4 died; and 113 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 12th instant 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 43 for the 
week ended the 29th ultimo and 47 for the following week to 66 for the week ended 
12th instant, fell last week to 41 or 12 under the average for the corresponding week 
of the last ten years: the 41 deaths comprise 30 from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 6 children under five years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

2 cpa or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4, 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

in 11 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 5 
years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards.

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Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (28 being infants under | year, of whom 9 were under 1 month 
old) and 58 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 32 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom }1 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been 
aged 91 and 95 years respectively. 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 14 took place in thé North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27°9 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 287 (30°8 on the North side, and 269 on the South), and in the Suburbs 269. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases® in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°6 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 21 (22 in the North City Districts, and 20 in 


the South), and for the Suburbs 0'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22'8 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina and one from 


influenza, Phthisis caused 3 deaths. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annua! rate of 
28'6 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. Six deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 by phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
34°3 per 1,000 Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from diphtheria and one 
from enteric fever. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 2 from diseases of the circula tory system,and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 8 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 5 deaths, viz.:—2 from influenza and its complications, one from 
whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, and one from beri-beri. Among the 13 deaths from other 
causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 
from phihisis. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 23°6 per 
1,000. Three deaths from zymotic diseases were recorded, viz. :—one from each of the following— 
searlatina, diarrhoea, and erysipelas. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths and diseases of the brain and 
nervous system 2, 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 263 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, but no deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 29°6 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from enteric fever and one from 
diarrhwa. Nine deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by convulsions, and 4 
by diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No. 4 South Céty District (Grand Canal-street)._The deaths (19) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. They comprise 3from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from influenza and its 
‘complications and one from enteric fever. Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 19°4; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 21°5; Rathmines, 361; Donnybrook, 
31°3 ; Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 168, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from influenza for Clontarf and Howth No. 1 District, one from influenza 
for Rathmines, 2 from influenza and one from whooping-cough for Donnybrook, and one from 
influenza for Kingstown. Among the 19 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 4 from 
diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis, 
and the 15 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 6 from diseases of the respiratory system and 4 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.mxr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th February, 1898 :— 

“Changeable, but seasonable, weather prevailed this week. An area of high barometer ‘(anti- 
cyclone) was generally found lying over the Bay of Biscay, France, and the Peninsula; while (as in 
past weeks) cyclonic conditions ruled in the British Islands and Scandinavia. Hence, came a 
prevalence of strong and squally westerly winds, with open, showery or at times rainy weather. 
At 8 a.m. of Wednesday the barometer read only 28°75 inches at Christiansund on the west coast of 
Norway, but stood as high as 30°53 inches at Lyons. Strong westerly gales were felt on Tuesday 
afternoon over Scotland and the North of Ireland, and these were followed by equally strong north- 
westerly gales on Wednesday forenoon. As the deep depression referred to travelled away to the 
eastward the weather improved and the wind moderated. On Thursday afternoon, however, the 
distribution of pressure became complex, owing to the formation of secondary depressions over the 
British area, One of these caused an easterly breeze and heavy rainfall in the Dublin district on 
Thursday night and Friday forenoon. The weather then cleared temporarily and became cold, only 
to fall into an unsettled state once more on Saturday afternoon and during the ensuing night. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°038 inches, pressure varying between 30'267 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W. by N.) and 29610 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). 
The mean temperature was 447°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 440° 
On Tuesday the screened thermometers rose to 55°8°; on Saturday they fell to 320°. The rainfall was 
‘717 inch on 4 days, ‘576 inch being measured on Thursday. Westerly winds again predominated.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 

barometer during the week was 30:055 inches. The highest reading (30°272) was on 

~ Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W., and the lowest (29-640) on Saturday at 9 P.m., 
wind W.S.W. _ 

The mean temperature for the week was 43°49, being 4°9° above the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, when the thermometer registered 54°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28°7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 40:7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 11°3 hours. ‘The rainfall measured °645 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°7°, the maximum 53°69, 
and the minimum 30°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53°0°, the minimum 28°4°, and 
the mean 41°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°4°, the minimum 32°9°, and the 
mean 40°5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°35 in. ; at Glasgow 0°68 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°27 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20:9 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°7, and for Edinburgh 19:2.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 29:7 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.”

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 4-7 in Londonderry ; the 22 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 3 from whooping-cough. Among the 195 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 1 from typhus, 3 from whooping-cough, 5 from diphtheria, 
2 from enteric fever, and 1 from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 199— 107 boys and 92 girls; and the deaths to 20995 males and 114 females. 

The deaths, which are 1 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°2 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30:3 per 1,000. During 
the first eight weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31:5, and was 1:9 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Twenty-seven deaths from zymotic diseases were registered durit:g last week being 
1 over the number for the preceding week, and 4 over the average for the &th week 
of the last ten years; they comprise 13 from influenza and its complications, 4 from 
diphtheria, + from enteric fever, 1 from diarrhea, &c. : 

There has been a further decline in the number of cases of scarlatina admitted to 
hospital, the admissions for last week numbering 18 only, being 9 under the admissions 
for the preceding week, and 15 under the number for the week ended the J 2th February ; 
25 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died, and 153* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. ; 

The decline in the weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted. to hospital, 
noted in the returns for the weeks ending 12th and 19th February respectively, has not 
continued, 32 cases having been admitted in the course of last week, against 16 for the 
preceding week, 24 for the week ended 12th February, and 28 for the week ended 5th 
February: 17 patients were discharged during last week; 4 died; and 124 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. é . 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 51, being 10 over the number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average 
for the 8th week of the last ten years: the 51 deaths comprise 39 from bronchitis, 8 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from pleurisy.

The deaths of 10 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to 
convulsions. | 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 8 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 13 by diseases of the circulatory 
system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 28 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 9. 


Six accidental deaths were registered, including 3 caused by burns. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medics] 
attendant during the last illness; these cases coniprise the deaths of 5 infants under 
one year old, and the deaths of 5 persons aged 60 years and upwards. pir

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Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (27 being infants under | year, of whom 9 were under | month 
old) and 73 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 45 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 11 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and 2 women) were stated 
to have been aged 99, 99, and 104 years respectively. 


Ninety-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 22 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 26 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 303 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 33'2 (27'2 on the North side, and 38°7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23'4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
12 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 111 (13 in the North City Districts, and 08 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22'8 per 1,000. They consist of 2 from influenza and its complications, one from diphtheria, one 
from pleurisy, 3 from convulsions, and one from senile debility. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 
98'6 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from bronchitis, 6 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 3 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotice disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual! rate o 
23°5 per 1,000 Among them are 3 frum zymotie diseases, including 2 from enteric fever. Bronchitis 


caused 3 deaths, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).— The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. They comprise from zymotic diseases (including one from influenza), 2 from inflammatory 
diseases of the respiratory system, and 3 from phthbisis. ° 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 393 per 
1,000. Seven deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 3 by diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 309 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from 


phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 373 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 4 deaths, of which 2 were from influenza and its complications and 2 
from diphtheria. The 25 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 
2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and 


nervous system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 43°7 per 1,000. Among them are 8 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
5 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 389; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook 
25:0 ; Blackrock, 0°0 ; and Kingstown, 44°8. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from diphtheria and one from enterie fever foriCoolock and!Drumcondra No. 1 
District, and the following deaths from influenza and its complications, viz. :—2 in Rathmines, 2 in 
Donnybrook District, and 3 in Kingstown. The 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and 
Drumcondra No. 1 District comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, which caused also 
2 of the 9 deaths for Rathmines ; among the 12 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system ; and the 16 deaths for Kingstown comprise 4 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
aquare, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of SkegoneilJ Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duneairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road.

Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, north- 
wards along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road, Shankill or Woodvale-road and Crumlin-road

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th February, 1898 :— 

“ This was the coldest week of the present winter. In Dublin frost occurred under cover (in the 
thermometer screen) on five nights, and on the grass nightly. The cold weather of the earlier part 
of the period was brought about by the passage southwards across Western Europe of a deep 
atmospheric depression between Sunday and Thursday. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the centre of this 
system was a little to the eastward of the Shetland Isles and the barometer read only 28°76 inches at 
Sumburgh Head. All that day the barometer fell in England and Ireland as the system moved 
southwards, and cold W. winds with showers of hail; sleet and snow became general. By 8 a.m. of 
Monday the centre had reached St. George's Channel. The depression had begun to fill up, for the 
lowest pressure was now 29 inches (at Roche’s Point, Cork), The centre lay over Brittany on Tues- 
day morning, had reached Bordeaux on Wednesday morning and the Riviera on Thursday morn- 
ing. Up to this time very cold weather held in the British Isles, the snowstorm of Monday and 
Tuesday being particularly severe over the S.W. of England. On Friday a new depression edged in 
from the Atlantic, moving northeastwards and spreading eastwards. It caused high temperature 
for a short time, followed by heavy rain. This was, in turn, succeeded by clear and cold weather. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'738 inches, the observed range being from 29°070 
inches at 7.15a.m. of Monday (wind, E.) to 30171 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.), The 
mean temperature was 382°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m, was 35°9°, On 
Thursday the screened thermometers sank to 281°, on Friday they rose to 51°0°. Rain fell on five 
days to the amount of ‘334 inch, ‘204 inch being measured on Friday. Theprevailing wind was N.W. 
Snow or hail fell on each of the three first days.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-769 inches. The highest reading (30:207) was on 
ay at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29:171) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind

The mean temperature for the week was 37:19, being 3:4° under the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 50-9°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 229°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 35°4° 
and of the Wet Bulb 33:0°. The mean humidity of the air was -79, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 38°5 hours. The rainfall measured ‘270 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°6°, the maximum 48°2°, 
and the minimum 26°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 46-0°, the minimum 23-0°, and 
the mean 37°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46°1°, the minimum 24:0, and the 
mean 37°0°. ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°21 in.; at Glasgow 0°75 in. ; and

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°7 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°8 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 24°3, and for Edinburgh 19°7. 


Town Districts oF IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 28:7 per 1,000 of their 
ageregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798," 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks in the several towns, alphabeti-

were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in sixtcen 
of the districts to 8°5 in Lisburn; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from diphtheria and one from enteric fever. Among the 160 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, one from searlatina, 8 from 
whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 13 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea. Three 
of the 5 deaths from all causes in Dundalk and 2 of the 19 deaths in Waterford were 
from influenza; the Registrar of the former district remarks—‘‘influenza is most pre- 
valent for the past month.”

the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 32°5 in every 1,000 of tho | 


population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 


institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 31°6 per 1,000. During ~ 


the first nine weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 31°6, and was 1°5 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 27, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, and one under the average for the 9th 
week of the last ten years: the 27 deaths for last week comprise 5 from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 7 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whcoping-cough, 7 from 
enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
28 in the week ended the 12th ultimo to 22 in the following week and 13 in the week 
ended the 26th ultimo, rose to 29 last week: 19 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during last week; 3 died; and 160* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
7 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 21, 
being 8 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 8 over the number for the 
week ended the 19th ultimo: 19 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; 
and 127 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 26th ultimo. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 55 deaths, being 5 in excess of the average 
for the correspnoding week of the last ten years, and 4 over the number for the week 
ended the 26th ultimo: the 55 deaths comprise 44 from bronchitis and 10 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 9 children under 5 years old (including 7 infants under one year old) 
were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 6. 


Seven accidental deaths were registered. 

In 1] instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 children under 
5 years of age (including 3 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (36 being infants under 1 year, of whom !] were under 1 month 
old) and 64 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 5 were octogenarians. |

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Highty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 

other public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 

Workhouse, 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated cn 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 31'6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 368 (40°6 on the North side, and 334 on the South), and in the Suburbs 194, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
92 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°8 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 28 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
343 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina and 2 from enteric 
fever. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths. 2 


_ No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (34) are equal to an annual rate of 
40°5 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough and one from 
enteric fever. The 31 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 
from phthisis, 2 from convulsions, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of 


convulsions. 


_ No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (28) are equivalent to an annual rate of 

606 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 27 deaths from other causes are 7 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 34:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (25) represent an annual rate of 393 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina and onefrom mumps. Hight 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 5 by diseases of the circulatory system, 3 by convulsions, and 3 by 
diseases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 422 per 
1,000, Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
- The 14 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of: the circulatory 


system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotie diseases, including 2 from scarlatina and one from diarrhea, 
Seven deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by diseases of the brain and 
nervous system. ‘ 





No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to anannual 

rate of 29'1 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic disease, viz.:—one from scarlatina, 4 from in- 

- fluenza and its complications, one from diarrhea, and one from erysipelas. Among the 13 deaths from 
_ other causes are 2 from pneumonia and 4 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 247; Donnybrook, 
208 ; Blackrock, 7°3; and Kingstown, 22°4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1 District, one from 
enteric fever for Palmerston, part of, and 2 from influenza and its complications for Donnybrook, 
The 13 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
system and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 10 deaths for Donnybrook 
are 4from bronchitis ; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from’ diseases of the circulatory 
system and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.z.mxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th March, 1898 :— 

“A continuance of cold and winterly weather signalised this week. In the interval from Sunday to 
Thursday a depression of some depth travelled gradually southeastwards to Central Europe from 
the Norwegian Sea. It brought to the British Isles fresh to strong westerly and afterwards northerly 

winds and cold showers. Hail, sleet and snow became prevalent on and after Tuesday, and thunder 
and lightning were reported from various stations—from Cambridge on Sunday, Wick on Monday, 
Holyhead on Wednesday, and Scilly and Prawle Point on Thursday. In the course of the lastnamed 
day a secondary depression formed over the S.W. of England and subsequently travelled south~- 
wards to the 8.W. of France. This system caused falls of cold rain and wet snow in the §, of England 
and parts of France—the heaviest downpour being in London (‘35 inch). On Thursday and Friday 
the eastern quadrant of an anticyclone spread over Ireland from the Atlantic, and northerly winds 
and cold weather prevailed. On Saturday thé barometer fell steadily as a new depression 
approached from the N.W. Thissystem caused a shift of wind to S.W. and S., clouds and a fall of 
wet snow on Saturday afternoon, In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29884 inches, 
pressure falling to 29°658 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.), after having risen to 30'061 inches at 
9 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 399°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 380°. On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 48°9", on 
Saturday they fell to 308°. The rainfall was ‘242 inch on five days, ‘094 inch being measured on 
Tuesday, Hail fell on Tuesday and Friday, snow or sleet on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:91! inches. The highest reading (30°085) was on 
ay 9 p.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29°672) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 38:99, being 0°5° under the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 48°79, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 37'1° 
and of |'the Wet Bulb 35°29. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete 
saturation being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 41°3 hours. The rainfall measured °265 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 38°9°, the maximum 52°99, 
and the minimum 30:7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 46°3°, the minimum 28:0°, and 
the mean 38'3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46°1°, the minimum 30°5°, and the 
mean 38°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°59 in.; at Glasgow 0°51 in, ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°02 in.*

DuBLIN aND SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 206—97 boys and 109 girls; and the deaths to 250-121 males and 129 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 37°3 in every 1,000 of the © 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 35°6 per 1,000. During 
the first ten weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32:2, and was 0-9 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97, 

Thirty-one deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 4 in 
excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and, also,4 
over the number for the week ended the 5th instant: they comprise 6 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 11 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, one from diarrhoea, &c. : 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 22, being — 
7 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 9 over the number for the week 
ended the 26th ultimo: 17 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 163* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number ~ 
in hospital on Saturday the 5th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which, after hav- 
ing risen from 16 for the week ended the 19th ultimo te 32 for the following week, 
fell to 24 for the week ended the 5th instant, further declined to 20 last week: 16 
patients were discharged during the week ; 6 died; and 125 remained under treatment | 
on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week, | 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 41 for the 
week ended the 19th ultimo to 51 for the following week and 55 for the week ended 
the 5th instant, further rose last week to 61, or 7 over the average for the correspon1- 
ing week of the last ten years: the 61 deaths consist of 46 from bronchitis, 14 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from p!eurisy

Sixty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were — 
under 5 years of age (42 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1 month ~ 
old) and 68 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 39 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 10 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and 2 women) were stated to — 
have been aged 90, 90, and 98 years respectively. .

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One hundred and two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals 
and other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin 
Union Workhouse and 32 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 35'6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 40°2 (365°7 on the North side, and 44°4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 249, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2:4 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 26 (13 in the North City Districts, and 37 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 20 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Emerald-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 
34'3 per 1,000. Influenza and its complications caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded. Two deaths were caused by phthisis., 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—_The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 
34'6 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina and one from 
influenza, The 27 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 3 


from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual rate cf 
415 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one from 
enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 
6 by phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic desease. Among 
the 15 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, one from pleurisy, and 


4 from, phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (43) represent an annual rate of 675 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina, one from whooping- 
cough, and one from diphtheria. Bronchitis caused 14 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 3, 
phthisis 3, mesenteric disease 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 3, 


No.2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 225 per 
1,000. Three were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, No deaths from any zymotic disease 


were recorded, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000, Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from scarlatina and one from enteric fever. 
The 25 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis, 


No. A South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (30) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 43'7 per 1,000, They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and 
2 from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 8 deaths, phthisis 5, and cancer 2. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 30°4 ; Donnybrook, 
29'2 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 28'0, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise 2 from scarlatina, one from influenza, one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea 
for Rathmines ; 2 from influenza and its complications and one from cerebro-spinal meningitis for 
Donnybrook ; and 2 from influenza andits complications for Kingstown. The 16 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Rathmines comprise 3from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis ; 
among the 14 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system; and the 10 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system,

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.mxt.soc., Has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th March, 1898 :— 

“The cold weather drew to a close in Ireland on Thursday, and the last three days were com- 
paratively genial. In England, however, sharp night frosts were felt at the inland stations almost 
to the end of the week—a minimum of 23° in the shade being recorded at Loughborough on Friday 
morning. On Sunday a depression passed southwards across Ireland, where cold showers 
were prevalent, Sleet and soft hail fell on Monday morning, but the day finally proved brilliant, 
although the air was very keen. A band of high atmospheric pressure now moved southwards 
across the British Islands, so that quiet, calm, cold weather prevailed. As the ridge of high 
pressure passed by, westerly winds sprang up, accompanied by cloudy skies and a much higher 
temperature. This change first affected the North of Ireland and Scotland, and later on extended 
to the South of Ireland and parts of England. On Saturday there were a few light showers. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'129 inches, pressure ranging between 29°653 
inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) and 30305 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 420°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 407°. The screened thermometers fell to 311° on Tuesday and rose to 53°5° on Friday. Rain 
fell in measurable amount on two days, the total fall being ‘043 inch, of which ‘032 inch was 
registered on Sunday. Northwesterly winds predominated.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:154 inches. The highest reading (30°332) was on 
ees at 9 P.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°668) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind

The mean temperature for the week was 40°2°, being equal to the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 55°3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 23:9°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 38°8° 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 26°5 hours. ‘The rainfall measured °135 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°79, the maximum 47:09, 
and the minimum 29°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°19, the minimum 27°3°, and 
the mean 41'2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 560°, the minimum 27:0°, and the 


mean 41°5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:01 in. ;_ at Glasgow 0°17 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°01 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in seventcen 
of the districts to 16°8 in Tralee; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from typhus and 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 165 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from 
diphtheria, one from simple continued fever, 10 from enteric fever, and 2 from diar- 
rhoea; and the 11 deaths in Londonderry comprise one from typhus, 5 from whooping- 
cough, and one from diarrhea.

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DvuBLIN AND SUBUEBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 210—117 boys and 93 girls; and the deaths to 237109 males and 128 females. 


The deaths, which are 27 over the average number for the corresponding week of ~ 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 35°3 in every 1,000 of the © 


population ;" omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 34-6 per 1,000. During 
the first eleven weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32-5, and was 0-4 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 30, being 
2 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but one under 
the number for the week ended the 12th instant: the 30 deaths comprise 4 from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 11 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, 7 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, &c. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, being 
one over the admissions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week 
ended the 5th instant: 32 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 
154* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital 


at the close of the preceding week. : ; 
The decline in the numher of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, noted in the 


returns for the two weeks preceding, continued during last week, the admissions for that — 


week being 14, only, or 6 under the number for the week ended the 12th instant ; 10 
under that for the week ended the 5th instant, and 18 under the admissions for the 
week ended the 26th ultimo: 24 patients were discharged during last week; 3 died;

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen gradually from 41 
for the week ended the 19th ultimo to 61 for the week ended the 12th instant, fell last 
week to 42, or 7 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: 
the 42 deaths consist of 35 from bronchitis and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of 


the lungs,

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Seven deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 29 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 26 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5. 

Four accidental deaths were registered. 


In 14 instances the cause cf death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical , 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under | 
5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons | 


aged 60 years and upwards.

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__ Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under 1 month 
old) and 85 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 52 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 13 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been 
aged 90 and 94 years respectively. 

Eighty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse, 26 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and ! in the Rathdown Unicn 


Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 346 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 37'0 (361 on the North side, and 37'9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 289, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°6 (2°77 in the North City Districts, and 2°4in 


the South), and for the Suburbs 2°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°8 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 7 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 
2 from phthisis. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (32) are equal to an annual rate of 


382 per 1,000, Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and its complications 
and one from enteric fever. Six deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory 


system, and 7 by phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
48'S per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
The 26 deaths from other causes comprise 7 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 


system, and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an. annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the following—influenza, 
whooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhoea, Diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths 
and diseases of the circulatory system 2, 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (36) represent an annual rate of 566 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina and one from erysipelas. 
Bronchitis caused 5 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 4, phthisis 2, convulsions 4, and dis- 
eases of the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions, 4. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—_The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,900. They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic 


disease were recorded, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (31) are equal to an annual rate of 39°9 per 
1,000, Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, one from enteric fever, and one 
from diarrhcea. The 28 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 3 from cancer, and 4 from diseases of the 


brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 21°9 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping- 
- cough and 2 from enterie fever. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 3, 


. and phthisis 2. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 292 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 733; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 43°8 ; Donnybrook, 
229 ; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from influenza and one from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumeondra, No.1 
District ; one from scarlatina, 4 from influenza and its complications, and one from diphtheria for 
Rathmines ; one from influenza for Donnybrook ; 2 from scarlatina for Blackrock ; and one from 
influenza for Kingstown. Two of the 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1 District, were from diseases of the circulatory system; among the 6 deaths for Finglas and 
Glasnevin, part of, are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system ; and the 23 deaths for Rathmines 
comprise 3 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from 
diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th March, 1898 :— 

“The westerly type of weather held throughout this week, which was much milder and also 
duller than its immediate predecessors, The barometer ruled low to the northward of Scotland, 
while it was relatively high over the Bay of Biscay, France, and the southern parts of the British 
Tslés, On Sunday night a subsidiary depression passed eastwards across Ireland. On Tuesday 
morning another and deeper depression arrived off the Hebrides, causing squally weather and ‘some 
rainfall. On the evening of this day brilliant aurora borealis was seen in the British Islands and 
Denmark. The next three days were cloudy, mild, and squally—-the wind being S.W. or W. in 
direction. Very little rain fell except in the far North. Finally, on Friday night a V.-shaped or 
angular depression caused broken weather for the time being. Saturday was much cooler and 
fine throughout—the upper clouds still travelling from W.S.W., while the lower clouds and wind 
came from N. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°926 inches, pressure ranging 
between 29°795 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.S.W.) and 30°721 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 483°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 47'4°, On Friday the screened thermometers rose to 59°3°, having fallen to 35°7° on 
Sunday. The rainfall was ‘180 inch on three days, ‘156 inch being measured on Friday. The pre- 
vailing wind was W.S.W. The aurora borealis on Tuesday evening was a very splendid display.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29-941 inches. The highest reading (30°138) was on 
ea at 9 P.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°711) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°3°, being 2°8 over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 57:19, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 299°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°3° 
and of the Wet Bulb 441°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 9°4 hours. The rainfall measured :260 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°79, the maximum 60:0°, 
and the minimum 27:2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°1°, the minimum 35°1°, and 
the mean 45:4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°5°, the minimum 33°5°, and _ the 


mean 45:99. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°25 in.; at Glasgow 0°66 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°14 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 11:2 in Tralee; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
- comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 144 deaths from all causes registered 

in Belfast are 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 8 from enteric fever, and 
2 from diarrhea; the 41 deaths in Cork comprise one from typhus, one from whoop- 
ing-cough, one from diphtheria, and 4 from enteric fever; and the 22 deaths in Lon- 
donderry comprise 2 from whooping-cough and one from diphtheria.

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DvuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 197—113 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 193—79 males and 119 females. 

The deaths, which are 16 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 29°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 28°6 per 1,000. During 
the first twelve weeks of the current year the death-rate averaged 32:2, and was 0°6 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases, which had been 31 and 30 in the two preceding 
weeks, fell last week to 22, or 6 under the average for the corresponding week of the 
last ten years: the 22 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 9 from influenza 
and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, one from choleraic 
diarrhea, &c. 

Twenty-four cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 
23 for the preceding week and 22 for the week ended the 12th instant: 22 scarlatina 
patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 155* remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital on Saturday the 19th 
instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
gradually from 32 for the week ended the 2¢th ultimo to 14 for the week ended the 
19th instant, rose to 21 last week: 20 patients were discharged during the week; 2 
died; and 11] remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the 
number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during 
last week is-38, being 13 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years, 4 under the number for the week ended the 19th instant, and 23 under that for 
the week ended the 12th instant: the 38 deaths consist of 26 from bronchitis and 12 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 16 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

patie or pulmonary consumption caused 36 deaths, mesenteric disease 9, and 
cancer 6, 

Six accidental deaths were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was * uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age (including 7 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (25 being infants under | year, of whom 6 were under 1 month 
old) and 52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 35 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 5 (3 men and 2 momen) were stated to 
have been aged 90, 96, 99, 92, and 96 years respectively. 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
‘house and 20 in the South Dublin Union W orkhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI]1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 286 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was $2°4 (348 on the North side, and 30°1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 199, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 21 (27 in the North City Districts, and 16 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Emerald-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 
267 per 1,000. They consist of 6 from phthisis, one from mesenteric disease, one from bronchitis and 
one accidental death. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (33) are equal to an annual rate of 
39°4 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and 2 from enteric 
fever. Bronchitis caused 5 deaths, pneumonia 4, phthisis 4, mesenteric disease 2 and diseases of the 
circulatory system 2. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—_The deaths (27) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
48'8 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, 2 from whooping- 
cough, and one from enteric fever. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, 2 by 
mesenteric disease, and 6 by convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 180 per 
1,000. They consist of one from influenza, one from enteric fever, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from 
phthisis, one from mesenteric disease, and one from cardiac syncope. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 44:0 per 
1,000. They comprise 8 from bronchitis, 6 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 2 from 
enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21°9 per 
1,000, They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina and one from 
influenza. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, 2 by cancer, and 2 by diseases of the 
brain and neryous system, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 26'2 per 1,000. Influenza and its complications caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from 
pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 292; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 19°0; Donnybrook, 
83; Blackrock, 61:0; and Kingstown, 168. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from influenza in Coolock and Drumeondra, No. 1, Palmerston, part of, and 
Rathmines respectively ; one from diarrhoea and vomiting in Blackrock ; and 1 from scarlatina in 
Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, and 
3 of the 10 deaths for Rathmines were from diseases of the circulatory system, and the 7 deaths for 
Blackrock comprise 2 from phthisis.

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Chanwel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfield, 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneil) Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th March, 1898 :— 

“Cold throughout, the weather became extremely severe and inclement on Wednesday and so 
continued to the end of the week. During the first three days of the period an anticyclone 
lay over the British Islands, the weather was fine and quiet, and the diurnal range of temper- 
ature was very large, sharp night frosts being followed by spells of warm sunshine by day. At 
Cambridge the thermometer rose to 51° in the shade on Sunday and to 54° on Monday, the night 
minima being 25° and 26° respectively. On Tuesday the barometer fell in Scotland and Ireland 
and the wind shifted to S8.W., as a depression advaneed to our neighbourhood from the north- 
ward. By 8 a.m. of Wednesday the centre of this system had reached the Wash, whence it 
travelled to Central Europe, growing deeper as it moved. Simultaneously the barometer rose 
quickly in the N., N.W., and W., with the result that baric gradients became very steep for 
northerly and northeasterly winds. Strong gales and blinding showers of hail, sleet and snow 
were reported during the last three days of the week from all exposed points on the British 
coasts, the S.E. of England suffering most severely. Ireland for the most part escaped the 
blizzard, but the east coast from Dublin southwards felt the fury of the gale and was swept by 
snow and hail squalls from time to time. A fresh decrease of pressure began on Friday, con- 
tinuing to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'169 inches, 
the barometer ranging between 30339 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, N.E.) and 29823 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind also, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 415°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 41':0°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers rose 
to 52°8° ; on Monday they fell to 31°S°. The prevailing winds were N.W. and N.E. The rainfall was 
‘132 inch on three days, 101 inch being measured on Saturday. The precipitation was chiefly in 
the form of snow, sleet, and hail.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Pheenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 30:177 inches. The highest reading (30-356) was on 
ed at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (29°826) on Saturday at 9 P.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 89°7°, being 3°7 under the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Wednesday, when the thermometer registered 52°3°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40-0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 37:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 45°4 hours. The rainfall measured °175 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 37°5°, the maximum 52°19, 
and the minimum 28-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 50°9°, the minimum 29°6°, and 
the mean 41:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°79, the minimum 31°3°, and _ the 
mean 39:89. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°56 in.; at Glasgow 0°07 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°28 in.*

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual 
i? rate of 171 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (45) are equal to an annual rate of 
53'7 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough, one from 
choleraic diarrhoea, and 3 from diarrhea. The 39 deaths from other causes comprise 5 from 
bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 8 from phthisis, and 8 from 
convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
39°7 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from diphtheria and one from 
enteric fever.

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an arinual rate of 30°0 per

defined fever, and beri-beri, that from the last-named disease occurring in the Richmond District 
Lunatic Asylum. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, phthisis 2, and convulsions 2. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street):—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 440 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. Among the 27 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the cireulatory 
system, 6 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33'7 per 
1,000, They comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. No deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. E 


* No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:--one from influenza and one from enteric 
fever, Seven deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by pneumonia, 6 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, ‘ 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 350 per 1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza, 3 from 
whooping-cough, and 2 from erysipelas. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 4 from diseases . 
of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 504 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 340;

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE is) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, Fr.R.mEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd April, 1898 :— 


“Although still cold for the time of year, the weather moderated early in this week and 
finally became genial and springlike, At the beginning a large and rather deep depression still 
lay over France and Germany, while an anticyclone was found covering the Gulf of Bothnia. 
At 8 a.m. of Sunday the barometer was as low as 29°30 inches in France, whereas it stcced at 
30°61 inches at Hernosand in Sweden. Strong N.E. winds, dull, cold weather, and rain and hail 
or sleet were’ prevalent in most parts of the British Islands. The west and south of Treland, 
however, enjoyed fine weather. Late on Sunday night cold rain, sleet and hail fell heavily in 
Dublin. Gradients became much less steep after Sunday, so that the N.E. winds died down. 
On Tuesday indeed a light 8.W. breeze prevailed for a time. Rain continued to fall in and near 
Dublin until Wednesday afternoon, when a dry period set in, which lasted practically to the 
close of the week. The nights were sharp, but the thermometer rose in the shade to 53°6° on 
Friday and 52°7° on Saturday. On the last named day a new depression was approaching the 
N.W. of Ireland from the Atlantic. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°698 
inches, pressure ranging from 29°428 i: ches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.) to 29°970 inches at 
9 a.m, of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The ccrrected mean temperature was 41'9°. The mean dry 
bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 411°. The screened thermometers fell to 341° on Thurs- 
day and rose to 53°6° on Friday. Rain fell on five days to the amount of ‘682 inch, ‘231 inch 
being recorded on Sunday. The prevailing winds were N.E. and W.N.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29°711 inches. The highest reading (29°984) was on 
ely at 9 a.mM., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29:437) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., air 
calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°19, being 2°6 under the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Friday, when the thermometer registered 53°0°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 27:7°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40:2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 386°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 24°3 hours. ‘lhe rainfall measured °495 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40°79, the maximum 55:09, 
and the minimum 30°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 54°5°, the minimum 28°0°, and 
the mean 40°3°; and at Edinburgh tke maximum was 520°, the minimum 282°, and the 
mean 39°79, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°15 in.; at Glasgow 0°42 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°76 in.*

“DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 2nd April, 1898, 2,853 births—1,469 boys and 1,384 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 30°6, or 32°6 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,274, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 37°1 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named above, 
579, equal to'a rate of 22°1 in every 1,000 of the population. 
There were registered in London during the same period 34,566 births—being equal 

to an annual birth-rate of 30°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 6,068, being equal to 33:5 per 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh, 1,967—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 26:6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 
 Deaths.— The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,828—1,319 males and 1,509 females—affording an annual 
tatio of 1 in 30:9, or 32°4 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891 ; omitting the deaths (89) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 31°3 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the first quarter of the ten years 1888-97 was 2,862, equivalent 
to an annuai mortality of 32°7 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (32°4) for last quarter 
was 03 under the average. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 983, representing ani annual mortality of 33°6 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 24,427—a number — 


equal to an annual mortality of 21:7 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 4,096, equal to 22°6 in every 1,000; and in Hdinburgh 1,495, affording an 
annual death-rate of 20-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 


Diseases.—The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 


Registration District during last quarter is 366, being. 103 over the number for | 


the preceding quarter and 8 above the average for the first quarter of the ten years, 


1888-97, but 495 under the number for the first quarter of last year. The annual — 
rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases _ 


during last quarter, is 4-2, being 1-2 over the rate for the quarter ended the Ist 
January last, and 0-1 above the average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 
1888-97, but 5°7 under the rate for the first quarter of 1897, 


More than one-third of the mortality from zymotic diseases last quarter was caused — 


by influenza and its complications, the deaths from which amount to 126 against 36 


in the corresponding quarter of last year, and an average of 55 for the first quarter — 


of the ten years 1888-97. 


The number of deaths from enteric fever is 71, being 28 under that for the pre- 
ceding quarter, but 43 over the number for the first quarter of last year, and 30 in 
excess of the average for the first quarter of the ten years 1888-97, At the beginning 
of the quarter there were 135 cases of enteric fever in hospital; during the quarter 
282 patients were admitted (being 78 under the admissions for the preceding three 
months, but 192 over the number for the first quarter of last year); 257 were dis- 
charged, and 42 died, leaving 118 as the number in hospital on Saturday, the 2nd 
instant. 


No deaths from typhus wero registered daring the quarter, and there were only 4 
deaths tabulated under the head of simple continued and ill-defined Sever. 


The deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) amount to 40, being 5 over the number — 


for the preceding three months and 19 above the average for the first quarter of the 


ten years 1888-97, but 5 under the number for the first quarter of last year. The | 
number of cases of this disease admitted to hospital is 376, showing a decline of 29 as _ 
compared with the admissions for the preceding quarter, but being 77 above the — 


number for the first quarter of last year; 368 patients were discharged during the 
quarter ; 21 died ; and 166* remained under treatinent on Saturday, the 2nd instant, 
being 13 under the number in hospital at the beginning of the year. . 

Diphtheria caused 24 deaths, being treble the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the last ten years and 8 over the number for the fourth quarter of 1897. 


The number of deaths from whooping-cough is 35, being 23 over the number for 


the preceding quarter, but 36 below the average for the first quarter of the ten years | 


1888-97, and 216 under the high number for the first quarter of last year. 


Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 25 tabulated under the 
heading dearrhea, dysentery, 9 from erysipelas, &e. 


No deaths from small-pox were registered, nor were there any fatal cases of measles, 


which disease caused 358 deaths in the corresponding quarter of last year. 


The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis 
or pulmonary consumption) registered is 637, being 102 or 14 per cent. below the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 195 or 23 per 
cent. under the number for the first quarter of last year; the 637 deaths comprise 


439 from bronchitis, 177 from prewmonia or inflammation of the lungs (being 11 over 


the average number of deaths from that disease in the first quarter of the last ten

~The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 121, being 24 over 
that for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 40 as compared with the 
average for the first quarter of the last ten years. 


Forty-nine deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by epilepsy, 99 by other diseases 
of the brain and nervons system (exclusive of convulsions), and 216 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 378 deaths,—being 23 over the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years—mesenteric disease 59, tubercular 
meningitis 71, and cancer 89. 


Sixty-six accidental deaths and 1 case of suicide were registered. 


In 188 instances the cazse of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 188 cases, 109, or 58 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 109 deaths form 15 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of thatage. Of the deaths of 143 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 56 (or 89 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
Was uncertified. 


From Table II., on page 212, it will be seen that, excluding 89 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 


_ District, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,739, equal to 


an annual rate of 31:3 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 193 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2:2 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t ‘The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 34:2 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 24°6 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 13°8 for Palmerston (part of) to 39°0 for No. 1 South City (South 
Earl-street) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from the principal 
Zymotic diseases in the city is 2°4, and in the suburbs 1:7, the rates for the several 
districts varying from 0°4 in Kingstown to 6°8 in Clontarf and Howth No. 1 District, 
the 22 deaths from all causes tabulated for the last-named district comprising 2 from 
‘Searlatina, 4 from diphtheria, and 1 from diarrhea. 


Occupations.__T'able III., on page 213, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
‘grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the

deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual

the quarter, 730 were under 5 years of age, this number being equal to an annual 
mortality of 78:9 in every 1,000 children at that age (according to the Census of 1891);

fever, one from diarrhea, one from dysentery, &c. . 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
24 for the week ended the 26th ultimo to 47 for the following week, fell to 30 last week: 
27 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 169* remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 2nd 
instant. 

There were only 10 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week, being 
14 under the admissions for the preceding week and 11 under the number for the week 
ended the 2Gth ultimo : 26 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 
99 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 19 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 36, or 12 
below the average for the corresponiing week of the last ten years, and 16 under the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant : the 36 deaths comprise 23 from bronchitis 
and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and «nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circulatory system. . 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 10, and 
cancer 6. 

in 14 instances the cause of death was * uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 63 years.

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Forty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were 
under 5 years of age (21 being infants under | year, of whom 4 were under | month 
old) and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 and 
upwards, of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been 
aged 93 years. 

Fifty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. gnd VI1.] 


As ‘already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25°5 (29'4 on the North side, and 22°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11 (0°9 in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2°0 per 1,000. 


; No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26'9 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, phthisis 2, mesenteric disease 2, and diseases of the brain and nervous 


system 4. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
31°4 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:--one from diphtheria and one from 
enteric fever. Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by phthisis, and 3 by mesenteric disease. 


No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
$43 per 1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 18 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
8 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from phthisis and one from acute meningitis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 33°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from influenza and its complications and 
one from dysentery. Inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths, phthisis 6, 
and diseases of the brain and nervous system 4, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to anannual rate of 19°7 per 
1,000. Three were caused by diseases of the respiratory system.. No deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 180 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease 


were recorded. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to anannual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz.:-one from each of the following— 
influenza, whooping-cough, and enteric fever. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 4 deaths, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 20°99; Donnybrook, 
188; Blackrock, 73 ; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; 3from influenza 
and its complications for Rathmines; one from influenza, one from whooping-cough, and one from 
diarrhea for Donnybrook ; and one from diphtheria for Kingstown. Among the 11 deaths from 
all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis, 2 frum pneumonia, and 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system ; and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from 
convulsions,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th April, 1898 :— 


“The most remarkable feature in this week’s weather was the sudden bound into summer 
from winter which occurred on Wednesday, April 6th. At the beginning fresh westerly winds 
were blowing, accompanied by showers. At 8 a.m. of Monday a deep Y.-shaped subsidiary de- 
pression lay off the S.W. coast of Norway, and northerly winds were blowing over the British 
Islands. The sky was clear and the air was keen, although hot sunshine prevailed. Sleet fell 
in Scotland, hail showers in the North of England. An area of high atmospheric pressure passed 
eastward across Ireland and England in the rear of the above mentioned depression with the 
result that a decided ‘chill’ occurred in these countries on Monday night, the thermometer 
falling in the shade to 28° at Parsonstown, 33° in Dublin, 32° in London, 27° at Oxford, 25° at 
Cambridge, and 24° at Loughborough. The wind now shifted to S.S.E. in Ireland and a sudden 
rise of temperature took place, so that on Wednesday the thermometer reached 631° in the 
sereen in Dublin—the highest since September 28th, 1897. On Thursday the maximum was 
647°, and on Friday 630°. A depression on the night of the last-named day was followed by 
showers, westerly winds and a lower temperature on Saturday. Solar halos were seen on each 
of the last three days. The mean height of the barometer was 29°904 inches, pressure varying 
from 30'125 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.S.E.) to 29°606 inches at 7.15 a.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 510°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 50°3°. The screened thermometers fell to 334° on Tuesday and rose to 647° on 
Thursday. Theeair was particularly dry on Good Friday. Rain fell on three days to the amount 
of 103 inch, ‘073 inch being measured on Saturday.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of the 
barometer during the week was 29:910 inches. The highest reading (30:137) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.N.W., and the lowest (29°608) on Saturday at 9 P.M., 
wind S.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49:0°, being 5°6° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 63°79, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48-7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 45:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘77, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 42°4 hours. The rainfall measured *150 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°3°, the maximum 67:2°, 
and the minimum 32°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 61°0°, the minimum 26°5°, and 
the mean 47°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 58°3°, the minimum 28°3°, and the 
mean 47°19. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°13 in.; at Glasgow 0°54 in. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°41 in.*

Twenty-three deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being equal © 
to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 4 over the number ; 
for the week ended the 9th instant, but 11 under the number for the week ended the 
2nd instant: the 23 deaths for last week comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 9 
from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from 
enteric fever, one (in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum) from beri-beri, &c.

Nineteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 9 in — 
excess of the admissions for the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week 
ended the 2nd instant : 19 patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; and 97 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital on~ 
Saturday the 9th instant.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 15 (1'8 in the North City Districts, and 12 in 


the South), and for the Suburbs 1°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 288 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from each of the following— 
whooping-cough, diphtheria, and enteric fever. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 
from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
314 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions. No 


deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 4 
from phthisis, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:--one from diphtheria and one from beri-beri_ 
Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, and 3 from 


phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 25°1 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from searlatina and one from influenza. LBron- 


chitis caused 2 deaths and phthisis 2. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000. Among them are one from meningitis, 2 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, and 4 from 


phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 244 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded 
The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, 2from diseases 
of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (22) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 32°0 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, including one from influenza and one from 
whooping-cough. The remaining deaths comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 247; Donnybrook, 
25°0; Blackrock, 0°0 ; and Kingstown, 196. The deaths from zymotice diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from influenza for Clontarf,and Howth,No.1 District; one from the same disease 
for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; 2 from influenza, one from whooping-cough, and 2 from 
enteric fever for Rathmines; one from influenza for Donnybrook ; and 2 from influenza for Kings- 
town. Among the 13 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis and 2 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system; the 12 deaths for Donnybrook comprise one from 
bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis; and of the 7 deaths for Kingstown, 2 were 
from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system,

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxr.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th April, 1898 :_ 


“The weather of this period was of a distinctly changeable and unsettled type, but in the main 
favourable to both health and vegetation. Easter Day was very unsettled. Strong, squally S.W 
winds and heavy showers of rain and hail prevailed in Ireland and parts of Great Britain, thunder 
and lightning being reported from Valentia Island and from Dublin, thunder only from York, and 
lightning from Yarmouth. These electrical disturbances were connected with a subsidiary depres- 

sion which reached Denmark on Monday morning. Another subsidiary appeared off the South of 
Treland at noon of Easter Monday, thence travelling eastward across England. It caused very wet, 
dull weather—'97 inch of rain being measured at York, ‘76 inch at Liverpool, ‘85 inch at Roche's Point, 
‘48 inch at Loughborough, and ‘44 inch in Dublin. On Tuesday night a large primary depression 
passed northwards over the West of Treland, giving a rainfall of one inch to Valentia and of half an 
inch to Parsonstown. The weather now became fair and bright, though at times showery, in 
Ireland, while a V.-shaped depression passing across England produced wet weather in England on 
Thursday. On Friday heavy showers of rain and hail fell to the S.E. of Dublin, but the weather 
remained very fine and dry in the city itself, Thunder and lightning occurred at Roche’s Point, 
Cork, and in central England in the course of the day. Saturday also was most favourable. In 
Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°724 inches, the barometer falling to 29°364 inches at 
2.30 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) and rising to 30002 inches, at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 490°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 48'2°, On Sunday the shade thermometers registered 60°6°, on Tuesday they fell to 37°8°. The 
rainfall was ‘666 inch on four days, ‘439 inch being registered on Monday. The prevailing winds were 
westerly (S.W. to N.W.),” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29-736 inches. The highest reading (30-012) 
was on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°464) on Sunday at 9 a.M., 
wind S W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46:9°, being 1:9° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Sunday, when the thermometer registered 59°5°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:7°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:5° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43:9°. The mean humidity of the air was -76, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 


- was 52°2 hours. The rainfall measured ‘560 in. 


At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°3°, the maximum 60°5°, 
and the minimum 37-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°19, the minimum 38-0°, and 
the mean 48-7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 58°4°, the minimum 39°1%, and the 
mean 47°99. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°31 in.; at Glascow 0°34 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°64 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17:9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18'1 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22-0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22°6, and for Edinburgh 19:7. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25:8 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.” 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeke, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following 
annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in seventeen 
of the districts to 5-6 in Tralee; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from whooping-cough. Among the 154 deaths from all causes registered 
im Belfast are 3 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, 16 from enteric fever, and 4 
from diarrhea.

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DuBLIN AND SuBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 204— 99 boys and 105 girls; and the deaths to 156—79 males and 77 females. 
The deaths, which are 26 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-3 in every 1,000 of the 


population ; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22-2 per 1,000. During 
the sixteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 31-0, and was 
0-9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Twenty-five deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
3 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 over the 
number for the week ended the )6th instant: they comprise 5 from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), 8 from influenza and its complications, 2 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one from diarrhoea, 2 from dysentery, &c. 

In the four weeks beginning with that ended the 26th ultimo, the cases of scarlatina 
admitted to hospital were 24, 47, 30, and 22 respectively; during last week 30 cases 
were received: 21 scarlatina patients were discharged in the course of last. week ; one 
died ; and 183* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 over the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 
16, being 3 under the admissions for the preceding week, but 6 over the number for 
the week ended the 9th instant: 24 patients were discharged during the week; one 
died; and 88 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number 
in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 6 cases of measles: 8 cases of 
that disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

‘The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 32, being 
equal to the number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average for the 16th week 
of the last ten years: the 32 deaths for last week consist of 19 from bronchitis, 12 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 6 by other diseases of the 
brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 15 by diseases of the circula- 
tory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 5, 

One accidental death was registered. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
aitendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 80 years. 

* Exclusive of 16 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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Forty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under | month old) and 
41 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
te and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII1.] ;, 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22:2 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23'6 (254 on the North side, and 22°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 189. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (27 in the North City Districts, and 08 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 10 per 1,000. ees : 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual 
rate of 21'1 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the follow- 
ing—scarlatina, influenza, and dysentery. Among the 8 deaths from other causes are 3 from 


phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
195 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz :—2 from influenza and one from whooping- 
cough, Diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 3. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of — 
34:3 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina. The 17 
deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the 


circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 28°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 8 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina and one from 
diarrhoea. The remaining deaths include 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 23°6 per 
1,000. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, pneumonia 2, diseases of the circulatory system 2, phthisis 3, 
and convulsions 2, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 141 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27:0 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 20 
deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from phthisis, 2 from 
cancer, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 189 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, viz. :--2 from influenza and one from 
whooping-cough. The remaining deaths comprise 3 from phthisis., 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 28'7: Rathmines, 209; Donnybrook, 
208; Blackrock, 14°6 ; and Kingstown, 84. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from influenza for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of ; one from scarlatina and one 
from influenza for Palmerston, part of ; one from influenza for Rathmines ; and one from diphtheria 
for Donnybrook. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1 District, were from diseases of the respiratory system ; among the 11 deaths for Rathmines 
are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; 
of the 10 deaths for Donnybrook 2 were from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system ; and the 3-deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd April, 1898 :— 


“Changeable, but generally favourable, weather prevailed. Curious troughs of relatively low 
atmospheric pressure advanced eastwards across Ireland on the nights of Sunday and Tuesday. 
But these V-shaped depressions filled up or dispersed when they reached Great Britain, after 
causing heavy rains in most parts of Ireland. The east coast near Dublin, however, received only 
moderate showers, which hastened spring vegetation in a wonderful way. The modification 
observed in the low pressure systems seemed to be caused by the persistent presence of an anti- 
cyclone over the extreme North of Europe, where also winter lingered—at Haparanda, on the Gulf 
of Bothnia, the night minima were 0°, 10°, 7°, 20°, 12°, 18°, and 10°, respectively—sufficiently low 
temperatures for the second half of April. The diurnal range of temperature at inland stations even 
in the British Isles was at times large—on Thursday night the thermometer fell to 43° at Parsons- 
town and 30° at Cambridge from maxima of 67° and 60° respectively.. In Dublin the mean height 
of the barometer was 29°932 inches, pressure ranging from 29°591 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, 
§.S.E.) to 30°185 inches at 9a.m. of Thursday (wind, N.N.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 
50°2°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 492°, On Wednesday the screened 
thremometers rose to 60°6°, on Friday they fell to 41°5°, Rain fell on five days to the amount of 
‘767 inch, ‘093 inch being measured on Monday and as much as ‘608 inch on Saturday, The wind 
was variable, and light except on Sunday night and Monday forenoon, when it blew freshly from 
8.8.5.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29-945 inches. The highest reading (30°196) was 
on Thursday at 9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°597) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind § S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°6°, being 2°2° over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 60°09, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37-0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48-69 
and of the Wet Bulb 45°99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 23:0 hours. The rainfall measured °780 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°4°, the maximum 64°19, 
and the minimum 33°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 60°7°, the minimum 40:0°, and 
the mean 49°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°5°, the minimum 39°4°%, and the 
mean 49°39, ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°15 in. and at Edinburgh 0°11 in.; 
there was no rain at Greenwich.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week

The deaths, which are 18 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°4 in every 1,000 of the — 
opulation; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°9 per 1,000. During © : 
the seventeen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30°7, and was 
0:9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. a : 
The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 18, being A 
3 below the average for the corresponding week of tbe last ten years, and 7 under the — 
number for the week ended the 23rd ultimo: the 18 deaths comprise one from scarlet : 
fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough,2 
from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, &c. 
The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had risen from 
22 for the week ended the 16th ultimo to 30 for the following week, fell to 13 last 
week: 21 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 174* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital 
on the previous Saturday. , 
Seventeen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during last week, against — 
16 for the preceding week: 16 patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 88 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 23rd ultimo. 

During each of the last two weeks 6 cases of measles have been admitted to hospital: 
13 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 
Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which in each of the two weeks pre- 
ceding numbered 32, fell last week to 24, or 15 below the average for the corresponding 
week of the last ten years: the 24 deaths consist of 20 from bronchitis and 4 from 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 249 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27'2 (23'2 on the North side, and 309 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 15(18in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast-(Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual 
rate of 11 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping~ 
cough. Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
314 per 1,000. The only death from any Zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough, 
Among the 20 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
System, and 5 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (9) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
163 per 1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other Zymotic disease were 
recorded. The deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including one from diphtheria. Among the 13 deaths from 
other causes are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 34°6 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotie disease. The 21 deaths 
from other causes comprise 5 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one from enteric fever. 
Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases of the circulatory

No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
fate of 24°8 per 1,000.

Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :—

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.x.MeEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th April, 1898 :— 


“Favourable but not settled weather prevailed until Saturday, when there was a violent rain- 
storm. On and after Tuesday rain fell copiously in Great Britain, and on Saturday there was a 
heavy downpour in Ireland. Throughout the period an anticyclone was found over Scandinavia. 
On Monday and Tuesday this high pressure system spread southwestwards across the British Isles, 
and fine but cool and somewhat foggy or cloudy weather prevailed. Throughout the greater 
part of Monday a well-defined solar halo was visible. On Tuesday morning a large though 
shallow area of low atmospheric pressure appeared over the Bay of Biscay and Central France. 
This system moved northwards to the South of England, growing deeper as it advanced. It led 
to a thunderstorm in Kent and to plentiful rainfalls in the S. and E. of England, and later on in 
Scotland also. On Friday morning a still larger and deeper depression appeared off the S.W. of 
Treland, in which country rain began to fall. Saturday was very inclement, and a severe rain- 
storm oceurred in the Dublin district, ‘929 inch falling between 9am. and4p.m. The wind was 
first E.S.E., then N.E., N., and finally W. on that day. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29°736 inches, pressure rising to 30197 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, calm) and falling to 
29'220 inches about 3 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.) The corrected mean temperature was 485°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 479°. On Monday the screened thremometers 
fell to 387°, on Thursday they rose to 577°. Rain fell on three days to the amount of 1°099 inches, 
‘956 inch being measured on Saturday. E. and §.E. winds prevailed.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°744 inches. The highest reading (30°201) was 
on Sunday at 9 P.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°309) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°1°, being 0°3° under the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on 
Thursday, when the thermometer registered 57°6°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35'5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 44:8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 280 hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘830 in. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48'3°, the maximum 60:99, 
and the minimum 29°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°5°, the minimum 37°9°, and 
the mean 48:2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57:0°, the minimum 35°7°, and the 
mean 46°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°49 in.; at Glasgow 0°73 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°75 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°7 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22°8, and for Edinburgh 20:4.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 215—121 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 16472 males and 92 females. 

The deaths, which are 14 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23:1 per 1,000. During 
the eighteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 30:4, and was — 
0-9 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. _ 

There were only 16 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
8 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under the — 
number for the week ended the 30th ultimo: they comprise one from scarlet fever — 
(scarlatina), 4 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, &c. > 

Twenty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 7 over — 
the admissions for the preceding week, but 10 under the number for the week ended the — 
23rd ultimo: 27 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and — 
165* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 2 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 9, showing a decline of 
8 as compared with the admissions for the preceding week : 15 patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 81 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
7 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 4 

There was but one case of measles admitted to hospital, against 6 for each of the two 
weeks preceding: I4 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on 
Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 32 for the 
week ended the 23rd ultimo to 24 for the following week, rose last week to 41, or7 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 41 deaths consist 
of 27 from bronchitis and 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs. 3

Six deaths were caused by apoplexy, 8 by other diseases of the brain and nervous — 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system. % | 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths and cancer 6. = 

One accidental death was registered. 

In 18 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical — 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 77 years. .

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Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under 1 year, of whom 15 were under | month old) and 
40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 20 persons aged 70 ani upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 97 years. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 21 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23'1 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25'3 (28'1 on the North side, and 22°8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
12 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13(13in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual 
rate of 17°3 per 1,000. Two were from bronchitis. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West(Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 
35°9 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the following— 
whooping-cough, enteric fever, and diarrhoea. Among the 21 deaths from other causes are 6 from 
bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 6 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from erysipelas, Bronchitis 
caused 5 deaths and phthisis 2. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. Of the remaining 
deaths 2 were from pneumonia and 3 from phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, including one from whooping-cough. The 16 deaths from 
other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from cancer. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'1 per 
1,000. Enteric fever catised one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21'9 per 
1,000. Two were from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 
from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual 
tate Of 16°0 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one 
from enteric fever. The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 12% per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 20°9; Donnybrook, 
188; Blackrock, 21°8; and Kingstown, 112. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of one from scarlatina and one from influenza for Rathmines, and one 
from whooping-cough for Donnybrook. The 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and 
Drumcondra, No. 1 District, comprise 2 from pneumonia ; among the 11 deaths for Rathmines are 
2 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia; and the 9 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
_ diseases of the brain and nervous system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥F.z.mxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th May, 1898 :— 


“Very changeable weather prevailed during the greater part of this week. Thursday and 
Friday, however, were very fine in Dublin, On Sunday heavy showers fell between 11 a.m. and 
4p.m. A still heavier downpour of rain occurred on Monday afternoon, when a deep depression 
passed slowly northwards across Ireland. This system attained its greatest intensity on Tuesday 
morning—at 8 a.m. the barometer was down to 29°03 inches at Valentia and 2904 inches at Parsons- 
town. On Wednesday the centre of this depression was found off the W. of Scotland, whence a 
V.-shaped trough of low pressure stretched southeast wards across Great Britain to the Straits of 
Dover. The weather now improved in Ireland but became rainy in England, particularly on 
Thursday, when a secondary depression passed eastwards from the 8. of Ireland across England to 
Holland. On Friday a ridge of high pressure appeared over Ireland, but the barometer soon gave 
way again, though slowly, and a further copious downpour of rain occurred on Saturday afternoon. 
Mention should be made of a destructive thunder and hail storm which visited Plymouth on 
Monday forenoon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°724 inches, pressure ranging 
from 29°106 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, 8.8.E.) to 30316 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, S.E.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 496°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 501°. The screened thermometers fel] to 40°0° on Friday and rose to 607° on Saturday. Rain fell 
on five days to the amount of 1408 inches, ‘669 inch being measured on Monday and ‘516 inch on 
Saturday. The prevalent wind was §.S.E.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°739 inches. The highest reading (30°341) was 
on Friday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°139) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°9°, being 0°2° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Friday, when. 
the thermometer registered 60°3°, and was also lowest on the same day, the mercury having 
fallen to 33:9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°6° and of the Wet Bulb 
457°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 38°6 hours. The rainfall 
measured 1°645 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51°9°, the maximum 68°09, 
and the minimum 41°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°6°, the minimum 36°6°, and 
the mean 50°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 65:19, the minimum 40°5°, and the 
mean 50°4°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°58 in.; at Glasgow 1°29 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°79 in.* ,

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:8 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°3, and for Edinburgh 16°7.

DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 270— 138 boys and 132 girls; and the deaths to 15183 males and 68 females. 

The deaths, which are 20 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-3 per 1,000. During 
the nineteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29-9, and was 
1*] under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

During last week. as in the week preceding, there were only 16 deaths from zymotic 
diseases registered: the number is 3 under the average for the 19th week of the last 
ten years. The 16 deaths for last week comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
3 from influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
2 from enteric fever, &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 15, being 
5 under the admissions for the preceding week : 22 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 157* remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 8 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 7th instant. 

Fifteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 6 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 2 under the number for the week ended the 30th 
ultimo: 15 patients were discharged during the week, and 80 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being one under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 26, being 
5 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and L5 under the 
number for the week ended the 7th instant, but 2 over the number for the week 
ended the 30th ultimo: the 26 deaths consist of 16 from bronchitis, 9 from pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 13 children under 5 years of age (including 1) infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, 

Five deaths were caused by apoplexy and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 4, 

Three accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered. 


In 14 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical — 


attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 64 years.

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Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under | year, of whom 15 were under | month old) and 
35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 21°3 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25°3 (26'3 on the North side, and 244 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
10 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 13(13in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—Thé deaths (13) are equal to an annual 
rate of 250 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from diseases of the circulatory system and 2 from 


convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
195 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual! rate of 
452 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough. 
The 23 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of 
the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16°0 per 
1,000. They comprise one from scarlatina and one from whooping-cough. 


No.1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 23°6 per 
1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—_The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 27'0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the following—influenza, 
whooping-cough, and enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 3 deaths, phthisis 2,and convulsions 2. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 219 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 0°0; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
83; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of one from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, and one 
from influenza for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of. Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated 
for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, and 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(Yor Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABL« V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.z.mxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th May, 1898 :— 


“This was another week of changeable, showery weather. The periodic cold spell of the second 
week in May was particularly well marked, beginning on Wednesday and lasting to the end of the 
week. Atmospheric pressure was tolerably high at first, but subsequently depression after depres- 
sion arrived from the Atlantic, so that the barometer fell fast all over Scandinavia and the British 
Isles. The climax was reached on Thursday morning when the barometer read only 28°38 inches at 
Christiansund in Norway. In the rear of this primary disturbance (which finally passed away to 
the northwest) various secondary depressions continued to cross the British Islands up to and inclu- 
ding Friday. Squalls, with heavy showers of rain and hail and in some places thunder, were pre- 
valent—the storms of Thursday and Friday being particularly severe. In Dublin the weather was 
fairly warm until Wednesday, but after that it was more like winter than late spring. On Saturday, 
a sudden change for the better occurred, the wind shifting to N.E. and E., the sky clearing and tem- 
perature rising. In Dublin the barometer ranged from 30°111 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, 
W.N.W.) to 29°126 inches at 3.30 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 498°. The screened thermometer rose to 637° on Sunday and fell to 39 3° on Friday. Rain fell 
on five days to the amount of ‘868 inch, the heaviest downpour in 24 hours being ‘570 inch on Friday. 
Westerly to northwesterly and northerly winds prevailed.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°718 inches. The highest reading (30°135) was 
on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W, and the lowest (29°196) on Wednesday at 9 a.M., 
wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°8°, being 1:1° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the lastten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Sunday, when 
the thermometer registered 63°89, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 36:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°8° and of the Wet Bulb 
455°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 40:0 hours. The rainfall 
measured ‘860 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°79, the maximum 61°69, 
and the minimum 36°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°39; the minimum 29:9°, and 
the mean 47:2° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61°3°, the minimum 33°9°, and the 
mean 47°4°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°54 in.; at Glasgow 0°54 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°55 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotie diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 10:2 in Sligo; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from diphtheria and one from diarrhea. Among the 146 deaths from 
all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, 13 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; the 29 deaths in Cork com- 
prise one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea; and the 17 deaths in London- 
derry comprise 3 from whooping-cough.

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DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 177—85 boys and 92 girls; and the deaths to 161—78 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24-0 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°4 per 1,000. During 
the twenty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29:6, and was 
1:2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

There were only 15 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
one under the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, and 4 below the aver- 
age for the 20th week of the last ten years: they comprise 3 from influenza and its 
complications, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, 3 
from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
20 for the week ended the 7th instant to 15 for the following week, rose again to 20 
last week : 21 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 155* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 
14, being one under the admissions for the preceding week, but 5 over the number for 
the week ended the 7th instant: 20 patients were discharged during the week; one 
died; and 73 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number 
in hospital on Saturday the 14th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of measles: these were the 
only cases of that disease in hospital on Saturday last, 14 patients having been dis- 
charged in the course of the week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 41 for the 
week ended the 7th instant to 26 for the following week, further declined last week to 
22, or 8 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 22 
deaths comprise 13 from bronchitis and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 8 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, 


Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous — 


system (exclusive of convulsions), and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 25 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 5. 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards.

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Thirty-three of the persons whose Jeaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (21 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) and 
50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 11 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [Y. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23°4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'6 (28'5 on the North side, and 24'8 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16'0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
16 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2:1 (3'lin the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 28'8 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from influenza. 
Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equaltoan annual rate of 
284 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 
from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
307 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., one from enteric fever and onefrom 
diarrhea, Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 26°0 pe 
1,000. They comprise 3 fram zymotic diseases, viz., one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhcea. 
Phthisis caused 5 deaths and diseases of the circulatory system 2, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 28'3 per 
' 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz., one from whooping-cough and one from diphtheria. 
The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual! rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City Disirtct (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
tate of 21'9 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one 
from enteric fever. Phthisis caused 3 deaths. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and .Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 0°0; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
18°8 ; Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 19'6. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of one from erysipelas for Rathmines and one from influenza for Kingstown 
Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from diseases of the respiratory 
System, and the 9 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mzt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st May, 1898 :— 


“The most remarkable feature about this week was the prevalence of broken, dull, cold and rainy 
weather in France and England, whereas finer, brighter weather ruled in Scotland and throughout 
the greater part of Ireland. The east coast of this country however came in for a good deal of rain 
and squally N. and N.E. winds. On Sunday morning depressions were found off the North of 
Scotland and over the English Channel—northerly winds and fair, cold weather prevailed in Ireland. 
By Tuesday morning another shallow depression had advanced to the North of Ireland and West of 
Scotland. It caused cold showery weather. As the day wore on, this system dispersed and an 
anticyclone began to form over Norway, Scotland and Ireland. Meanwhile a new and large 
depression appeared over Italy, whence it moved slowly northwestwards towards England and the 
Netherlands. As it travelled, it caused ever freshening N.E. winds, dull, cold, and very rainy 
weather. These unsettled conditions did not reach the W. and N.W. of Ireland until Saturday night, 
when rain fell generally in considerable quantities, In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 30°089 inches, pressure ranging between 30'293 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.B.) and 
29'810 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 499°. The 
mean dry bulb reading was 495°. On Monday the sereened thermometers sank to 36°0°, on Friday 
they rose to 637°. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘749 inch, of which ‘331 inch was measured 
on Saturday and ‘248 inch on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were at first, W., afterwards N.E. 
Hail showers fell in Dublin on Monday and Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°:103 inches. The highest reading (30°316) was 
on Wednesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°816) on Saturday at 9 P.m., 
wind N.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°0°, being 2°5° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Friday, when 
the thermometer registered 62°39, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury having 
fallen to 31°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°2° and of the Wet Bulb 
45°29. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘80, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 54°3 hours. The rainfall 
measured *660 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°09, the maximum 61°9°, 
and the minimum 38°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°1°; the minimum 31°1°, and 
the mean 47'8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 58°3°, the minimum 33°8°, and the 
mean 47:0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°78 in.; at Glasgow 0°45 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°48 in.*

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DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 203—107 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 15583 males and 72 females. 

The deaths, which are 10 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-1 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22:2 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°3, and was 
1:2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

During last week, as in the preceding week, there were only 15 deaths from zymotic 
diseases registered; the number is 3 under the average for the 2Ist week of the last 
ten years: the 15 deaths for last week consist of one from measles, one from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from diphtheria, 3 from 
enteric fever, one from dysentery, and one from diarrhea. 

Twenty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, being one 
over the admissions for the preceding week and 6 over the number for the week ended 
14th May: 33 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 143* — 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Seventeen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 14 for the preced- 
ing week, and 15 for the week ended 14th May: 13 patients were discharged during 
the week; 2 died; and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday 21st May. | 

The hospital admissions for the week include also 2 cases of typhus—the only cases of ~ 
that disease in hospital on Saturday last. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 27 deaths, being 5 over the number for 
the preceding week, and equal to the average for the 21st week of the last ten years: 
ee “ deaths comprise 16 from bronchitis and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of 
the lungs.

Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
vears of age (28 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) and 
38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons agel 70 ani upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians, and 2 (a woman and a man) were stated to have been aged 
95 and 101 years respectively. 

Forty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last. week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 222 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24'0 (241 on the North side, and 24°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°99, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
19 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 23 (36 in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 269 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz., one from whooping-cough 
and one from diphtheria. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and 


phthisis 2. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 
195 per 1,000. One death from measles constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among 
the 12 deaths from other causes are 4 from bronchitis and one from pneumonia, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
325 per 1,000. Among them are3 from zymotic diseases, viz., one from each of the following— 
diphtheria, enteric fever, and diarrhoea. Of the 15 deaths from other causes 2 were from 
diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from phthisis, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (9) represent an annual rate of 18°0 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz., one from whooping-cough and one from dysentery. 
The 7 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 33'0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 5 from phthisis,and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are eqnal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Three 
deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 18°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from pneumonia and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, but none 


from any zymotic disease. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23°3 per 1,000. Diphtheria caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 4 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 26:6; Donnybrook, 
188; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 56. The deaths from zymotice diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of one from scarlatina for Rathmines, and one from influenza and one from 
enteric fever for Donnybrook. Among the 14 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 2 
from mesenteric disease and 2 from cancer; and the 9 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.mzt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th May, 1898 :— 


“Very favourable, yet generally uneventful weather prevailed throughout this week. On Sunday, 
Monday, and Tuesday, however, there were electrical disturbances in many parts of England and 
Ireland, and on Monday evening thunder and lightning occurred near Dublin, while there was 
& thunderstorm at Roche’s Point, Cork Harbour, on Wednesday evening, These electrical mani- 
festations were connected with a large though shallow depression, which had travelled from 
Italy to the British Islands during the previous week, From Monday onwards another low 
pressure system was observed over Denmark and Norway. It caused cool northerly winds and 
low temperatures, but the rainfall which accompanied it was not as a rule large. During the last 
three days eonditions were distinctly anticyclonic in Ireland, to the westward of which country the 
barometer ruled high. The amount of cloud was particularly large for May except on Tuesday 
afternoon and throughout Wednesday, In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'892 
inches, pressure ranging between 29736 inches at 9 p.m, of Sunday (wind, E.) and 30182 inches ut 
9 p.m, of Saturday (wind, N,W.). The corrected mean temperature was 53'2°, The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p,m. was 527°, On Wednesday the screened thermometers rose to 63°7°, 
on Friday they fell to 399°. The rainfall was ‘087 inch on three days, ‘070 inch being measured on 
Monday. Easterly and then northerly winds prevailed.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29-900 inches. The highest reading (30°198) was 
on Saturday at 9r.m., wind W.N.W., and the lowest (29°740) on Sunday at 9 p.m., 
wind E.S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 51°79, being 0°1° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 61°9°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 35:4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51:1° and of the Wet Bulb 
488°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42°4 hours. The rainfall 
measured ‘050 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54°7°, the maximum 750°, 
and the minimum 44°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°3°; the minimum 37:0°, and 
the mean 51°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62°1°, the minimum 39°5°, and the 
mean 49°6°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°40 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°04 in. 
There was no rain at Glasgow.®

{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted. 
to 242—125 boys and 117 girls; and the deaths to 132—54 males and 78 females. 

The deaths, which are 31 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 19°7 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19-2 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28:9, and was 
13 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

There were only 14 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
one under the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, and 5 below the average | 
for the 22nd week of the last ten years: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), one from influenza, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, 
one from erysipelas. &e. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 18, being 
3 under the admissions for the preceding week and 2 under the number for the week 
ended the 21st ultimo: 24 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; one 
died ; and 136* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

There were only 10 cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, being a decline of 7 as 
compared with the admissions for the preceding week, and 4 under the number for the 
week ended the 2}st ultimo: 9 patients were discharged during the week; one died ; 
and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 28th ultimo. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 22 for the 
week ended the 21st ultimo to 27 for the following week, fell last week to 16, or 12 
under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 16 deaths com- 
prise 8 from bronchitis and 6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

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The deaths of 3 children under 5 years of age (including 2 infants under one year

‘Two deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 13. 

Six accidental deaths were registered. . 

In 9 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 children under 
5 years of age (including 4. infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards.

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‘Thirty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (22 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under | month old) and 
36 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians. 

Forty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


‘The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 192 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 19°8 (19°2 on the North side, and 20'4 on the South), and in the Suburbs 179, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
15 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1'9 (27 in the North City Districts, and 12 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual 
rate of 211 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping- 
cough. Phthisis caused 2 deaths. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
210 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and one 
from enteric fever.

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from diarrhea, Of the 12 
deaths from other causes 4 were from cancer. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).~ The deaths (4) represent an annual rate of 80 per 
1,000. They consist of one from scarlatina, one from enteric fever, and 2 from phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 15°7 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Phthisis 
caused 2 deaths. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., bas favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th June, 1898 :__ 


“Very unsettled, squally, cold, and showery weather characterised this week, Already on 
Sunday a large though not deep atmospheric depression appeared off the North of Scotland and 
West of Norway, moving southeastwards and spreading out towards §. and 8.W. at the same time. 
This system threw the weather over the British Islands into a very changeable, rough, and 
showery condition. As the disturbance travelled towards §.E., northwesterly winds of consider- 
able strength sprang up, temperature once more fell away, and squalls of cold rain, hail, and sleet 
or wet snow swept over Great Britain, and with less severity over Ireland also. The showers were 
accompanied by thunder and lightning at many British stations on Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday. This last named day proved unexpectedly fine and sunny in Ireland, the depression 
having ‘turned tail’ and retreated towards N. and N.W. along the coasts of Denmark and 
Norway. On Friday, however, a new low pressure area appeared to the northward of Ireland 
and this brought about a renewal of unsettled weather. The wind at the same time backed 
towards S.W. and §., so that there was a distinct advance in temperature, and the period closed 
with a prospect of more summerlike weather. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29'826 inches, pressure ranging between 30'138 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) and 29°664 
inches at 9 a.m, of Tuesday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 52°5°, the mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 518°, On Thursday the screened thermometers fell 
to 418°, on Saturday they rose to 61'°8° The rainfall was ‘407 inch on six days, 096 inch being 
measured on Tuesday and ‘124 inch on Saturday. N.W. to S.W. winds prevailed.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°836 inches. The highest reading (30-140) was 
on Sunday at 9 A.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:668) on Tuesday at 9 am., 
wind N.W, 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 50°79, being 1°8° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 60°39, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 39°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°5° and of the Wet Bulb 
479°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°6 hours. The rainfall 
measured *530 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51°9°, the maximum 65°6°, 
and the minimum 40°0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 62°3°; the minimum 38°8°, and 
the mean 50:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 62:2°, the minimum 37°6%, and the 
mean 50:0°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°61 in.; at Glasgow 0°62 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°78 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16-9 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°3 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 23°3, and for Edinburgh 21:1. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23°9 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798." 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in sixteen 
of the districts to 7:1 in Armagh; the death registered in that district being caused by 
diphtheria.

{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 207—107 boys and 100 girls; and the deaths to 168—79 maies and 89 females. 
The deaths, which are 17 over the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:1 in every 1,000 of the — 


population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24:0 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28-7, and was 
12 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years |$88-97. 

There were only 10 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
4 under the low number for the preceding week, and 7 below the average for the 23rd 


week of the last ten years: they comprise. 4 from influenza and its complications, 2 — 


from whooping-cough, one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, one from enteric fever, one 
from diarrhea, &c. 

Twenty-two cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, being 
4 over the admissions for the preceding week: 25 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 132* remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 4 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 


The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 17 _ 


for the week ended the 28th ultimo to 10 for the following week, rose last week to 20: 
18 patients were discharged during the week; and 77 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 30 deaths, being 14 over the number for 
the preceding week, and 5 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years: the 30 deaths consist of 18 from bronchitis, 9 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs, and 3 from croup.

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Forty-two of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
9 years of age (27 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under | month old) and 
52 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 98 years. 
Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
alg institutions; of this number 24 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 13 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District. was 24°0 per 1,000 ; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
06 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°6 (09 in the North City Districts, and 04 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 05 per 1,000, 




























No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 
rate of 307 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and one fron 
whooping-cough. Phthisis caused 3 deaths. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
210 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotiec disease recorded is one from diarrhea, Two were 
_ from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate cf 
271 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis, but none 
from any zymotic disease. mS 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 88'°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from phthisis, : 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000, Diseases of the circulatory system caused 2 deaths, phthisis 3, and diseases of the brain and 
nervous system 5, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No.2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 6 from phthisis, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City Disirct (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24°4 per 
1,000. One death from influenza constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 18 deaths 


from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 
from convulsions. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 146 per 1,060. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, viz. :—one from influenza and one from 
Whooping-cough. Among the remaining deaths are 2 from phthisis. b 0 Meo 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 20°6; Donnybrook: 
229; Blackrock, 0:0; and Kingstown, 25°2. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for 
these districts consist of one from cerebro-spinal meningitis for Rathmines ; one from enteric fever 
for Donnybrook, and one from influenza for Kingstown. Among the 14 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Rathmines are 2 from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ;

Meteorological Observations. 375 


METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mer.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th June, 1898 :_ 


“Commencing with gloomy, unsettled weather and heavy rains, this week proved fine and 
summerlike in Ireland and Scotland. In the S.E. of England, however, the weather was kept in 
an unsettled, dull and rainy state almost to the end of the week by the approach of a shallow 
depression from the southward on Wednesday. On Sunday morning the barometer was low (29°54 
inches at Valentia) off the S.W. of ireland, southerly winds prevailed, accompanied by rain in 
many places. On Monday morning a V.-shaped depression lay over Ireland, where the weather 
remained in a broken, rainy condition, while thunder and lightning occurred very generally 
throughout England. A brisk increase of atmospheric pressure set in as the day advanced, so that 
by Tuesday morning baric gradients had become very slight over the British Islands and there 
were signs of a change to finer and more summerlike conditions. At 8 am. of Wednesday a 
shallow depression was observed over the S.W. and centre of France, moving slowly northeast- 
wards. This system became stationary over Belgium on Thursday, and caused gloomy wet 
weather over the English Channel, the S.B. of England, the North of France, Belgium, and 
Germany. The rainfalls were very heavy in several places, 1°31 inches being registered at the 
North Foreland on Friday morning and 1°67 inches at Yarmouth. In Ireland beautiful, warm, and 
summerlike weather was enjoyed on and after Tuesday. In Dublin-the mean atmospheric pressure 
was 30°014 inches, the barometer ranging from 29°555 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, 8.) to 30'242 
inches ut 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, calm). The corrected mean temperature was 57°7°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 575°, The screened thermometers fell to 481° on 
Tuesday and rose to 71°0° on Saturday. Rain fell on two days to the amount of ‘549 inch, ‘429 inch 
being registered on Sunday. Southerly and southeasterly winds predominated.” 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30-024 inches. The highest reading (30:252) was 
on Thursday at 9 p.., air calm, and the lowest (29°560) on Monday at 9 aM, 
wind S.S.E, 

The mean temperature for the week was 55'0°, being 9°3° below the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 70:0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury having 
fallen to 41:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56'1° and of the Wet Bulb 
52°89. The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 54°6 hours. The rainfall 
measured °315 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 602°, the maximum 760°, 
and the minimum 47°2° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 72-09; the minimum 43-0°, and 
the mean 57-6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70°9°, the minimum 46:2°, and the 
mean 56:9°, ‘he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°32 in. ; at Glasgow 0°13 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°16 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 13°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 14:7 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°2 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21:2, and for Edinburgh 19:2.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
_ the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 19°6 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eighteen 
of the districts to 7-1 in Armagh; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from diarrhea. Among the 115 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are one from measles, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from 
simple continued fever, 6 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhcea; and the 21 in Cork 
comprise one from typhus and one from diarrhea.

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DUBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 204—110 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 147—73 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 20 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21-0 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28-4, and was 
1°2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

During last weck, as in the week preceding, there were only 10 deaths from zymotic 
diseases registered, being 4 under the low number for the week ended the 4th instant, and — 
9 below the average fir the 24th week of the last ten years: the 10 deaths for last week 
comprise one from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, one from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 18, being 
4 under the admissions for the preceding week, and equal to the number for the week 
ended the 4th instant: 30 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 
120* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. : 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 10 for the week ended the 4th instant to 20 for the following week, fell again to 
10 last week: 21 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 65 
remained under treatment ou Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 11th instant. 

There were but 15 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
9 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 15 under the 
number for the week ended the 11th instant: they consist of 10 from bronchitis and 5 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 210 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 24°0 (250 on the North side, and 23'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 140, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
07 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°9 (09 in the North City Districts, and 08 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual 
rate of 192 per 1,000, They comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. No deaths from 
any Zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°56 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from mesenteric disease and 3 from convulsions, but no deaths 
from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
19'9 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 40°0 per 
1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from enteric fever and one from diarrhcea: 
Bronchitis caused 5 deaths and phthisis 3, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 25°1 pe# 
1,000. Three were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 4 by diseases of the brain and 
Reryous system, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded; 


No.2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 33°7 per 
1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from cerebro-spinal meningitis. 
Three of the 10 deaths from other causes were from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street),—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 18'0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused dne death, but nd deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
tate of 21'9 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic 
disease, Four deaths were caused by phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mxt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th June, 1898 :— 


“Except on Sunday and Saturday, very fine weather prevailed in Ireland. In England it was 
dull, cold, and generally unseasonable until Thursday. Early on Sunday very electrical clouds 
were seen over Dublin, and there was much distant thunder between 9and 10am. The rolling of 
thunder began again at midday, and at 2 p.m. there was a heavy thunderstorm to the S.W. of the 
city, accompanied by drenching rain in places. No rain fell to the S.E., in Fitzwilliam Square the 
measurement was only ‘028 inch, at Glasnevin Royal Botanic Gardens ‘060 inch, at the Ordnance 
Survey Office, Phoenix Park, ‘200 inch. The evening was cool and fine. During the storm the 
higher clouds came from S.E. or S.S.E., the lower stratum drove down from N. or N.N.E. <A period 
of cloudy, cool weather followed, and this in turn gave place to bright, quiet, warm weather, 
lasting until Friday night. On the day named the thermometer rose to 74°9° in the screen. 
Saturday was cloudy and blustering, with light showers. The dull, cold weather experienced in 
England was caused by depressions lying over the South of France, Spain, and Italy, where 
heavy rains fell. In Dublin the barometer rose to 30357 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.E.) 
and fell to 30°062 inches ut 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). Its mean height was 30'251 inches. 
The corrected mean temperature was 586°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 596°. The screened thermometers fell to 468° on Wednesday and rose to 749° on Friday. 
Rain fell on two days to the amount of ‘087 inch, of which ‘059 inch was measured on Saturday. 
Thunder and lightning occurred on Sunday. N.E. and afterwards W. winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°262 inches. The highest reading (30°375) was 
on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind K.N.K., and the lowest (39°079) on Saturday at 9 a.M., 
wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55°3°, being 91° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 73:0°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury having 
fallen to 41:1°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°6° and of the Wet Bulb 
55°0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44°5 hours. The rainfall 
measured °260 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°2°, the maximum 78°4°, 
and the minimum 46°7° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 72:0°; the minimum 45:0°, and 
the mean 58:2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73:3°, the minimum 44:9, and the 
mean 559°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°01 in.; at Glasgow 0°15 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°08 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15'1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20:0, and for Edinburgh 17:8.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 20°9 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798."

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven 
of the districts to 11-2 in Tralee; the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 108 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are one from measles, one from diphtheria, one from simple continued fever), 
and 6 from enteric fever; and the 41 deaths in Cork comprise one from each of the fol- 
lowing—typhus, whooping-cough, and diarrhea.

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 202— 92 boys and 110 girls; and the deaths to 15362 males and 91 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten vears, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22'l per 1,000. During 
the twenty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°2, and was 
1‘] under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 13, being 
3 over the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, but 4 under the average

for the 25th week of the last ten years: the 13 deaths comprise 2 from influenza and its © 


complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from cholerine, one from 
diarrhea, &c. 

There were only 7 cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week, being 11 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and showing a decline of 15 as compared 
with the number for the week ended the 11th instant : 27 scarlatina patients were dis- 
charged during the week; and 100* remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 20 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of entetic fever admitted to hospital is 9, being one under the 
admissions for the preceding week, and 11 under the number for the week ended the 
11th instant: 9 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 62 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 18th instant: 

During each of the last two weeks 3 cases of measles have been admitted to hospital t 
6 cases of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 30 for the week 
ended the 11th instant to 15 for the following week, rose last week to 27, or 2 over 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 27 deaths consist 
of 16 from bronchitis, 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from 
croup.

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Thirty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (23 being infants under 1 year, of whom 7 were under 1 month old) and 
55 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 33 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years, 
Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse, 5 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 1 in the Rathdown Union Work- 
house. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

No.1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annuay 
rate of 307 per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused 4 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotio 
disease were recorded, The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis and 2 from 
pneumonia.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th June, 1898 :_ 


“Fair and warm at first, the weather gradually became very unsettled, squally, showery, and cold. 
Only on Sunday and for a short time on Thursday morning was the distribution of atmospheric 
pressure anticyclonic, and then only in the south. For the rest, progressively deepening depressions 
passed eastward across the northern parts of the Kingdom, and on Saturday morning the baro- 
meter was down to 2928 inches at Nairn, and as low as 29°33 inches even in Dublin. Sunday was 
a fine, warm day—the maximal temperature in Dublin was 723°. On Monday the maximum 
was 726°, there were passing showers and fine intervals. Tuesday was fine but cloudy, towards 
evening temperature gave way fast. Heavy showers of rain and hail fell on Wednesday. 
Thursday afternoon proved rainy. Friday was rainy to showery and cold, but with intervals of 
bright sunshine. Rain fell heavily on Saturday forenoon, when the wind drew round to N. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'757 inches, pressure ranging between 30°167 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.) and 29330 inches ut 7.30 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 586°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 57°6°. 
The screened thermometers rose to 72°6° on Monday and fell to 46°9° on Thursday. Rain fell on 
five days to the amount of °659 inch, ‘191 inch being measured on Saturday. Westerly winds 
prevailed,” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29-764 inches. The highest reading (307172) was 
on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.N.W., and the lowest (29°339) on Saturday at 9 a.m., 
wind W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57°19, being 0°3° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 70°4°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury having 
fallen to 43:2°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56-2° and of the Wet Bulb 
53'2°, ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being represented 
by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 42°6 hours. The rainfall 
measured *955 inch. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 605°, the maximum Ci ie her 
and the minimum 48:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 66:0°; the minimum 46°0°, and 
the mean 56°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 660°, the minimum 47:0", and the 
mean 56:9°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°47 in.; at Glasgow 1:03 ins.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°61 in.*

DUBLIN AND SUBUBBs. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 270—143 boys and 127 girls; and the deaths to 146—74 males and 72 females. 

The deaths, which are 12 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 21°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 20-7 per 1,000. Durin 
the twenty-six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28-0, and was 
1:] under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years ! 888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 17, being 
4 over the low number for the preceding week, but 3 below the average for the 26th 
week of the last ten years: the 17 deaths comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 
from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 
from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 4 from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea, one from 
dysentery, &c. ; 

Eighteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 11 over 
the low number for the preceding week’: 11 scarlatina patients were discharged during 
the week; 1 died; and 106* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over 
the number in hospital on Saturday the 25th ultimo. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 20 for the week ended the 11th June to 10 for the following week and to 9 for 
the week ended the 25th ultimo, rose last week to 16: 19 patients were discharged 
during the week; and 59 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 


The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during last 
week is 21, being one below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 


years and 6 under the number for the week ended the 25th ultimo: the 21 deaths con- 
sist of 10 from bronchitis and 11 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

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Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under | year, of whom 14 were under 1 month old) and 
21 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 14 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 207 per 1,000 ; the rate

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual 
rate of 192 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from enteric fever and 
one from dysentery. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
25'4 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual! rate of 
30°7 per 1,000. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and phthisis 7, but no deaths from any zymotic disease 
were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. Two were from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from mesenteric disease, but none 
from any zymotic disease. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 25'1 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including one from each of the following—scarlatina, 
enteric fever, and diarrhoea. Among the 12 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system and 5 trom phthisis. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°7 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23'1 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 2 deaths, viz. :—one from influenza and one from enteric fever. Of 


_ the 16 deaths from other causes 2 were from bronchitis and 5 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 233 per 1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic 
disease, Of the remaining deaths 5 were from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243 per 1,000 inhabitants; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 7:2; Rathmines, 171; Donnybrook, 
20°8 ; Blackrock, 0:0 ; and Kingstown, 112. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from diphtheria for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; one from diarrhoea for 
Rathmines ; and one from scarlatina, one from influenza, and one from cerebro-spinal meningitis 
for Donnybrook, Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis ;

METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteor ological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd July, 1898 :_ 


“Generally favourable, yet changeable, was the weather of this week. At the beginning an 
atmospheric depression lay exactly over England, where the weather was broken, cold and showery, 
with hail and thunder in many places. In Ireland northerly winds prevailed, and conditions were 
more genial, Thunder was heard in Dublin on Sunday evening. Monday and Tuesday were fine 
days—cloudy to fair and again cloudy. On Wednesday shallow depressions passed eastwards across 
the British Isles, causing changeable, showery weather. There was, however, a general rise of 
temperature. Thursday was cloudy, but fine. On Friday a shallow depression brought with it a 
heavy fall of rain, The sky cleared in the evening and a clear, cold night followed. Saturday was 
very fine, but as the day advanced the sky became cloudy and began to wear an unsettled 
appearance once more. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30008 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29'647 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.) and 30°197 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday 
(wind W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 582°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 
9a.m. and 9 p.m. was also 582°. The extremes of temperature occurred on the same day, Tuesday, 
and were—highest, 69°0° ; lowest, 463°. Rain fell on three days to the amount of ‘315 inch, ‘250 inch 
being recorded on Friday. The prevailing winds were N. and S.S.W.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°020 inches. The highest reading (30-214) was 
on Thursday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°645) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56°5°, being 2°5° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 69°5°, and was also lowest on the same day, the mercury 
having fallen to 41-7°.. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°8° and of the 
Wet Bulb 55:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 41-0 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘330 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°3°, the maximum 75°39, 
and the minimum 46:9° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 7U'1°, the minimum 40°5°, and 
the mean 56°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71-0°, the minimum 43-0, and the 
mean 57°4°,  ‘’he rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°84 in.; at Glasgow 0:57 in.; and at 
Edinburgh 0°10 in.*

_ District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Ry «ines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumeondra, 
. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
alarea thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
y, 2nd July, 1898, 2,769 births—1,407 boys and 1,362 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 31:6, or 31°7 in every 1,000 of the population. 
The number of births registered in the city was 2,198, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 35°9 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
-971,-equal to a rate of 21-8 in every 1,000 of the population. 
_ There were registered in London during the same period 32,297 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 28-7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
_ there were registered 6,498, being equal to 35-9 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,121—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 28°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population.

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number of deaths registered was 460, being equal to an annual death-rate of 176 in ‘+ 
every 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 18,444—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 16:4 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 4,086, equal to 22°6 in every 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh 1,449, affording an 
annual death-rate of 19°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 211, being 155 under the number for 
the preceding quarter, 57 below the average for the second quarter of the ten years, 
1888-97, and 146 under the number for the second quarter of last year. The annual 
rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases 
during last quarter, is 2°4, being 1°8 under the rate for the quarter ended the 2nd 
April last, 0:7 below the average rate for the second quarter of the ten years 
1888-97, and 1°7 under the rate for the second quarter of last year. 

Almost one-fourth of the total mortality from zymotic diseases last quarter was 
caused by influenza and its complications, from which there were 51 deaths, being 22 
more than the average under this heading in the corresponding quarter of the last 
ten years, and 29 above the number for the second quarter of 1897, but showing a 
decline of 75 as compared with the number for the first three months of this year. 

The zymotic disease which next to influenza proved most fatal is whooping-cough, 
from which there were 34 deaths, but this number is 17 below the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 61 under the number for the — 
second quarter of last year. 

Deaths from enteric fever, which had fallen from 9°) for the fourth quarter of last 
year, to 71 for the following three months, further declined last quarter to 33, but this 
number is 7 in excess of the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 
1888-97, and 18 over the number for the second quarter of last year. The number of 
cases of this disease admitted to hospital in the course of last quarter is 182, showing 
a decline of 100 as compared with the admissions for the preceding three months, but 
exceeding by 76 the number for the second quarter of last year: 224 enteric fever — 
patients were discharged during the quarter ; 17 died; and 59 remained under treat- 
ment on Saturday, the 2nd instant, being 59 under the number in hospital on 
Saturday, the 2rd April last. ‘ 

No deaths from typhus were registered, nor were there any deaths tabulated under — 
the head of simple continued and ill-defined fever. | 

The number of deaths from scarlet fever (scarlatina) is 14, being 1 over the average ¥ 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years, but 26 under the number for the 
first quarter of this year. During that quarter 376 cases of the disease were 
admitted to hospital, but last quarter the admissions fell to 254, which number is 
slightly under that for the corresponding three months of last year: 303 patients were 
discharged during the quarter ; 11 died; and 106* remained under treatment on — 
Saturday, the 2nd instant, being 60 under the number in hospital on Saturday, the 
2nd April last. 

Diphtheria caused 18 deaths, against an average of 6 for the corresponding quarter 
of the last ten years. In the first quarter of this year there were 24 deaths from this 
disease against an average of 8, so that the deaths from diphtheria during the six 
months were treble the average number for the corresponding periods in the ten years 
1888-97. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 20 tabulated under the 
heading diarrhewa-dysentery, 1 from measles (which in the corresponding quarter of 
last year caused 109 deaths), 3 from erysipelas, &e. 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption, for which see below) was under the average for the June 
quarter, the number of deaths from these causes being 349, or 60 under the average 
for the second quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 98 under the number for the 
second quarter of last year. The 349 deaths comprise 215 from bronchitis, 119 from — 
pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, 8 from croup, &e. |

The number of deaths of children ascribed to conynisions is 87, being 34 under 


that for the preceding quarter, and showing a decrease of 59 as compared with the 


average for the second quarter of the last ten years. 


Forty-five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by epilepsy, 73 by other diseases 
of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 192 by diseases of the 


circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 318 deaths,—being 8 over the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years—mesenteric disease 42, tubercular 
meningitis 83, and cancer 78. 

Thirty-nine accidental deaths, 2 cases of homicide, and 4 cases of suicide were 
registered. 


In 132 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 132 cases, 85, or 64 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years.of age: these 85 deaths form 16 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 116 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 46 (or 40 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. , 


From Table II., on page 428, it will be seen that, excluding 76 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 1,972, equal to 
an annual rate of 22°6 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 114 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 24:7 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 17°6 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 13°8 for Palmerston (part of) to 35°0 for No. 1 Nerth City, Hast 
(Clarence-street, North) district. The death-rate represented by the mortality from 
the principal zymotic diseases in the city is 1‘5, and in the suburbs 0°8, the rates for 
the several districts varying from 0:0 in Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 3:7 in No. 1 
North City, East District ; the 160/deaths from all causes tabulated for the last-named 
district comprising one from scarlatina, 9 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 
from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. 


Occupations._Table III., on page 429, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 
rate of 20°3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the ‘Middle Class” the death-rate was 16°9 per 1,000 ; among the 


_ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 20-7 ; and in the ‘General Service 


Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 29-0.

Public Institutions.—Of the 2,048 deaths recorded during the quarter, 790, or 
39 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 418 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums; 183 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 186 in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse ; and 3 (those of persons admitted from the 
Dublin Registration District) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 

Weather.—The mean temperature for the quarter, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature, as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 51-:0°. At 
Greenwichthe mean temperature was 52°8°; at Glasgow, 51°5°; and at Edinburgh,50-9° 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 7'925 inches; 
Greenwich, 5:48 inches; at Glasgow, 6°54 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 5°50 inches.

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotie disea

Small-pow.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles caused 22 deaths in Belfast, but the only deaths from it in any of the | 
other districts were one in Limerick, one in Londonderry, and one in Sligo. — 

Scarlatina.—The deaths from this disease consist of 6 in Belfast, 2 in Dundalk, 2 
in Kilkenny, and one in Portadown, no deaths from it being registered in any 
the eighteen other districts. ie . ' 

Typhus.—Kight deaths were ascribed to typhus, viz. :—3 in Cork, 2 in Sligo, at 
one in Limerick, Galway, and Tralee respectively. The total number of death 
typhus in the 22 districts for the preceding quarter was 5, and for the second quarter 
of last year, 5. — 

Whooping-cough.—The deaths from whooping cough in the 22 districts, which had 
risen from 50 for the fourth quarter of 1897 to 81 for the first quarter of this 
fell last quarter to 64, of which 28 were in Belfast, 14—equal to an annual1 
1:7 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Census of 1891—in London 
where during the preceding quarter there were 32 deaths from this cause ; 
Cork, 5 in Limerick, and 5—equivalent to an annual rate of 2:1 per 1,000 of 
population—in Tralee, the remaining 7 deaths being distributed over six of theo 
districts. 

Diphtheria.—There were 20 fatal cases of diphtheria in Belfast, where during 
preceding quarter this disease caused 28 deaths. The deaths from it in the 
districts last quarter consist of 2 in Ballymena, and one in Lisburn, Sligo, T 
and Armagh respectively, there being 16 districts in which no deaths from this 
cause were recorded. ps 

Simple continued and ill-defined fever.—Six deaths in Belfast were ret arned 
under this heading. The only deaths so returned for any of the other districts are 
one in Waterford and one in Galway. a 

Enteric fever caused 140 deaths—equal to an annual rate of 1:8 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population—in Belfast being 21 over the number of deaths from the dis 
in that city during the preceding quarter. The total number of deaths from enteri¢ 
fever in the 21 other districts is 5, composed of one in each of the following — 
Limerick, Londonderry, Newry, Lisburn, and Ballymena. 3 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The total number of deaths returned under this heading) 
from the 22 districts is 82, of which 51 (equal to an annual rate of 0°7 per 1,00 y

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 14°7 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20°0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°7, and for Edinburgh 20-4. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 18°7 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
‘The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 11 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 14:2 in Kilkenny; the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising 3 from diarrhea. Among the 114 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are one from measles, 2 from diphtheria, 4 from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhcea. 


DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 203— 104 boys and $9 girls; and the deaths to 13665 males and 71 females. 

The deaths, which are 13 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 20°3 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 19:7 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27-7, and was 
1-2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97, 

There were only 8 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
12 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 9 under the 
number for the week ended the 2nd instant: they comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarla- 
tina), one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, one from simple continued fever, &c. 

During last week, as in tbe preceding week, 18 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital : the number of admissions for the week ended the 25th ultimo was 7. Twenty- 
one scarlatina patients were discharged in the course of last week; 2 died; and 101* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 16 for the pre- 
ceding week and 9 for the week ended the 25th ultimo: 20 patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died ; and 62 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
3 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 2nd instant. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 18, being 
3 under the number for the preceding week and 2 under the average for the 27th 
week of the last ten years: the 18 deaths comprise 10 from bronchitis, 6 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from croup.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 12 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 10 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 6. 


Three accidental deaths were registered. 

In 9 instances the caure of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 8 children under 
5 years of age, including 7 infants under one year old.

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Forty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 

5 years of age (27 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) and 

31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 

whom 3 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 92 years. 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 19°7 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23'2 (27'7 on the North side, and 19'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 11’5. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
09 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°6 (0'4 in the North City Districts, and 0'8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual 
rate of 250 per 1,000. Two deaths were ascribed to conyulsions. No deaths from any zymotic 
disease were recorded, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
239 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from phthisis and 3 from diseases of the brain and neryous system, 
but none from any zymotic disease, 


No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
37°9 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina. Two 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, 3 by phthisis, 2 by cancer, and .2 by convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place),—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 24°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and 
nervous system, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, one from pneumonia, 2 from phthisis, 
and 2 from cancer. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 3 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 15°4 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, but none from any zymotic 


. disease, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 189 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one 
from whooping-cough. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by cancer, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37° per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 76; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 56. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from simple continued fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, one 
from whooping-cough for Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1; and one from whooping-cough for 
Donnybrook. The 6 deaths from other causes tabulated for the last-named district comprise 2 
from pneumonia and 2 from phthisis,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th July, 1898 :— 


“Very fine and finally brilliant weather was enjoyed this week, throughout which a high atmos- 
pheric pressure held off the West or Southwest of Ireland. On the other hand depressions of ‘no 
great depth crossed Scandinavia in an easterly direction one after another. Northerly winds 
prevailed in the British Isles and the nights were at first often very sharp for the time of year—39° F. 
being registered at Wick on Sunday and at Parsonstown on Monday morning ; 42° at Donaghadee, 
Parsonstown, and Valentia Island on Tuesday morning. Sunday was a beautiful day near Dublin, 
and in the evening a fine partial eclipse of the moon was well seen in a clear sky. Temperature 
rose on Tuesday, and fresh W. to N.W. winds blew on that and the following day, accompanied 
by a great deal of cloud. On Thursday very slight drizzle was observed once or twice, but no 
measurable rainfall occurred. Friday and Saturday were days of brilliant sunshine and cool easterly 
geabreezes in the daytime. Towards evening on Saturday some fog and haze were observed. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°273 inches, the range of pressure being from 30°037 
inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.) to 30°365 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 588°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 59'1°. 
On Wednesday and also on Thursday the thermometer rose to 69°89 in the screen, having fallen to 
44°9° on Monday. N.W. winds prevailed. There was no measurable rainfall.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°286 inches. The highest reading (30°374) was 
on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (30°053) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind 
W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:0°, being 0°2° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 69°3°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 385°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°4° and of the 
Wet Bulb 536° ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete saturation being 
represented by 1 J. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 71-8 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘005 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60:0°, the maximum 762°, 
and the minimum 47:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 75:2°, the minimum 44:9°, and 
the mean 57'8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 71°5°, the minimum 45°8°, and the 
mean 57°6°. ‘The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0:07 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°29 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14:1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 14°7 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17°9, and for Edinburgh 18:3.

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week. 
were equal to an annual rate of 0°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in eighteen 
of the districts to 4°6 in Lurgan; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising one from measles. Among the 119 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast 
are one from whooping—cough, 2 from diphtheria, 6 from enteric fever, and 2 from 
diarrhea. The Registrar for Tralee No. 2 District remarks—‘‘ Three cases of typhus 
fever occurred in district during the week, one of which died.” 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 165—87 boys and 78 girls; and the deaths to 12467 males and 57 females. 

The deaths, which are 21 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 18°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 17°6 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:4, and was 
1-2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

There were only 5 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
3 under the low number for the preceding week, and 15 below the average for the 
twenty-eighth week of the last ten years: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scar- 
latina), one from whooping-cough, one from diarrhea, &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week was 11, 
being 7 under the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding: 23 scarlatina 
patients were discharged during the week; and 89* remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 12 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 9th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from § for the week ended the 25th ultimo to 16 for the following week, and 24 for 
the week ended the 9th instant, further rose to 26 last week: 13 patients were dis- 
charged during the week; and 75 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 
over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week, 

The hospital admissions for last week include, also, 3 cases of diphtheria: 8 cases of 
the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last, 

Twenty-one deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over the 
number for ¢he week ended the 9th instant: they comprise 10 from bronchitis and 8 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 6 children under 5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year 
old} were ascribed to convulsions, 

Five deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 19 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 5. 


* Exclusive of 20 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 2 infants under 
one year old. : 

Thirty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (16 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under | month old) and 
27 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 15 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 2 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 98 years. 

Forty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 8 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


_ As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 17‘6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 194 (201 on the North side, and 18'7 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°65. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
04 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 0°2 (00 in the North City Districts, and 0°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 10 per 1,000. 


No.1 North Cily District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 23:0 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions. No deaths 
from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 
150 per 1,000. Bronchitis caused 2 deaths, pneumonia 3, and phthisis 3. No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (8) are equivalent to an annuai rate of 
144 per 1,000. They comprise 2 frém inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30:0 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. Three deaths were caused by 
pneumonia, 2 by other diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 
and 2 by phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 15°7 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
Among the 9 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 14°1 per 
1,000. They comprise one from pyxmia and 3 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 14°1 per 
1,000. Three deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system. No deaths from any 
_Zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 29'1 per 1,000. Among them are one from puerperal fever, 7 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 6 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 15'°2; Donnybrock, 
146 ; Blackrock, 29:1; and Kingstown, 84. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from diarrhcea for Rathmines and one fron! whooping-cough for Kings- 
town. Among the 8 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis ; of the 7 
deaths for Donnybrook 4 were from diseases of the circulatory system ; and the 4 deaths for Black-

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following : 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 16th July, 1898 :— 


“Again is the record one of fine summerlike weather, with prevalent north-wesierly winds. The 
barometer was usually highest to the west or south of Ireland, and in this country the isobars ra: 
auticyclonically, except on Wednesday, when a rather large depression passed across Scandina’ 
from N.N.W. to SS.E. The first two days were very fine, warm, and sunny. On Monday the 
thermometer rose to 75°2° in the shade in Dublin. A slight shower fell at this station early on Tuesday 
morning, yielding only ‘003 inch in the rain-gauge. This day was cloudy and unsettled-looking, with 
a fresh W.N.W. wind. Wednesday was cloudy to fair. Some rain fellin the extreme W. and 8.W. of 
Treland and also in the E. and S.E. of Great Britain. This slight break in the weather was connected 
with the presence of a depression over Scandinavia, where rain fell more abundantly than in the 
British Isles. The last three days of the week were fine with a good deal of cloud at times. On 
- Friday the thermometer rose to 82° in the shade in London. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30220 inches, pressure ranging from 30°445 inches at 9a.m. of Monday (wind, N.N.W,) 
to 30°008 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 62°7°. 
The mean dry bulb temperature was 624°. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 752%, 
having fallen to 51°5° on Sunday. N.W. winds prevailed. The rainfall amounted to but a trace - 
004 inch, and there was not even one ‘rainy day.’ ” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30-221 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°447) was 
on Sunday at 9 p.Mm., air calm, and the lowest (30:000) on Wednesday at 9 a.M., wind 
W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°7°, being 4:0° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 74°5°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 44°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°6° and of the 
Wet Bulb 56:79. The mean humidity of the air was °78, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 62:0 ho 
The rainfall measured -010 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:99, the maximum 82°0°, 
and the minimum 46°5° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 75:0°, the minimum 46:0°, and 
the mean 59°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 73°9°, the minimum 48U%, and the 
mean 59:7°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-02 in.; at Glasgow 0°18 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:11 in.* .

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15-4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20'1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 21°8, and for Edinburgh 19-7.

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 21:3 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798."

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in fourteen 
of the districts to 6-2 in Portadown; one of the 2 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district having been caused by diarrhea. Among the 142 deaths from all causes 
in Belfast are one from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 9 from enteric fever, and 13 
from diarrhoea. The Registrars of Nos, 1 and 3 Districts, Limerick, report that 
measles is epidemic in their districts. 


DuUBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 174—90 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 152—78 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are one under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°7 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 21°6 per 1,000. During 
the twenty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:2, and was 
1:2 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 16, being 
11 over the low number for the preceding week, but 10 under the average for the 
twenty-ninth week of the last ten years: the 16 deaths comprise one from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina). one from influenza, 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
one from enteric fever, one from choleraic diarrhea, 4 from diarrhea, &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 18 for the week ended the 9th instant to 11 for the following week, further 
declined to 7 last week: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one 
died; and 80* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital last week is 17, being 9 
under the admissions for the preceding week, and 7 under the number for the week 
ended the 9th instant: 9 patients were discharged during the week; 2 died ; and 81 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 over the number in hospital on the 
previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for last week include, also, 2 cases of diphtheria, and 2 of 
measles: 8 cases of the former disease and 2 of the latter remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 18 for the 
week ended the Yth instant to 21 for the following week, further rose last week to 31, 
or 11 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years : the 31 deaths 
comprise 10 from bronchitis and 18 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

| the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


| No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
| rate of 288 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, 
| and 3 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
/ 210 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 2 
from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by pneumonia, and 3 by phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to anannual rate of 
| 879 per 1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
| recorded. The 20 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd July, 1898 :— 


“ Although by no means s0 settled as in the two preceding weeks, the weather was favourable, and a 
genial rainfall beautified the country. By Monday morning a trough-shaped depression had advanced 
over the North of Scotland, and gradients for westerly winds were steep to the southward of the 
lowest pressure, which was 29°59 inches at Stornoway and Wick. Accordingly strong to squally W. to 
N.W. winds prevailed and a moderate gale was felt for a while in and near Dublin. Very little rain 
fell in connection with this disturbance, which passed quickly on to Seandinavia, becoming much 
modified in form as it travelled. In its rear an anticyclone of no intensity came in over Ireland, 
causing quiet and fine but cloudy weather. On Thursday the barometer gave way generally in the — 
West, and by 8 a.m. of Friday a well-marked depression, secondary to a large area of low pressure 
lying over the Norwegian Sea and Lapland, had arrived off the coast of Kerry. Thence it passed 
northeastwards, accompanied by an abundant rainfall and thunder in many places. In its wake the 
weather cleared and became once more warm and summerlike. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29959 inches, the range of pressure being from 30200 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, N.W.) to 29661 inches at 3 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 
62°3°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 61'4°. On Sunday the screened thermo- 
meters rose to 72°S°, on Saturday they fell to 537°. The rainfall was ‘805 inch on five days, 342 inch 
Cages Plate ee on Friday, when thunder was heard. The prevailing winds were at first N,W., then 
7 ’ 








At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height — 
of the barometer during the week was 29:962 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°202) was 
on Sunday at 9 A.m., wind W., and the lowest (29699) on Friday at 9 P.., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 61'1°, being 3°5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 73°62, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury — 
having fallen to 49:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60:29 and of the — 
Wet Bulb 568°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 36°3 hours. — 
The rainfall measured *630 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 628°, the maximum 81:09, 
and the minimum 44°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 71°0°, the minimum 47:9°, and 
the mean 59-0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 74'1°, the minimum 48-U%, and the | 
mean 58°9°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:45 in.; at Glasgow 0°43 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°39 in.* ,

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 28 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in seventeen 
of the districts to 11°3 in Ballymena, the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from diphtheria and one from enteric fever. Among the 112 — 
deaths from all causes in Belfast are one from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one 
from diphtheria, 3 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 5 from enteric fever, 
and 20 from diarrhoea; and the 13 deaths for Limerick comprise one from measles and 
3 from whooping-cough, | 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


‘In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted — 
to 183—87 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 160—76 males and 84 females. & 

The deaths, which are 4 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23°9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23-0 per 1,000. During 
the thirty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27'1, and was 1°1 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 19, being 
3 over the number for the preceding week, but 6 under the average for the 30th 
week of the last ten years: the 19 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
one from diphtheria, one from cerebro-spinal meningitis, 3 from enteric fever, one from 
simple cholera, 9 from diarrhea, one from erysipelas, &c. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 7 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital ; the number shows a decline of 4 as compared with the admissions for the 
week ended the 16th ultimo: 14 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; 
one died; and 72* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 8 under the num- 
ber in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which bad fallen 
from 26 for the week ended the ltth ultimo to 17 for the following week, further 
declined to 8 last week: 11 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; and 75 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 26, beng 
5 under the number for the preceding week. but 7 over the average for the 30th week 
of the last ten years: the 26 deaths consist of 16 from bronchitis, 9 from pneumonia, ~ 
and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 4 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, 

Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 6 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 18 by diseases of the circulatory system. 

Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 21 deaths and cancer 5. 

Two accidental deaths were registered.

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In 9 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having béen no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under 
5 years of age (including 4 infants under one month old) and the death of one person 
aged 75 years. 

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under 1 year, of whom 12 were under 1 month old) 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 

ublic institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
ouse and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 230 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25°3 (264 on the N orth side, and 26°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
2'1 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°1 (2'°2 in the North City Districts, and 20 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 20 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 288 per 1,000, Diarrhea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 2 from convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'4 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhea, Two deaths 
were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 
by phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia, No deaths from any 
zymotic disease were recorded, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 16:0 pet 
1,000, They comprise 2 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—one from cerebro-spinal méningitis and one 
from diarrhea, Two of the 6 deaths from other causes were from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 


_ No.1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, including 3 from diarrhoa. The 14 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, 
and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28°1 per 
1,000, Two were caused by bronchitis, but none by any zymotic disease, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 231 pet 
1,000. They comprise 2 from pneumonia, 4 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 from 
phthisis, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
Tate of 23'°3 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from enteric fever and 
one from diarrhoea, Three deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, 
and 2 by cancer, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—

districts consist of one from enteric fever for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District; one from 
diphtheria and one from simple cholera for Rathmines; one from scarlatina and one from enteric 
fever for Donnybrook ; and one from erysipelas for Blackrock. Among the 11 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system and 
3 from ph thisis, and the 4 deaths for Blackrock comprise 2 from phthisis.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.MEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th July, 1898 :— 


“While the weather was for the most part dry, it was cooler and more cloudy than in past weeks. 
Only on Wednesday and Saturday was anything like summer heat felt in Dublin. The barometer 
was again highest in Ireland, lowest over Northern Europe. On Sunday morning a depression (with 
central readings as low as 2915 inches) stretched from Christiania to Stockholm. Cool and strong 
N. and N.W. winds prevailed in Great Britain. In Ireland the air was calmer. The next two days 
were chiefly fine and quiet, but a considerable rainfall occurred on Tuesday in the South of Ireland. 
On Wednesday evening a veil of cirrus cloud appeared in the W. and N.W., heralding the approach 
of a depression to the Scottish coasts. This disturbance travelled rapidly down the east coast of 
Great Britain, reaching Holland on Friday morning. It caused showers and a moderate northerly 
gale on the Irish coasts, but thunderstorms and heavier rains in many parts of England. On Friday 
morning the measurements were ‘55 inch at Nairn, ‘64 inch at Shields, ‘60 inch at the North Foreland, 
‘56 inch at Cambridge, ‘99 inch at Yarmouth, and 1°65 inches at the Helder. On Friday night a 
remarkable depression of air-temperature occurred, the thermometer sinking in Dublin to 458° in the 
screen and to 40°8° on the grass. Curiously enough a few hours later the maximum of the week— 
71:1°—was recorded in Dublin. In this city the mean height of the barometer was 30139 inches, 
pressure varying from 29994 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.) to 30288 inches at 9a.m. of 
Friday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 592°. The mean dry bulb reading at 
9 a.m. a Re fe 58'6°. Rain fell on Wednesday to the amount of ‘034 inch. The prevailing winds 
were E.8.E. and N.W. 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30:142 inches. The highest reading (30°286) was 
on Friday at 9 p.M., air calm, and the lowest (30000) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57°1°, being 0°8° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 70°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury 
having fallen to 37°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°1° and of the 
Wet Bulb 53°19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘76, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 43°7 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘060 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:09, the maximum 79°0°, 
and the minimum 49°3° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 72°6°, the minimum 39°5°, and 
the mean 58°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 68°9°, the minimum 429°, and the 
mean 576°, ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°72 in.; at Glasgow 0°25 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:26 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°3 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20:0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20-0, and for Edinburgh 18:3. 


Town Districts or IRELANp. 


Yhe average annua! death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twen.y-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 21-2 per 1,000 cf their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following 
annual rates per 1,000 :—

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4-0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in thirteen 
of the districts to 168 in Tralee, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from typhus and one from whooping-cough. Among the 165 
deaths from all causes in Belfast are one from measles, one from whooping-cough, 
16 from enteric fever, and 18 from diarrhea; among the 14 deaths in Limerick are 2 
from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, and one from diarrhoea: and the 3 deaths in 
Ballymena comprise one from whooping-cough and one from diarrheea. 


DuBLIN ARD SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 227—108 boys and 119 girls; and the deaths to 160-—86 males and 74 females. 

The deaths, which are 11 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23-9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°4 per 1,000. During 
the thirty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27:0, and was 
10 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Twenty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
4 jn excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 10 
over the number for the week ended the 30th ultimo: they comprise one from scarlet 
fever (scarlatina), 2 from whooping~cough, one from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, 
one—in the Richmond District Lunatic Asylum—from beri-beri, 18 from diarrhea, &c. 
Sixteen of the 18 deaths from diarrhcea were of children under 5 years of age, 12 being 
deaths of infants under one year old. 

Eleven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, against 7 for each of the two 
weeks preceding: 16 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; one died ; 
and 66* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 30th ultimo. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 26 for the week ended the 16th ultimo to 17 for the following week, and to 
8 for the week ended the 30th ultimo, rose to 46 last week : 17 patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died ; and 109 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
28 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 31 for the 
week ended the 23rd ultimo to 26 for the following week, further declined last week to 
20, but this number is 4 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten 
years: the 20 deatbs consist of 15 from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 4 children under 5 years of age (including 3 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions. 
Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 2 by epilepsy, 4 by other diseases of the brain 
and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions) and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system: 
tga or pulmonary gonsumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 8,

In 11 instances the cau:e of death was * uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 75 years. 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 


_ 9 years of age (46 being infants under 1] year, ot whom 16 were under 1 month old) 


and 31 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VII.) 


4s already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23-4 per 1,000 : the rate 
in the city was 27°0 (27:7 on the North side, and 265 on the South), and in the Suburbs 15°0. 


The deaths from the principal Zymotic diseases? in the entire District equai an annual rate of 
40 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 47 (54 in the North City Districts, and 4'1 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 25 per 1,600. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual 
rate of 34°6 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from enteric fever and 4 
from diarrhea. The 13 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 
from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summsr-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
210 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 5 by phthisis. 


No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz :—one from enteric fever and 3 from diarrhea. 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from phthisis. ; 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from enteric fever and one from 
beri-beri. Phthisis caused 3 deaths, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent an annual rate of 33'0 per 
1,000. Two deaths were caused by diarrhoea, but none by any other zymotic disease. Among the 
19 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 3 from 
phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No, 2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25°3 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz,:—one from scarlatina and one from whooping- 
cough. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24°4 per 
1,000. Diarrhea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 2 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 23'3 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough, 
one from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are i— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
14°6 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from diphtheria for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1 District ; one from 
enteric fever and one from diarrhoea for Rathmines; one from diarrhoea for Donnybrook ; and one 
from diarrhoea for Blackrock. Three of the 10 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines were 
from diseases of the circulatory system. :

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MxET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th August, 1898 :— 


“The weather was much less settled in Ireland than it had been for several weeks past. Strong and 
squally westerly winds prevailed and rain fell abundantly on Wednesday, Thursday and Friday. On 
the morning of the last-named day the wind blew a gale, and on Tuesday also the wind reached gale 
force at times. At 4.30 p.m. of Sunday a heavy shower fell over the S.E. of Dublin, yielding ‘052 inch 
in the gauge. On and after Monday there was a general reduction of atmospheric pressure over 
Northwestern Europe, and gradients for westerly (between 8.W.and N.W.) winds remained steep until 
Saturday. Accordingly the weather was unsettled and blustering, particularly on Friday, when gales 
prevailed both in the Irish Sea and in St. George’s and the English Channels. Greab warmth accom- 
panied the gale of Friday, and as the air was damp at the same time, the weather was oppressive. In 
Dublin the thermometer rose to 754° during the gale. Large quantities of rain fell in Ireland and the 
North of England on Wednesday and the two following days. On Friday morning a cyclonic centre 
lay over Antrim, moving northeastwards. ‘To this system the gales and rain of Friday were due. The 
arrival of a subsidiary or secondary depression on Saturday in more southern latitudes equalised pres- 
sure and caused a fine day in Ireland. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°915 inches, 
pressure ranging from 307193 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29531 inches at 6 p.m. of Friday 
(wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 62°0°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 609°. The screened thermometers rose to 754° on Friday and fell to 52°9° on Saturday. 
Westerly winds prevailed and were often strong and squally. The rainfall, on 5 days, amounted to 
1°155 inches, ‘409 inch being measured on Thursday.” 





At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29:919 inches. The highest reading (30°194) was 
on Sunday at 9 A.m., wind W.S, W., and the lowest (29°622) on Friday at 9 p.m..wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°6°, being 2°3° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘he temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 74:19, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury 
having fallen to 49°9°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59°8° and of the 
Wet Bulb 565°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘81, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 27°6 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1:475 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63:8°, the maximum 79°49, 
and the minimum 47°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 66:99, the minimum 50-0°, and 
the mean 58°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 677°, the minimum 49-4", and the 
mean 58°6°. ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-06 in.; at Glasgow 0°87 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0:24 in.*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°5 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°8 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°8, and for Edinburgh 19:2. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal ‘own Districts of Ireland was 22:7 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.*

period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following

514 Registration of Births and Deaths, Ireland, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in twelve 
of the districts to 16°8 in Tralee, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 2 from typhus and one from whooping-cough. Among the 125 
deaths from all causes in Belfast are 2 from whooping-cough, 8 from enteric fever, and 
19 from diarrhoea; and the 17 deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from measles and one from 
whooping-cough. The Registrar of Belfast No. 9 District remarks “ Typhoid fever 
ayain becoming prevalent. Upwards of 20 cases notified in Ligoniel during past 14 days.” 


Dusiin and Suporss. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 282—145 boys and 137 girls; and the deaths to 171—89 males and 82 females. 

The deaths, which are 20 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°5 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°6 per 1,000. During 
the thirty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26:9, and was 
1:0 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had risen from 19 for the week ended the 30th 
ultimo to 29 for the following week, further rose last week to 37, or 6 over the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 37 deaths comprise one from 
varicella (chicken-pox), 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its com- 
plications, 5 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 18 from 
diarrhea, one from dysentery, one from erysipelas, &c. Sixteen of the 18 deaths from 
diarrhea were of children under 5 years of age, 12 being deaths of infants under one 

ear old. 
: Sixteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during last week, against 1] 
for the preceding week and 7 for the week ended the 30th ultimo : 19 scarlatina patients 
were discharged during the week ; and 63* remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 3 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 28, being 18 under the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 20 over the number for the week ended the 30th 
ultimo: 31 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 105 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 6th instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of measles: 8 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty-three deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
10 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over the 
number for the week ended the 6th instant: they consist of 15 from bronchitis and 8 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Five accidental deaths were registered, including those of two children from sealds. 

In 15 instances the cause of death was “‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. : 

_ Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (42 being infants under | year, of whom 13 were under! month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 14 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 2 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 246 per 1,000 : the rate 
in the city was 27°5 (26'°8 on the North side, and 281 on the South), and in the Suburbs 17°9, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
46 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 53 (40 in the North City Districts, and 6°5 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual 
rate of 288 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough 
and 2 from diarrhoea. Three deaths were ascribed to convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 
210 per 1,000. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 3 
from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
307 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from diarrhoea, Three 
deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by mesenteric disease. 

No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from scarlatina (both in the same house), 
one from influenza, and one from whooping-cough. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 2 
deaths, 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 25°1 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza and 3 from diarrhea. The 12 
deaths from ‘other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases 
of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotie diseases, viz,:—one from enteric fever and one from 
diarrheea, Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (28) are equal to an annual rate of 360 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
2 from diarrhcea, one from dysentery, and one from erysipelas. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths, 
phthisis 3, and cancer 2, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 20'4 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from varicella (chicken 

_ pox) 2 from enteric fever, and 3 trom diarrhea, The 8 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from 
diseases of the respiratory system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 13th August, 1898 :— 
“High winds, heavy rains, and spells of fine hot weather made up the record of this week. Sunday 
was fine until evening, when there were heavy showers and some lightning was seen. At night: 
cyclonic system advanced to Brittany from the westward. This disturbance subsequently travelle 
across the North of France, Belgium, and Holland to Denmark. In its passage it caused very hea; 
rains in England and on the Continent, and thunder and lightning occurred in some localities in Great 
Britain. A cold night was experienced in Ireland on Tuesday and a few hours later a new depressior 
brought heavy rain and strong, squally S. to S.W. winds to Ireland and Scotland. At 8 a.m. 0 
Wednesday the reheated was down to 29°46 inchesin the Hebrides. An anticyclone now formed over 
Germany, spreading westward across the S. of England. The weather became fine and warm and 80 
remained until Friday, when another rainstorm passed over Ireland from 8. toN. At this time th 
thermometer ranged very high in Great Britain, rising to 80° in London and at Cambridge on Thursday 
and to 85° in these places on Friday. Saturday was fair and warm in Dublin and its vicinity. The 
mean height of the barometer was 29°921 inches, pressure rising to 30163 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesda; 
(wind, N.W.), and falling to 29°676 inches at 5.30 p.m. of Friday (wind, 8.S.W.) The corrected mean 
temperature was 60°9°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 60'2°. The screene 
thermometers fell to 47'°2° on Tuesday and rose to 731° on Saturday. The rainfall was ‘866 inch ong 
days, ‘413 inch being registered on Tuesday. The prevailing winds were S.W. and N.W. They were 
often strong in force and squally. Solar halos were seen on Sunday and Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height | 
of the barometer during the week was 29°919 inches. The highest reading (30°170) was | 
on Tuesday at 9 A.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°729) on Friday at 9 Pp... air calm. | 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°6°, being equal to the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, | 
when the thermometer registered 71°89, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 43°3°. "The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59:0° and of the 
Wet Bulb 55:99. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation bei 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 45:9 hours, 
The rainfall measured 1:010 inches. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:9°, the maximum 87°59, | 
and the minimum 48-0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 79°1°, the minimum 40-0°, and 
the mean 59°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 76°9°, the minimum 45:2°, and the | 
mean 60:9. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:56 in.; at Glasgow 1°47 ins. ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°69 in.*# |

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 23°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 22°0 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 181 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 18:7, and for Edinburgh 13:7. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 20°7 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1 ,007,798.* 
‘The deaths registered in ‘each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven 
of the districts to 10°2 in Sligo, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from measles and one from typhus. Among the 130 deaths from ; 
all causes registered in Belfast are one from whooping—cough, 14 from enteric fever, 
and 17 from diarrhea; the 31 deaths in Cork comprise one from whooping-cough and 
4 from diarrhea: among the 15 deaths in Limerick are 2 from measles, and one from 
enteric fever; and the 12 deaths in Waterford comprise one from whooping-cough 
and 2 from diarrhea.

old) were ascribed to convulsions,

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Eleven deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of 
convulsions) and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system. 
Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 18 deaths, mesenteric disease 5, and 
cancer 5. 
Three accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered, 
In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases were all of infants under one year old. 
Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (49 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 11 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 2 were octogenarians, 
Forty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
ublic institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
42 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 4°7 (58 in the North City Districts, and 3°7 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 30 per 1,000. ~ 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 230 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including one from enteric fever and one 
from diarrhea. Convulsions caused 2 deaths, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 
165 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, including one from simple cholera and 2 
from diarrhoea, The 6 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000.

1,000. Five were from diarrhwa, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, Of 
the 12 deaths from other causes 3 were from phthisis. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal toan annual rate of 30°99 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system, but. none from any zymotic disease. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 14'1 per

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.Mzr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th August, 1898 :— 
“The words ‘ warm but unsettled’ best describe the weather of this week. There were no large or 
deep atmospheric depressions, but the barometer was unsteady, and shallow ‘thunderstorm 
depressions’ formed from time to time. In the earlier part of the week the irregularities in pressure 
were most marked over France and England. Very little rain fell in the London district, where the 
heat was almost tropical, the thermometer in the shade rising to 85° on Sunday, 87° on Monday, and 
83° on Tuesday. On Monday night faint sheet lightning was seen frequently on the extreme S.E. 
horizon from the Dublin and Wicklow coasts. A sharp thunderstorm prevailed over the 8. of England. 
Tuesday and Wednesday were beautifully fine in Dublin, but on Wednesday night a violent thunder- 
storm broke out in the S.W. of Ireland, thence spreading out northwards and eastwards over both 
Ireland and England. These disturbances were caused by a large shallow depression (with its 
secondaries) which spread slowly northwards from the Peninsula to the S.W. of Ireland between 
Wednesday and Friday. In Dublin there was no thunder, but the air was murky und damp on 
Thursday and Friday and rain fell at times. Saturday proved finer and very warm after a rainy 
morning. In Dublin the barometer read on the average 30°083 inches, the range teing from 29°955 
inches at 9a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.8.W.) to 30°177 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, E.N.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 62°z°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 61°6°. 
The screened thermometers rose to 73°3° on Sunday and fell to 517° on Wednesday. The prevalent 
wind was first W.N.W.. then E. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘234 inch, 134 inch being 
measured on Friday. Lightning was seen on Monday evening. Fog occurred on Friday and Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer durirg the week was 30-089 inches. The highest reading (30°171) was 
et oa at 9 A.m., wind N.N.E., and the lowest (29°965) on Sunday at 9 A.m.. wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 595°, being 1'4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 71°5°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 434°, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 599° and of the 
Wet Bulb 57:3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44-0 hours. 
The rainfall measured *210. inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 69°5°, the maximum 87°99, 
and the minimum 55°8¢ ; at Glasgow the maximum was 73°0°, the minimum 47:0°, and 
the mean 60°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 72°6°, the minimum 481%, and the 
mean 589°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-03 in.; at Glasgow 0°61 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°39 in.*

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ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 23:2 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17°7, and for Edinburgh 17:1. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23°0 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 5-2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of 
the districts to 12°4 in Portadown ; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from scarlatina and one from diarrhea. Among the 150 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 2 from whooping-cough, one from simple con- 
tinued fever, 21 from enteric fever, and 27 from diarrhea; the 38 deaths in Cork 
comprise 5 from diarrhea; among the 16 deaths in Limerick are one from measles and 
one from whooping-cough: diarrhea caused 2 of the 8 deaths in Londonderry; and 3 
of the 12 deaths in Waterford were from the same disease. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBs. 

{In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 190— $8 boys and 92 girls; and the deaths to 150—70 maies and 80 females. 

The deaths, which are 5 below the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 22°4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without the 
district, the rate was 22:2 per 1,000. During the thirty-four weeks ending with 
Saturday-ast the death-rate averaged 26°7, and was 0°8 under the mean rate im the 
corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Thirty-six deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 10 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over the 
number for the week ended the 20th instant: the 36 deaths comprise one from influenza, 
2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 2 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 
24 from diarrhea, &c. ‘Twenty-one of the 24 deaths from diarrheea were of children 
under 5 years of age, 16 being infants under one year old. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 13, being 
5 under the admissions for the preceding week and 3 under the number for the week 
ended the 13th instant: 10 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; and 
72* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 18 for the pre- 
ceding week: 21 patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; and 106 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 2 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week, 

The hospital admissions for last week include, also, 4 cases of diphtheria: 10 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment on Saturday last. is 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered during the 
week is 14, being 3 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, | 
and one under the number for the week ended the 20th instant: they consist of 9 
from bronchitis, 4 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lunys, and one from pleurisy.

Three accidental deaths and one case of homicide were registered, 

In 1G instances the cause of death was “uncertified.” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged 
67 years. 

Sixty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (51 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 29 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 9 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 6 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in’ Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
_ the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VIL.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 222 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 26'6 (25°9 on the North side, and 27°3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 12°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
43 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate forthe city being 45 (4°99 in the North City Districts, and 4'1 in 
_ the South), and for the Suburbs 4'0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 269 per 1,000. One death from diarrhmwa constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease, Of 
the remaining deaths 2 were from convulsions. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
23'9 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from diarrhoea, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual] rate of 
361 per 1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 3 deaths, viz.:—one from enteric fever and 2 from 
diarrhoea. Among the i7 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis. ; . 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (8) represent an annual rate of 160 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from diarrhoea and 2 from convulsions 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (31) represent an annual rate of 48°7 per 
1,000. Seven were from zymotic diseases, including one from simple chogra and 4 from diarrhea. 
Diseases of the circulatory system caused 4 deaths. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 28'1 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diphtheria. The 9 deaths 
from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equa! to an annual rate of 18°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from enteric fever, one from choleraic 
diarrhoea, and 2 from diarrhea. Among the remaining deaths are 2 from bronchitis and 2 from 
mesenteric disease, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 175 per 1,000. Influenza caused one death, diarrhoea one, phthisis 5, and ‘diseases of the 
brain and nervous system 2, ; 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:—

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th August, 1898 :— 

“ Unsettled in Ireland, this week was hot and fine in the S.E. of England, the thermometer rising to 
89° in the shade in London on Monday. The great heat, however, in the metropolitan district gave 
way on Tuesday. Atthe beginning of the week aseverelthunderstorm passed across the S.E. of Treland 
and the S. of Wales. After dusk on Sunday a magnificent display of aie lightning was seen over 
the sea from the Dublin and Wicklow coasts. On Tuesday morning a V.-shaped depression lay over 
Wales, the Bristol Channel, Devon, and Cornwall. In its rear northerly winds prevailed in Ireland, 
bringing fine and cool weather. On Wednesday the thermometer rose Only to 63°0° in Dublin. During 
this day and Thursday an area of high barometric pressure passed slowly eastwards, causing very fine 
and pleasant weather. On Thursday afternoon the approach of a depression caused _a break in he 
weather, and at night a small subsidiary passed eastwards across Ireland, reaching Wales on Friday 
morning. This disturbance brought a downpour of rain to central and eastern Ireland—the measure- 
ment at Parsonstown was 1:06 inches, in Dublin ‘99 inch, on Friday morning. The main depression 
kept the weather dull, unsettled and showery to the close of the week. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29'987 inches, the barometer rising to 30°271 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.) and 
talling to 29°627 inches at noon of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60°5°. 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 60°1°. The screened thermometers rose to 72°8° 
on Monday and fell to 499° on Thursday. Rain fell on four days to the amount of 1°238 inches, ‘991 
inch nee registered on Thursday. Thunder and lightning occurred on Sunday. 8. and N.W. winds 
prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29:995 inches. The highest reading (30°281) was 
pe cope at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°641) on Saturday at 9 a.m.. wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°5°, being 1'5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 71°8°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 42°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 59-4° and of the 
Wet Bulb 56°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 30:0 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1°085 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 65°4°, the maximum 90°0°, 
and the minimum 50:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 78:0°, the minimum 405°, and 
the mean 59°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 74°79, the minimum 44°5°, and the 
mean 59°8°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°14 in.; at Glasgow 0°28 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°26 in.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 


The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 22:0), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 24°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19°8 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°4, and for Edinburgh 18°1. 


Town Districts or [RELAND. 


The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 26-7 per 1,00v of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following 
annual rates per 1,000 :—

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 6:5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in eight of 
the districts to 16°8 in Dundalk ; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
comprising 4 from diarrhea. Among the 181 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are one from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from 
simple continued fever, 25 from enteric fever, and 19 from diarrhea; the 38 deaths in 
Cork comprise one from whooping-cough and 5 from diarrhea; of the 20 deaths in 
Limerick 6 were from measles and 5 from whooping-cough ; the 18 deaths in Waterford 
comprise one from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea ; diarrhoea caused 4 of the 6 
deaths in Newry; 2 of the 6 deaths in Sligo were from measles; and the 3 deaths in 
Newtownards comprise 2 from diarrhea. 


DuBLin AND SUBUBBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 244—118 boys and 126 girls; and the deaths to 18588 males and 97 females. 

The deaths, which are 29 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 27:0 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26-7, and was 0°7 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Forty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 14 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 8 over the 
number for the preceding week: the 44 deaths comprise one from measles, 4 from 
whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, 2 from choleraic diarrhea, 32 from diarrhea, 
one from dysentery, &c. ‘Twenty-nine of the 32 deaths from diarrhea were of children 
under 5 years of age, 22 being infants under one year old. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 10, being 
3 under the admissions for the preceding week and 8 under that for the week ended the 
20th ultimo: 16 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; and 66* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

Fifty-three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 25 for the pre- 
ceding week and 18 for the week ended the 20th ultinio: 23 patients were discharged 
during the week; one died; and 135 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 29 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 27th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for last week include, also, 3 cases of diphtheria: 12 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment on Saturday last. , 

Kighteen deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during last 
week, being 3 above the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, 
and 4 over the number for the preceding week: they consist of 13 from bronchitis and 
5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Nine deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive of | 
convulsions) and 11 by diseases of the circulatory system.

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Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 29 deaths, mesenteric disease 2, and 
cancer 4, 

Seven accidental deaths and 2 cases of homicide were registered, 

In 16 instances the caure of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged 
94 years. 

_ Eighty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (62 being infants under 1 year, of whom 15 were under 1 month old) 
and 33 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 94 years. 

Fifty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. . 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
' the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 27-0 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 30°6 (32'6 on the North side, and 28'9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
58 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 6°6 (58 in the North City Districts, and 7°3 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4'0 per 1,000. 


_ No.1 North City District, Rast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual 
rate of 36°5 per 1,000. Three were from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough and 
one from diarrhcea. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from phthisis and 3 from convul- 
sions. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 
35°9 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from diarrhcea, and 6 (including 3 from convulsions) from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
253 per 1,000. Two deaths from diarrhea constitute the mortality from zymoticdiseases. Diseases 
of the respiratory system caused 2 deaths, phthisis 2, and convulsions 2, 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. —one from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea, 
Among the remaining deaths are 2 from pneumonia and 5 from phthisis, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 31°4 per 
1,000. Diarrhcea caused 7 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, Of 
the 13 deaths from other causes 4 were from phthisis and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is one from whooping-cough. Bronchitis caused 
4 deaths and convulsions 2, : : 


No.3 South City Dietrict (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough and 4 from 
diarrhoea. Three were from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 3 from 
phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24°8 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from diarrhcea, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis, 


Suburban Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
292; Blackrock, 218; and Kingstown, 112. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from diarrhea for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District ; one from diarrhea 
for Palmerston, part of ; one from measles and 2 from choleraic diarrhoea for Rathmines; 2 from 
diarrhcea for Donnybrook ; one from whooping-cough and one from dysentery for Blackrock; and 
one from diarrhea for Kingstown. The 2 deaths in Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, were both from 
Phthisis. Among the 14 deaths from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system and 2 from diseases of the brain and neryous system; and the 4 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 trom phthisis,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥F.R.met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd September, 1898 :— 


“ At first changeable, squally and at times stormy, and cool, the weather finally became extremely 
fine, warm, and in all respects summerlike. Saturday was brilliant as well as hot. Up to Wednesday 
atmospheric depressions of considerable depth and intensity passed either towards N.E. or eastwards — 
across Ireland, Scotland, and Scandinavia. At 8 a.m. of Sunday the barometer was down to 29°03 — 
inches at Christiansund in Norway, it stood as high as 30°14 inches at Lorient in France. Strong and 
squally W. or 8.W. winds prevailed, and showers fell in most parts of North-western Europe. A cold, 
clear night followed. On Tuesday morning a new depression was central near the Shetlands, with a 
secondary over Denmark. As the day advanced another and more intense depression travelled 
rapidly in from the Atlantic upon the North of Ireland. Thence it sped quickly eastwards, reaching 
Denmark on Wednesday morning. This system caused fresh 8,W. to W. gales in Ireland and England 
and very heavy rains in Scotland and later on in Scandinavia. In its wake an anticyclone formed, 
This was interrupted for a time on Friday morning by a depression in the far N., but formed again on 
Saturday, which was brilliant and hot. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°093 inches, 
pressure ranging from 29°533 inches at 6 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°406 inches at 9 p.m. of © 
Saturday (wind, 8.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 60'2°. The mean dry bulb temperature 
at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 594°. On Friday the screened thermometers rose to 74°4°, having fallen to 
48°5° on Thursday. The rainfall was ‘015 inch on one day. Westerly winds prevailed. There was 
singular visibility on Thursday morning, when Snowdon was plainly seen from the Wicklow coast.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30:104 inches. The highest reading (30-429) was 
oH Seo at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°745) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°3°, being 2°9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 74°79, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 41:4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58:1° and of the 
Wet Bulb 546°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 32:8 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘040 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61:1°, the maximum 82:9°, 
and the minimum 440° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 67:0°, the minimum 44:0%,

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 7°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of

comprising 3 from diarrhea. Among the 163 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are one from diphtheria, 4 from simple continued fever, 31 from enteric fever, 
and 27 from diarrhoea; the 44 deaths in Cork comprise 3 from whooping-cough and 9 
from diarrhea ; among the 18 deaths in Limerick are 2 from measles, one from whoop- 
ing-cough, and one from diarrhea; diarrhea caused 3 of the 14 deaths in Waterford 5 
the 4 deaths in Lisburn comprise one from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea; and 
among the 11 deaths in Wexford are one from whooping—cough and 2 from diarrhea. 
The Registrar for the latter district remarks—‘‘ Whooping-cough and diarrhea 
prevalent.” 


Duniin anp SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 178—107 boys and 71 girls; and the deaths to 206—102 males and 164 females. 

The deaths, which are 54 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30:7 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30°3 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 0°5 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Fifty-nine deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 33 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 15 over the 
number for the week ended the 3rd instant: the 59 deaths comprise one from measles, 
2 from scarlet fever (ecarlatina), one from influenza, 6 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, one from cholera infantum, 38 from diarrhea, &c. 
Thirty-one of the 38 deaths from diarrhoea were of children under 5 years of age, 26 
being infants under one year old. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
13 for the week ended the 27th ultimo to 10 for the following week, rose last week to — 
20: 9 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; 2 died; and 75* remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 9 over the number in hospital at the close of 
the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 43, 
being 10 under the number for the preceding week, but 18 over the number for the 
week ended the 27th ultimo: 18 patients were discharged during the week; 3 died; 
and 157 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 22 over the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 3rd instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of diphtheria: 9 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment on Saturday last. 

Twenty-seven deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered during — 
last week, being 10 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last 
ten years, and 9 over the number for the preceding week: the 27 deaths comprise 15 
from bronchitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Five accidental deaths and 2 cases of homicide were registered, 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “* uncertified,” there having been no madical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Ninety-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (63 being infants under 1 year, of whom 17 were under | month old) 
and 46 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians. | 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 7 took place in the North Dublin Union Worke 
house and 27 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 303 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 34’9 (34°8 on the North side, and 35°0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°4, 

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
81 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 96 (103 in the North City Districts, and 9°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 4°5 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 32'7 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, one from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 4 deaths and con- 
vulsions 2, 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 
38°9 per 1,000. Among them are 9 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough and 
7 from diarrhoea, The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from pneumonia and 3 from con= 
vulsions, 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
84'3 per 3,000. Zymotic diseases caused 6 deaths, viz, :—one from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, 
and 4 from diarrhea, Among the remaining deaths are 3 from diseases of the respiratory system 
and 3 from convulsions, 

No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 82°0 per 
1,000. The deaths from Zymotic diseases comprise one from whooping-cough, one from enterie 
fever, and 4 from diarrhea, Mesenteric disease caused 2 deaths and diseases of the brain and 
nervous system 2 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (30) represent an annual rate of 47:1 per 
1,000. They comprise 7 from Zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, and 5 from diarrhea. Of the 23 deaths from other causes 3 were from bronchitis, 5 from 
phthisis, 2 from convulsions, and.2 from diseases of the brain and neryous system, exclusive of 
convulsions, 

No. 2 South City District ( Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30°9 per 
1,000. Scarlatina caused one death, diarrhoea 3, bronchitis 2, and phthisis 2, 

No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual raté of 283 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from enteric fever and 3 from diarrhea, The 
18 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the

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_ METEOROLOGY. | 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.n.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th September, 1898 :— 

“A remarkable wave of heat passed over France and the British Islands during this week. It 
culminated on Thursday, when the thermometer rose in the shade to 88° at Brussels, 89° in Paris, 90° at 
Oxford and Loughborough, 91° in London and at Lyons, 92° at Cambridge, and 99° at Rochefort. At 
this time a heavy rainstorm passed over Ireland, ‘51 inch of rain falling at Donaghadee, ‘52 inch in 
Dublin, 93 inch at both Parsonstown and Valentia, and ‘98 inch at Roche’s Point. Until Wednesday an 
anticyclone stretched westward across Great Britain to Ireland, and light or moderate easterly to 
southerly winds prevailed. As the amount of cloud was small the sun’s rays held uninterrupted sway 
with the result that temperature rose daily higher and higher. Even in Dublin a maximum of 7738°— 
the highest reading of the season—was recorded on Tuesday. On Wednesday the weather was less fair 
in Ireland, owing to the approach of a large but shallow depression to the west coast. A good deal of 
rain fell over the western half of this country, but only a small quantity in the east. On Thursday 
night a V.-shaped depression passed north-eastward across Ireland. It brought thunder and lightning 
to some stations and a general downpour of rain. In the rear of this low pressure system a brisk fall 
of temperature occurred and the sky cleared with a N. or N.W. wind, On Friday evening an excep- 
tionally brilliant display of aurora borealis occurred. Saturday was dull to fair and warm. In Dublin 
the mean height of the barometer was 30°044 inches, pressure ranging from 30°373 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Sunday (wind, S.E.) to 29883 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.8.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 644°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 62°8°. On Tuesday 
the screened thermometers rose to 77'8°, on Saturday they fell to 53°7°. Rain fell on four days to the 
amount of ‘607 inch, ‘523 inch being measured on Thursday. The wind was at first S.E., then N.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30:055 inches. The highest reading (30°373) was 
on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.S.E., and the lowest (29°892) on Thursday at 9 P.M., 
wind 8.8.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 63:0°, being 7°4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 80°0°, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 48-4°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 62:0° and of the 
Wet Bulb 59:1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 55:1 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘700 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 70°4°, the maximum 92°19, 
and the minimum 56°i°; at Glasgow the maximum was 82°09, the minimum 53'1°, and the 
mean 65°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 82°8°, the minimum 52°5°, and the 
mean 662°, The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0-41 in.; and at Edinburgh 0°12 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.

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The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 7-3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in nine of 
the districts to 12°6 in Londonderry ; the 18 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising 8 from diarrhea. Among the 179 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 39 from enteric fever, and 
26 from diarrhea; the 37 deaths in Cork comprise 12 from diarrhea; and the 17 
deaths in Limerick comprise 2 from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, and one 
from diarrhea. | 

DvuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


[In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 247— 135 boys and 112 girls; and the deaths to 18294 males and 88 females. 

The deaths, which are 29 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27-1 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°5 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-seven weeks of the currevt year ending with Saturday last the death-rate 
averaged 26°8, and was 0°4 under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten 
years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 40, being 
13 over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 19 under the 
number for the week ended the 10th instant: the 40 deaths comprise one from measles, 
4 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 2 from cholera 
infantum, 26 from diarrhea; &c. Twenty-five of the 26 deaths from diarrhoea were 
of children under 5 years of age, 17 being deaths of infants under one year old. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 18, being 
2 under the admissions for the preceding week: 8 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week ; and 85* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over 
~ the number in hospital on Saturday, the 10th instant. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 53 for the week ended the 3rd instant to 43 for the following week, further 
declined to 37 last week: 26 patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 167 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 10 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of diphtheria: 9 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 18 for the 
week ended the 3rd instant to 27 for the following week, fell last week to 17, but this 
number is equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 
17 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis and 7 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, . 
Four deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 


system (exclusive of convulsions) and 8 by diseases of the circulatory system.

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Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 23 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 4, . . 

Five accidental deaths, one case of homicide, and one case of suicide were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 9 children under 
aoe of age (including 8 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged 
61 years. 

Seventy-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (52 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under | month old) 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 2] persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. : 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 265 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27'9 (25°0 on the North side, and 3075 on the South), and in the Suburbs 23°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
52 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 5°1 (54 in the North City Districts, and 4'9 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 55 per1,000. 


No.1 North Ctty District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual 
rate of 7°7 per 1,000. One death from diarrhoéa constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'4 per 1,000. “Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhcea, Pneumonia 
caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 2, and phthisis 3. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
- 27'1 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotie diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, and 3 from diarrhoea. Among the 10 deaths from other causes are 2 from diseases 
of the respiratory system and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from’ enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea. The 
remaining deaths comprise 2 from mesenteric disease and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (22) represent an annual rate of 34°6 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 5 deaths, viz.:—cholera infantum one, and diarrhea 4, Among the 
17 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 4 from phthisis, and 4 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system, 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 197 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough. Diseases 
of the brain and nervous system caused 3 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (30) are equal to an annual rate of 38°6 per 
1,000. Among them are 8 from zymotic diseases, including one from whooping-cough, one from 
enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhoea. The 22 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from inflammatory 
diseases of the respiratory system, 3 from phthisis, 3 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from conyul- 
sions, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual 
fate of 23'3 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from phthisis, but none from any zymotic disease. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 25°2 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 243; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
208 ; Blackrock, 146 ; and Kingstown, 30°. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from diarrhoea for Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1; one from cholera infantum 
and one from diarrhea for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of; one from whooping-cough for 
Palmerston, part of ; one from measles for Rathmines ; 5 from diarrhoea for Donnybrook ; one from 
diarrhoea for Blackrock ; and one from diarrhoea for Kingstown. Among the 10 deaths from all 
_ causes tabulated for Rathmines are 3 from phthisis ; the 10 deaths for Donnybrook comprise 2 from 
diseases of the respiratory system, and the 11 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from phthisis and 2 
from cancer,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE V1.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 

remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th September, 1898 :— 

“Taken as a whole the weather of this week may be looked on as fine and warm. At the beginning — 
and close a cyclonic distribution of atmospheric pressure prevailed, but from Wednesday to Friday 
the barometer was high, the isobar of 304 inches being found over Germany on Thursday and Friday. 
A good deal of rain (‘149 inch) fell in Dublin on Sunday, whena V.-shaped depression passed eastwards 
across Ireland, reaching Belgium on Monday morning. This disturbance gave even London some 
showers (‘040 inch). There was another depression on Tuesday. Asit passed away a large area of 
high pressure spread across England and Ireland from the Continent. Its 8. winds were accompanied 
by another heat wave in which the thermometer rose slightly above 80° in the §.B. of England on 
Thursday. Next day the barometer gave way in Ireland, and lightning was seen at night. Saturday 
was changeable and showery with thunder in places. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 30°027 inches, pressure ranging between 30313 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, calm) and 
29°680 inches at 6 p.m. of Saturday (wind, 8.8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 623°. The 
mean dry bulb reading was 616°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers rose to 72°6°, on Monday 
they fell to 480°. The rainfall was ‘274 inch, on three days, ‘149 inch being measured on Sunday, and 
‘112 inch on Saturday. Westerly winds predominated. Lightning was seen on Friday evening. The 
rainfall at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, was ‘146 inch on four days.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30-028 inches. The highest reading (30-324) was 
on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°676) on Saturday at 9 p.m., 
wind 8.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 60°6°, being 4*9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 72:2°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 43°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 60°5° and of the 
Wet Bulb 58:0°. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31-2 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘280 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 66:4°, the maximum 89-99, 
and the minimum 48°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 78°8°, the minimum 48°5°, and the 
mean 60°9° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 78°6°, the minimum 48-0%, and the 


mean 608°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:02 in.; at Glasgow 0°31 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°35 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 21°6), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 23°6 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:7 per 1,000, the 
rate fos Glasgow being 21:4, and for Edinburgh 290°1. 


Town Districts or [RELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25:0 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798&.* 
Yhe deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 6-4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in eleven of 
the districts to 227 in Newtownards ; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from diphtheria and 3 from diarrhea. Among the 169 deaths 
from all causes in Belfast are 2 from measles, one from scarlatina, 3 from whooping-

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cough, 2 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 3i from enteric fever, and 
19 from diarrhea; the 39 deaths in Cork comprise one from whooping-cough and 8 
from diarrhea ; of the 17 deaths in Limerick 2 were from measles and one from whoop- 
ing-cough; the 12 deaths in Londonderry comprise one from ill-defined fever and 6 
from diarrhoea; among the 16 deaths in Waterford are 2 from diarrhea; of the 8 deaths 
in Lurgan 2 were from diarrhea; and the 5 deaths in Clonmel comprise 4 from 
diarrhea and cholera infantum. 


DuBiin AnD Supougss. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 194—90 boys and 104 girls; and the deaths to 181—92 males and 89 females. 

The deaths, which are 26 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°0 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 25°8 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 0°3 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Forty-three deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 3 
over the number for the preceding week and 14 in excess of the average for the 38th 
week of tbe last ten years: they comprise one from measles, one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), one from typhus, 2 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 5 from enteric fever, 7 from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea, 20 from 
diarrheea—being 6 over the average number from that cause in the corresponding week 
of the last ten years, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 17th instant—one 
from erysipelas; &c. All of the 20 deaths from diarrhea and 6 of the 7 deaths from 
simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea occurred among children under 5 years of age, 19 
being deaths of infants under one year old. 

Twenty-two cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being 4 
over the admissions for the preceding week, and 2 over the number for the week 
ended the 1th instant: 18 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week ; one 
died ; and 88* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number 
in hospital on Saturday, the 17th instant. mt 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 37, being equal to the 
admissions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 
10th instant and 16 under that for the week ended the 3rd instant: 35 patients 
were discharged during the week; one died; and 168 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being one over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 4 cases of diphtheria: 12 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system is 16, being one under 
the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also one under the 
number for the week ended the 17th instant: the }6 deaths consist of 9 from bronchitis, 
6 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

One accidental death was registered. 

In 14 iustaaces the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, 

Eighty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
9 years of age (61 being infants under 1 year, of whom 11 were under 1 month old) 
and 32 were aged 60 years and upwards, including ]4 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 3 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 


the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 258 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (285 on the North side, and 28'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 19°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
46 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 51 (4 in the North City Districts, and 5°7 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 3°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Rast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26'9 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotie diseases, viz. :—2 from influenza and its com- 
plications and 2 from diarrhoea. Three deaths were caused by cancer and 2 by convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
22°5 per 1,000. Diarrhcea caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded, The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from phthisis and 3 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
343 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz. :~one from measles, one from enteric 
fever, and 3 from diarrhea, Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis and 2 
from pneumonia, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate o! 320 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from cholerine. Four deaths were 
caused by inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system,3 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (29) represent an annual rate of 45°6 per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from each of the following—scarlatina, 
typhus, whooping-cough, cholera infantum, and diarrhoea. Among the 24 deaths from other causes 
are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 4 from phthisis, and 3 from mesenteric disease, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—'vhe deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate o! 39°4 per 
1,000. Five were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 4 from diarrhea. 
Phthisis caused 4 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 19'3 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zZymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from choleraic diarrhoea and one from 
diarrhoea, Two of the 11 deaths from other causes were from phthisis, 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual 


fate of 160 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 


3 from diarrhea. Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 


Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 


Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
22'9; Blackrock, 29:1; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from diarrhoea for Clontarf and Howth, No, 1 District ; one from enteric fever 
for Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1; one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea for 
Palmerston, part of ; 2 from choleraic diarrhoea for Rathmines ; and 2 from enteric fever, one from 
diarrhoea, and one trom erysipelas for Donnybrook. Two of the 11 deaths from all causes tabulated

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following — 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th September, 1898 :— 

“A decided fall in temperature was the most striking feature in this week’s weather. On Sunday 
a large V.-shaped atmospheric depression passed eastwards across the British Islands. At 8 a.m. 
southerly winds and high temperatures were found over England, while a northerly gale was — 
blowing in Ireland, where temperature was from 10° to 18° lower than on the previous morning, ~ 
Even in the S.E. and S. of England a brisk fall of temperature oceurred—so brisk that, whereas on — 
Saturday, September 17, the shade thermometer had risen to 86° at Oxford, 87° at Loughborough, 
88° in London, and 89° at Cambridge, on Sunday night the minima were—44° at Loughborongh, 
42°gat Oxford, and 41° in London and at Cambridge. A recovery of temperature subsequently took 
place, but_it proved transitory, for after an anticyclone had formed over the British Isles on Thurs- 
day, the shade thermometer fell at night to 39° at Cambridge and York, 38° at Parsonstown and 
Leith, 36° at Loughborough and Stornoway. and 34° at Nairn. Friday night gave readings of 32° 
at Loughborough and 31° at Nairn. On Wednesday quite a considerable rainfall took place in~ 
Dublin, amounting to ‘099 inch. It was due to a shift of wind from W. to N.H. in connection with 
a large but shallow depression over the Peninsula and the Bay of Biscay. The last three days 
were cloudy and hazy to fair and bright. The nights were cool and heavy dews fell in the open 
fie'ds. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30'070 inches, pressure ranging from 29 831 
inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.W.) to 30°232 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, E.S.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 57°8°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 55° 9°s 
The screened thermometers rose to 70°9° on Tuesday and fell to 482° on Saturday. On Thursday the 
maximum was only 578°. The rainfall was ‘160 inch on two days, 09) inch being registered on 
Wednesday. At first westerly, afterwards easterly winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height — | 
of the barometer during the week was 30-064 inches. The highest reading (30°226) was — 
on Friday at 9 a.m., wind S.E., and the lowest (29°816) on Sunday at 9 4.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54'9°, being 1°7° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 70°19, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 40°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54:9° and of the 
Wet Bulb 51:7°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 47°4 hours. 
The rainfall measured °145 inch. } 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:2°, the maximum 74°69, 
and the minimum 40:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65:89, the minimum 330°, and the 
mean 51°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66:79, the minimum 39°2°, and the 
mean 528°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°12 in.; at Glasgow 0°77 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°28 in.* ;

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 19°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 21°8 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:1 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 17°6, and for Edinburgh 18:1. 


Town Districts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 24:4 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following

one from simple continued fever, 17 from enteric fever, and 17 from diarrhoea; the 40 
deaths in Cork comprise one from typhus, one from whooping-cough, one from enteric 
fever, and 8 from diarrhea; of the 23 deaths in Limerick 2 were from measles, one 
from whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhea; the 16 deaths in Londonderry comprise 
one from enteric fever and 6 from diarrhcea; among the 9 deaths in Waterford are 3 
from diarrhea; 2 of the 7 deaths in Clonmel were from diarrhea ; and the 7 deaths in 
Sligo comprise 2 from measles and one from diarrhea. 





DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 230—120 boys and 110 girls; and the deaths to 165—82 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 23-9 per 1,000.. During the 
thirty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26:8, and was 0:2 
under the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. | 

Forty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 18 
above the average for the corresponding week and one over the number for the week 
ended the 24th ultimo: they comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from 
typhus, one from influenza, 5 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 2 from 
choleraic diarrhea, 26 from diarrhea—being 12 over the average number from that 
cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 6 over the number for the 
week ended the 24th ultimo—one from dysentery, one from erysipelas; &c. Both of 
the deaths from choleraic diarrhea and 23 of those from diarrhea occurred among 
children under 5 years of age, 19 being deaths of infants under one year old. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 13, being 
9 under the admissions for the preceding week, and 5 under the number for the week 
ended the 17th ultimo: 13 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one 
died ; and 87* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the 
number in hospital on Saturday, the 24th ultimo. 

Forty cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 3 in excess of the 
admissions for each of the two weeks preceding, but 3 under the number for the week 
ended the 10th ultimo and 13 under that for the week ended the 3rd ultimo: $1 
patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 175 remained under treatment 
on Saturday last, being 7 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 2 cases of typhus and 4 of 
measles : Which were the only cases of these diseases in hospital on Saturday last. 

‘l'wenty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered against 
16 for the preceding week and an average of 18 for the 39th week of the last ten years: 
they comprise 11 from bronchitis and 8 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs,

The deaths of 5 children under 5 years of age (including 3 infants under one year 


old) were ascribed to convulsions, 
Three deaths were caused by apoplexy, 5 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions) and 13 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


* Exclusive of 20 patients in “ Beneayin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital. 
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Phthisis or pulmonary consumption caused 19 deaths, mesenteric disease 10, and 
cancer 8. 

Five accidental deaths were registered. 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during “the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 7 children under 
5 years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 4 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards, 

Sixty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (42 being infants under 1 year, of whom 9 were under 1 month old) 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians. 

Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 4 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 

the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District caleulated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 239 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25° (32°1 on the North side, and 19°5 on the South), and in the Suburbs 199, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
57 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 6°8 (85 in the North City Districts, and 53 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 30 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 327 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from zymotie diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and 5 from 
diarrhea. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 2 deaths, diseases of the circulatory system 
3, and mesenteric disease 3. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'4 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from typhus and 2 from enteric 
fever. The 16 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. au, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (24) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
433 per 1,000. Eight were from zymotic diseases, .viz.:—three from whooping-cough, 4 from 
diarrhoea, and one from dysentery. Among the 16 deaths from other causes are 3 from bronchitis, 
2 from phthisis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 240 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :--one from enteric fever and 2 from diarrhea, 
Bronchitis caused 2 deaths and phthisis 4, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 22°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 4 from 
diarrhea, Three deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 3 by convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, including 1 from scarlatina and 2 from diarrhea, 
Cancer caused 2 deaths. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 21'9 per 
1,000. Zymotic diseases caused 6 deaths, including 1 from choleraic diarrhoea and 4 from diarrhcea, 
Among the 11 deaths from other causes are 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system 
and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (7) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 102 per 1,000. Two were from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from enteric fever and one from 
erysipelas, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 36:9; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
188 ; Blackrock, 7°3; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from choleraic diarrhoea and 3 from diarrhoea for Rathmines; one from 
diarrhoea for Donnybrook, and one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhoea for Kingstown. 
Among the 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook District are 2 from pneumonia, and 
the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from diseases 
of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. . See

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist October, 1898 :— 


“The closing days of September (25th-30th) witnessed the substitution of cyclonic for anticyclonic 
conditions over the British Isles, and a complete break in the weather, which became stormy, cold, and 
rainy first in Ireland and afterwards in Great Britain also. On the first two days the centre of a dis- 
persing anticyclone was found over the N.E. of England. The weather was quiet and fine, witha 
large diurnal range of temperature at inland stations. Thus, at Loughborough (Leicestershire) the 
shade thermometer rose to 59° on Sunday and fell to 29° during the ensuing night—a range of 30° F. in 
very few hours. On Tuesday morning a V.-shaped depression advanced across Ireland, where rain 
fell heavily and the wind shifted from 8.E. to N.W. as the trough of low atmospheric pressure passed 
by. In the rere of this disturbance Wednesday proved fine and bracing, but a lunar halo at night 
heralded the approach of a new and even deeper depression from the westward. This system caused 
extremely heavy rains in many places and gales of wind from N.W. or N. when the centre had passed 
by. Even in England there was an abundant rainfall on Friday. A lunar halo was again seen on 
Friday night. Saturday October 1, wasa dull, mild day. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29923 inches, pressure ranging from 29416 inches at 5.30 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.) to 30305 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind calm). The corrected mean temperature was 524°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 523°. The screened thermometers fell to 43°0° on Sunday 
and rose to 630° on Monday. The rainfall was °413 inch on four days, ‘%10 inch being measured on 
Tuesday. The winds were first 8.E., then N,W.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29924 inches. The highest reading (30°321) was 
on Saturday at 9 P.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°494) on Thursday at 9 p.M., wind 
W.N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 500°, being 30° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 64°19, and was also lowest on the same day, the mercury 
having fallen to 35°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51°6° and of the 
Wet Bulb 49°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°8 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘660 inch. | 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52°9°, the maximum 66:1°, 
and the minimum 39'9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 61°99, the minimum 38°2°, and the 
mean 50°6° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 60°7°, the minimum 39°7~, and the 
mean 50'5°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°16 in.; at Glasgow 2-01 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1:21 ins.”

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—-Births.—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumeondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 1st October, 1898, 2,668 births—1,366 boys and 1,302 girls—being equal to 
an annual ratio of 1 in 32°8, or 30°5 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,076, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 33°9 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the suburban districts named above, 
592, equal to a rate of 22°6 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 33,170 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 29°5 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 5,870, being equal to 32:4 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 2,069—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 28:0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,118—1,063 males and 1,055 females—affording an annual 


Tatio of 1 in 41°3, or 24:2 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 


Census of 1891 ; omitting the deaths (62) of persons admitted into Public Institutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 23°5 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the third quarter of the ten years 1888-97 was 1,981, equiva- 
lent to an annual mortality of 22°7 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (24:2) for last 
quarter was 15 over the average. 

The number of deaths of inhabitants* of that portion of the City of Dublin north of 
the Liffey registered last quarter was 792, representing an annual mortality of 27:1 in 
every 1,000 of the population ; and the number in that portion south of the river 
was 823, equivalent to a rate of 25°7 per 1,000. In the suburban districts the

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number of deaths registered was 441, being equal to an annual death-rate of 16°9 in 
every 1,000. : 

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 21,761—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 19°3 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
number was 3,595, equal to 19-9 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,376, affording an 
annual death-rate of 18°6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The number of deaths from eymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 413, being 202 over that for the preceding 
quarter, 76, or 23 per ceut., above the average for the third quarter of the ten years, 
1888-97, and 1 over the number for the third quarter of last year. More than 
three-fourths of the 413 deaths occurred among children under 5 years of age. The 
annual rate per 1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these 
diseases during last quarter, is 4°7, being 2°3 over the rate for the preceding 
three months, 0°8 above the average rate for the third quarter of the ten years 
1888-97, and equal to the rate for the third quarter of last year. 

More than 58 per cent. of the deaths from zymotic diseases last quarter consisted 
of deaths from diarrhea and dysentery, which amounted to 241, being 19 over the 
corresponding number for the third quarter of last year, and 76, or 46 per cent., in 
excess of the average for the third quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and equal to 
an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000 of the population. In addition to the deaths tabu- 
lated under the heading of diarrhea, dysentery, there were 19 deaths from simple ei 
cholera and choleraic diarrhea, so that the deaths from diarrhceal diseases numbered | 
260. Allexcept 30 occurred among children under 5 years of age, 174 being deaths | 
of infants under one year old. ; ! 

Whooping-cough caused 40 deaths, being 6 over the number for the preceding quarter, | 
and also 6 in excess of the average for the third quarter of the last ten years, . 

The number of deaths from enteric fever is 36, being equal to the average for the © 
corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1888-97, and 3 over the number for the quarter — | 
ended 2nd July last, but 4 under the number for the third quarter of last year.

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 108, being 21 over 
that for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 42 as compared with the 
average for the third quarter of the last ten years. 

Thirty deaths were caused by apoplexy, 7 by epilepsy, 81 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 154 by diseases of the. 
circulatory system. 

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption is 268,—being 
4 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the last ten years; mesenteric 
disease caused 65 deaths, tubercular meningitis 58, and cancer 74. | 

Forty-seven accidental deaths, 7 cases of homicide, and 1 case of suicide were 
registered. 

In 143 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 143 cases, 105, or 73 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 105 deaths form 13 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 153 infants under 
1 month old registered, there were 49 (or 32 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table II., on page 644, it will be seen that, excluding 62 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,056, equal to 
an annual rate of 23:5 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 347 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 4:0 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 26:4 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 16°9 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 11:9 for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, to 31-6 for No. 1 
South City (South Earl-street) District. The death-rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal zymotic diseases in the city is 4°4, and in the suburbs 2-9, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0°9 for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, to 5°8 in 
No.1 South City District; the 262 deaths from all causes registered in the last- 
named district comprising 4 from scarlatina, 1 from typhus, 3 from whooping-cough, 
1 from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and 38 from diarrhea. : 


Occupations._Table III., on page 645, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 
rate of 12:1 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 16°1 per 1,000; among the 
* Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 20°8 ; and in the “ General Service 
Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 32:0.

Twenty-three Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—The average annual death- 
rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in the 
Dublin Registration District and twenty-two of the principal Urban Sanitary 
Districts of Ireland (exclusive of deaths in Public Institutions of persons admitted 
from without the districts), was 22-7 per 1,000 persons, the respective rates for the

The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* in the 23 districts is 4°5 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying from 
0-0 in Drogheda, to 6-7 per 1,000 in Belfast; the 1,886 deaths from all causes in the 
last-named district comprising 7 from measles, 2 from scarlatina, 29 from whooping- 
cough, 11 from diphtheria, 12 from simple continued and ill-defined fever, 226 from 
enteric fever, and 226. from diarrhea. 

The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal zymotic diseases* 
in the twenty-two provincial town districts already named, and Tables IV. and V. 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter. 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered in any of the 22 districts 
during the quarter. 

Measles.—The deaths from measles consist of 22 (equal to an annual rate of 2-1 
per 1,000 of the population) in Limerick, 7—equivalent to an annual rate of 2°7 per 
1,000—in Sligo, 7 in Belfast, 2 in Lurgan, and 1 in Newry. 

Scarlatina.—There were but 5 deaths from scarlatina registered throughout the 22 
districts, viz. :—2in Belfast, 2 in Carrickfergus, and 1 in Portadown. . 

Typhus caused 6 deaths (equal to an annual rate of 2°6 per 1,000) in Tralee, but 
the only deaths from it in any of the other districts were 1 in Cork, 1 in Limerick, 
1 in Galway, and 1 in Sligo. 

Whooping-cough.—Deaths from. whooping-cough were registered in 10 of the 22 
districts. The total number is 69, including 18—representing an annual rate of 1°9 
per 1,000 of the population—in Limerick, 4 (equal to an annual rate of 1:4 per 
1,000) in Wexford, 29 in Belfast, 7 in Cork, 3 in Sligo, 2 in Waterford, Kilkenny, 
and Tralee respectively; &c. The total number of deaths from this disease 
registered in the 22 districts during the preceding quarter was 64. 

Diphtheria,—The deaths from diphtheria consist of 11 in Belfast (where during 
the preceding quarter there were 20 fatal cases of the disease), 3—equal to an annual 
rate of 1:3 per 1,000 of the population—in Ballymena, and 1 in Newtownards. 

Simple continued and wl-defined fever.—Twelve deaths in Belfast were returned 
under this heading ; the only similar cases for any of the other districts are 1 in 
Londonderry and 1 in Galway. 

Enteric Fever.—Deaths from enteric fever in Belfast, which had risen from 119 for 
the first quarter of this year to 140 for the second quarter, further rose last quarter 
to 226, anumber equivalent to an annual rate of 3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. Four deaths from this disease—equal to an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000 
— were registered in Lisburn during last quarter, 2 in Limerick, Londonderry 
Ballymena, and Armagh, respectively ; and 1 in each of 6 of the other districts. 

Diarrhea, Dysentery.—The total number of deaths returned under this heading 
from the 22 districts is 394, including 226 (equal to an annual rate of 3 per 1,000 
of the population) in Belfast, 54—equivalent to an annual rate of 2-9 per 1,000—in 
Cork ; and 25 (equal to an annual rate of 3 per 1,000) in Londonderry. In several — 
of the smaller districts, also, the mortality from these causes was relatively high, the —

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23-9 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.*

The deaths from the principal zymotie diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
Were equal to an annual rate of 4:8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of 
the districts to 13-7 in Lurgan; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district 
Ope 3 from diarrhea.

DuBLIN ASD SUBURBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 167—96 boys and 71 girls; and the deaths to 155—72 males and 83 females. 

The deaths, which are 6 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:1 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 22°4 per 1,000. During the 
forty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26-7, and was 0°1 under 
the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 22, being 
22 under the number for the preceding week and 3 below the average for the 40th 
week of the last ten years: the 22 deaths comprise 3 from whooping-cough, 2 from 
enteric fever, 14 from diarrhea—being 3 over the average number of deaths from 
that cause in the corresponding week of the last ten years, but showing a decline of 12 
as compared with the number for the week ended the Ist instant—one from choleraic 
diarrhea; &c. The list mentioned death and 13 of the deaths from diarrhea occurred 
among children under 5 years of age, 10 being deaths of infants under one year old. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
92 for the week ended the 24th ultimo to 13 for the following week further declined 
to 7 last week: 11 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, and 83* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number in hospital at 
the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 23, 
being 14 under the lowest weekly number of admissions for any of the previous five 
weeks and 17 under the number for the week ended the Ist instant: 31 patients were 
discharged during the week; and 167 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
8 under the number in hospital on Saturday the Ist instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of diphtheria: 3 diph- 
theria patients were discharged during the week and 12 remained under treatment in 
hospital on Saturday last. 

There were only 15 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered, being 
6 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years and 7 under the 
number for the week ended the Ist instant: they comprise 8 from bronchitis and 6 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and Vil.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 22'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 25'1 (26°3 on the North side, and 24:0 on the South), and in the Suburbs 16°0, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
28 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (40 in the North City Districts, and 2°0 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual 
tate of 365 per 1,000.. Diarrhoea caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from any other zymotiec disease 
were recorded. Among the 17 deaths from other causes are 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system and 3 from convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to'an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from diarrhoea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Two 
deaths were caused by mesenteric disease. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23'S per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :~one from enteric fever and 2 from 
diarrhea. The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from diseases of the respiratory system 
and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, 


No. 3 North Ctty District (Blackhall-place).-The deaths (11) represent an annuul rate of 22:0 per 
1,600. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is 1 from diarrhoea. Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by phthisis, 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—Thé deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 236 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, including 2 from diarrhoea, Phthisis caused 2 
deaths. 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—_The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 42°2 per 
1,000. Two Were from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhoea, 
Among the 13 deaths from other causes are 2 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City Dietrict (Peter-street).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 20°6 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis; 
and 2 from mesenteric disease, but none from any zymotic disease. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 189 per 3,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from diarrhea; 
Diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths, and diseases of the brain and nervous system 4, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 72; Rathmines, 133; Donnybrook, 
29°2 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 140. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from whooping-cough for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District; one from 
enteric fever, one from choleraic diarrhea, and 2 from diarrhea for Donnybrook ; and one from 
whooping-cough for Kingstown. Of the 7 deaths from all causes tabulated for Rathmines, 2 were 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 14 deaths for Donnybrook are 3 from 
cancer ; and the 5 deaths for Kingstown also comprise 2 from cancer.

The Regietrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
Bquare, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfielé 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncaim-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus.

Belfast, No. 7, District.—The Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood, lying on the extreme north of the City, are the only parts of 
this District which are within the Municipal boundary. 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballyaghagan, Ballygomartin, Eden- 
derry, and Ligeneil, belonging to this District, are within the M unicipal boundary.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc,, bas favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th October, 1898 :— 

“Very favourable weather prevailed almost to the close of this week. During the earlier days of 
the period an anticyclone of large size and much staying power lay directly over the British Islands, 
where the weather was fine and quiet. On Tuesday this system began to move away towards N.E., 
while it increased somewhat in intensity, the barometer rising above 3040 inches in its centre. The 
result was that freshening E. and S.E. winds sprang up in the English Channel and over England and 
Ireland generally, while the area of calms passed northwards to Scotland. On Thursday an area of 
low atmospheric pressure showed itself off the S.W. of Ireland and began at the same time to spread 
castwards, still further steepening gradients for S.E. winds, and causing a gale from that point and 
rain in the S, and S.W. of Ireland. On Monday and Tuesday thick fogs were experienced in the Irish 
Sea and the sky subsequently remained densely clouded. A remarkable feature of the week’s 
weather was the warmth felt in the North of Scotland by day and the great diurnal range of 
temperature in that locality. On Monday the thermometer rose to 73° at Wick, on Tuesday the 
range at the same station was from 71° to 40° (31° in a few hours). In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30'147 inches, pressure ranging from 30°365 inches at 9a.m. of Tuesday (wind, calm) to 
29°856 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 57°9°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m., and 9 p.m. was 567. On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 
618°, on Tuesday they fell to 483°. E.toS.E. winds prevailed. Rain fellon Saturday night and Sunday 
morning (the 9th) to the amount of ‘222 inch. The rainfall at the Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, on 
Saturday night and Sunday morning amounted to ‘540 inch.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 307150 inches. The highest reading (30°365) was 
on Tuesday at 9 4.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°846) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.I. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56°4°, being 6°9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer registered 67°5°, and was also lowest on the same day, the mercury 
having fallen to 409°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 563° and of the 
Wet Bulb 54°8°. The mean humidity of the air was 91, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24°4 hours. 
The rainfall measured °570 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 56:1°, the maximum 69°29, 
and the minimum 37:9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65‘6°, the minimum 431°, and the 
mean 558° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 70:2°, the minimum 47°5%, and the 
mean 56:0°, Che rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°02 in.; and at Glasgow 0-02 in, 
There was no rain at Edinburgh.”

DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. ; 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted __ 
to 200—101 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 167—78 males and 89 females. q 

The deaths, which are 11 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24:9 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without the 
district, the rate was 24°8 per 1,000. During the forty-one weeks ending with Saturday _ 
last the death-rate averaged 26:6, and was 0°2 under the mean rate in the correspond- __ 
ing period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Deaths from zymotic diseases, which had fallen from 44 for the week ended the Ist 
instant to 22 for the following week, rose last week to 28, or 4 over the average for 
the corresponding week of the last ten years: they include one from measles, 2 from _ 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 from influenza and its complications, one from whooping- 
cough, 3 from enteric fever, 11 from diarrhea—being 3 under the number of deaths 
from that cause in the preceding week, but 2 over the average for the 41st week of 
the last ten years—3 from choleraic diarrhea; &c. All of the deaths from choleraic 
diarrhea and 9 of the 11 deaths from diarrhcea occurred among infants under one year 
old. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
22 for the week ended the 24th ultimo to 13 for the following week and 7 for the 
week ended the 8th instant, rose to 16 last week: 5 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died ; and 93* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
10 over the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during last week is 29, 
being 6 over the admissions for the preceding week, but 11 under the number for the 
week ended the Ist instant: 15 patients were discharged during the week; one died ; 
and 180 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 13 over the number in 
hospital on the previous Saturday. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 3 cases of diphtheria: 12 cases 
of the disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Twenty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 
7 over the low number for the preceding week, and one in excess of the average for the 
41st week of the last ten years: they comprise 14 from bronchitis and 7 from pneu— 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

Two accidental deaths were registered. 

In 14 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of two persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (50 being infants under 1 year, of whom 16 were under 1 month old) 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 6 were octogenarians, and 3 (2 men and one woman) were stated to have been 
aged 92, 96, and 94 years, respectively. 

Fifty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 248 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°2 (29°0 on the North side, and 26°6 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
27 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 2°8 (3'l in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 2'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26°9 per 1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one 
from enteric fever. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths and phthisis 4, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'4 per 1,000.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following © 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 15th October, 1898 :— 
“At first fine, although cold, the weather finally became very broken, dull, stormy, and wet. At 
both the beginning and close the distribution of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic. In the interval an 
anticyclone of but slight intensity formed over the British Islands, causing calm, cold, foggy nights but 
fine days. From Wednesday onward a large area of low pressure kept spreading eastward over the 
kingdom from the 8.W. of Ireland, in which locality _rain fell in torrents. On Sunday morning a 
V.-shaped depression stretched southeastwards from Donegal to the mouth of the English Channel. 
The weather was fine and cool after heavy rain in Ireland, while rain fell during the day in many 
parts of Great Britain. A shallow depression formed over the Continent on Monday, lasting until 
Thursday. This system caused heavy rain on the Norfolk coast and thunder and lightning in some 
places on Tuesday night. On Thursday a large depression came in over Treland, while calms and fogs 
or light E. winds prevailed in England. On Friday morning a small secondary depression was found 
near Cork, and it was in connection with it that rain fell so heavily in the 8.W. of Ireland. Friday and 
Saturday were dull rainy days even in Dublin. The mean height of the barometer in this city was” 
29°796 inches, pressure ranging from 30°152 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.W.) to 29147 inches at | 
9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E. by S.). The corrected mean temperature was 50°9°. The mean 7 \ 
bulb temperature was 49°8°. On Sunday the shade thermometers rose to 618°, on Wednesday they fell | 
to 40°0°. The prevailing winds were first W., then E.S.E. Rain fell on the last three days to the 7, 
amount of '746 inch, ‘440 inch being recorded on Saturday. Winter set in this week in Scandinavia, 7. 
At 8 a.m. of Saturday the thermometer read 19° at Hernésand in Sweden.” 
At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29:796 inches. The highest reading was 30149 | 
inches on Tuesday at 9 4.m. (wind W.N.W.) and 9 p.M. (air calm), and the lowest 29°144 
inches on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind E. 
The mean temperature for the week was 48'9°, being 0°5° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 61°89, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercur 
having fallen to 36:°2°.. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48°3° and of the 
Wet Bulb 463°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘87, complete saturation being — 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28:0 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘685 inch. 
At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°5°, the maximum 60°5°, 
and the minimum 42°0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°99, the minimum 36:99, and the 
mean 49°5° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 59°5°, the minimum 40'1%, andthe 
mean 48°8°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°42 in.; at Glasgow 0-11 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°33 in.*

from choleraic diarrhea, 8 from diarrhea, &c. ‘Twenty-two of the 27 deaths from 
zymotic diseases occurred among children under 5 years of age. 

During last week, as in the week preceding, 16 cases of scarlatina were admitted to 
hospital: 11 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; and 96* 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 3 over the number in hospital on 
Saturday the 15th instant. 

Thirty-three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, against 29 for the pre- 
ceding week: 29 patients were discharged during the week; and 184 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of diphtheria, being 2 
over the number of cases of the disease admitted during the week ended the 15th 
instant : 4 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 12 remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had risen from 14 for the 
week ended the 8th instant to 22 for the following week. rose last week to 40, or 16 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 40 deaths com-

The Registrar's District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfiela 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoneill Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No.4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoria-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded by ‘a line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, 
Mill-street, Marauis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street. 

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Balmoral-avenue, and along 
the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan; and through the centre of the river to Queen’s-square, 

Belfast, No. 7, District.—The Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood, lying on the extreme north of the City, are the only parts of 
this District which are within the’ Municipal boundary, 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballyaghagan, Ballygomartin, Eden- 
derry, and Ligoneil, belonging to this District, are within the Municipal boundary. They are situated in the north-west of the City. 

Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagatry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portions of Edenderry and Townparks Townlands, south and 
West of a line drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, 
Falls-road, Leeson-street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland. 


Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area, bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, north- 
wards along said boundary ‘to the Whiterdck-road, through the centre of said road, Shankill or Woodvale-road and Crumlin road 
to the old Municipal boundary, along same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence just outside the old Municipal boundary 
to Barleymill-road, through the centre of Old Park-road, Louisa-street, and Walton-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the 
centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-road-to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street. :

Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Eastern 
boundary of Cahergal Townland, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to the centre of the River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge, 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fait-hill, by the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarenge-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane.

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METEOROLOGY.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.MxEr.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 22nd October, 1898 :— . 
“The exceedingly broken, rainy weather, which set in towards the close of the previous week, con- 
tinued during the greater part of the week ended Saturday, the 22nd. On Sunday, the 16th, a large 
and deep depression was central at the mouth of St. George’s Channel, where the barometer was below 
289 inches. An easterly gale blew without little intermission on the east coasts of both Great Britain 
and Ireland, while rain fell heavily in many places, and the sky wore a most gloomy aspect. B 
Monday morning the centre of the depression reached Cornwall and the mouth of the English Channe 
the barometer reading 28°63 inches at St. Mary’s, Scilly Islands, and 28°65 inches at Brest. The wind 
now backed to N.E. and N. in Ireland, blowing as strongly as before. On Tuesday morning two minima 
of pressure were found—over Anglesea and near London respectively, but the depression was beginning 
to fillup. Wet weather continued, but the storm-area passed northwards to Scotland and the north 
of Ireland. All this time cold, anticyclonic weather held in Scandinavia and to this fact the rains and 
gales of the period in the British Isles must in some measure be attributed. After Wednesday a succes- 
sion of depressions passed northwards along the western coasts of Ireland and of Scotland. On Friday 
and Saturday a brisk rise of temperature occurred. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29°351 inches, pressure ranging from 28'904 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.E.) to 29°792 inches at 

9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, §.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 51°3°. The mean dry bulb — 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 50°3°. The screened thermometers sank to 402° on Thursday and rose 

to 639° on Saturday. The rainfall was 1'536 inches on 7 days, ‘808 inch falling on Monday, At first N.E., 
then S.W., winds prevailed.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29:362 inches. The highest reading (29°800) was 
on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°925) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°2°, being 3°2° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 64°2°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 34:9°.. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°8° and of the 
Wet Bulb 48:3°. ‘The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10:4 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1:790 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55:3°, the maximum 64'8°, 
and the minimum 47:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°3°, the minimum 41°0°, and the 
mean 50°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64:0°, the minimum 41°5%, and the 
mean 49°6°. ‘Ihe rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°42 ins.; at Glasgow 1°39 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1°71 ins.*

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:9 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20-0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19-0, and for Edinburgh 18°5. . 


Town Disrricts or IRELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 23:3 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 3:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in ten of the 
districts to 22-4 in Tralee; the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that district com- 
prising 2 fro. diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea. Among the 138 deaths from all causes

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registered in Belfast are one from scarlatina, one from diphtheria, 18 from enteric fever, 
and 5 from diarrhcea ; the 24 deaths in Limerick comprise 5 from measles and one from 
diarrhoea; of the 5 deaths in Wexford 2 were from whooping-cough; among the 7 
deaths in Lurgan are one from measles and one from diarrhea; and the 6 deaths in 
Sligo comprise one from enteric fever and one from diarrhaa. 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 


{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 196—100 boys and 96 girls; and the deaths to 177—86 males and 9] females. 
The deaths, which are 17 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 26-4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the death of one person admitted to hospital from without the 
district, the rate was 263 per 1,000. During the forty-three weeks ending with 
Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26-6, and was equal to the mean rate in the 
corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97, 
‘The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 20, bein 
7 under the number for the preceding week, and one below the average for the 43rd eae 
of ths last ten years: the 20 deaths comprise one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 3 
from influenza and its complications, one from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, one 
from ill-defined fever, 3 from enteric fever, one from cholerine, 4 from diarrhea; &e. 
Tbe number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 13, being 
3 under the admissions for each of the two weeks preceding: 14 scarlatina cases 
were discharged during the week, and 95* remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being one under the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 
The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 29 for the week ended 15th October to 33 for the following week, fell to 22 last 
week: 24 patients were discharged during the week; 5 died; and 177 remained under 
treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
preceding week, 
Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 5 for the preceding week 
and 3 for the week ended 15th October: 3 patients were discharged during the week ; 
2 died; and 15 remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 
Thirty-two deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being five 
over the average for the corresponding week of the fast ten years, but 8 under the 
number for the week ended the 22nd instant: they comprise 22 from bronchitis and 8 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

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In 13 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 80 years, 

Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (58 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under 1 month old) 
and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 36 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 90 and 
91 years respectively. 

Sixty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 263 per 1,000; the rate 
in the city was 31°9 (361 on the North side, and 281 on the South), and in the Suburbs 13°0. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annua! rate of 
19 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 23 (0'4 in the North City Districts, and 4°1 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual 
rate of 40'3 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from influenza and its complications, but no‘deaths from 
any other zymotic disease were recorded. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 3 by phthisis, 
and 2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
299 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from diarrhoea. Three deaths 
were caused by bronchitis, 3 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
452 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from bronchitis, 3 from pneumonia, 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, and 4 from phthisis. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).- The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from mesenteric disease. No 
deaths from any zymotic disease were registered. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 283 per 
1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 
The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 3 from diseases of the circulatory 
system, 


No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 39'4 per 
1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, 
and one from cholerine. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the circulatory system and 2 by 
phthisis, 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate of 23'l per 
1,000. They comprise 5 from zymotic diseases, including one from each of the following :—whooping- 
cough, ill-defined fever, enteric fever, and diarrhea. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. Two deaths were caused by diarrhoea, but none by any other zymotic 
disease. The 17 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circu- 
latory system, 3 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system, 


Suburban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 97; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 00; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 5°7; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 36:4; and Kingstown, 112, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from diphtheria for Palmerston, part of, and one from scarlatina for Donny~ 
brook, Both of the 2 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1 District, 
were from phthisis, which disease caused 2 of the 5 deaths for Blackrock. The 4 deaths tabulated 
for Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system,

The Registrar’s District of Belfast, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel opposite Queen’s- 
square, through the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Marquis-street, Smithfiela 
Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of SkegoneilJ Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Cireus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 

| Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre cof Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the centre

Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-strect, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Balmoral-avenue, and along 
the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan; and through the centre of the river to Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 7, District.—The Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood, lying on the extreme north of the City, are the only parts of 
this District which are within the Municipal boundary, 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballyaghagan, Ballygomartin, Eden- 
derry, and Ligoneil, belonging to this District, are within the Municipal boundary. They are situated in the north-west of the City. 


Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae ind, and portions of Edenderry and Townpaiks Townlands, south and 
west of a line drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springtield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, 
Falis-road, Leeson-street, Grosvenor-street, Distilkery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland. 


Belfast, No. 11, District consists of the area bounded by a line drawn from the junction of Shankill-road and Wilton-street, through 
the centre of said street, Cupar-street, and Springfield-road, to the boundary of Edenderry Townland at the Forth River, norti- 
wards along said boundary to the Whiterock-road, through the centre of said road, Shankill or Woodvale-road and Crumlin road 
to the old Municipal boundary, along same to the boundary of Old Park Townland, thence just outside the old Municipal boundary 
to Barleymill-road, through the centre of Old Park-road, Louisa-street, and. Walton-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the 
centre of Tennent-street and Shankill-road to the junction of the latter with Wilton-street. 

Castlereagh, No. 1, District consists of that portion of the old Municipal Borough of Belfast, in the County of Down, lying south 
and west of a line drawn from the middle of Queen’s Bridge, through the centre of Bridge-end, Mountpottinger-road, Castlereag!:- 
street, and Castlereagh-road to the old Municipal boundary. 

Castlereagh, No. 2, District.—A part of Ballymaghan Townland is the only portion of this District within the Municipal boundary, 


Castlereagh, No. 8, District.—The portion of this District which is within the Municipal boundary consists of the Townlands of 
Ballycloghan (part of), Ballyhackamore, Ballymisert, Strandtown and Victoria Park (part of) in the lectoral Division of Baliy- 
hackamore ; Ballymaconaghy (part of) in the Electoral Division of Ballymacarrett; and Ballyrushboy, Knock and Multyhogy in t.ie 
Electoral Division of Castlereagh, it extends over a large area in the east and south-east of the City.

Lisburn Union—Ballylesson District.—Part of the Townland of Galwally, lying on the south side of the City, is the only portion 
of the District within the Municipal boundary. 

Lisburn Union—Dunmurry District.—Part of the Townland of Malone Upper, lying on the south side of the City, is the only 
portion of the District within the Municipal boundary. 


The Registrar’s District of Cork, No. 1, is bounded by a line drawn from St. Patrick’s bridge, through the centre of Bridge-strect, 
St. Patrick’s-hill, Wellington-place, Audley-place, and Old Youghal-road to the submrb boundary, thence along the Western and 
Northern boundary of Rathmore Townland, the Northern boundary of Clashnaganniff Townland, the Northern and Eastern 
boundary of Cahergal Towniand, and the Eastern boundary of Ballynamought East, Townland, to. the centre of the River Lee, 
thence by the centre of the river to St. Patrick’s bridge. 

Cork, No. 2, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, by tle 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish), to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the Townland of Cahergal, thence by the 
Northern boundary of Cahergal and Clashnaganniff Townlands, and by the Northern and Western boundary of Rathmore Townland 
to the Old Youghal-road ; thence through the centre of the Old Youghal-road, Old Chapel-lane, Clarence-street, and Shandon- 
street, as far as Fair-lane. 

Cork, No. 8, District is bounded by a line drawn from Shandon-street through the centre of Fair-lane and Fair-hill, along the 
Western boundary of the Townlands of Kerryhall, Knockpoge, Closes, and Commons (St. Anne’s, Shandon, Parish’, to the boundary 
of the Cork Electoral Division, thence by the boundary of the Cork Electoral Division to the astern boundary of Killard Townland, 
thence by the Western and Southern boundary of Killeens Townland, and the Western boundary of Garranabraher and Knockna-

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.mxt.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General with the followirg 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 29th October, 1898 :— 


“Mild, but changeable, and in the neighbourhood of Dublin—dull, damp and often rainy weather 
prevailed throughout this week, The general distribution of atmospheric pressure was anticyclonic 
over France and Germany, cyclonic in the N.W. and N. of Europe. At first gradients were rather steep 
over the British Isles for S.W. to W. winds, and accordingly the wind blew strongly and in squalls 
from those points. Rain fell tolerably generally in the form of showers during the first few days, but 
the measurement was not large, exceptin the Hebrides where the rainfall up to Friday morning 
totted to 3:08 inches. At8a.m. of Wednesday the barometer read 30°33 inches at Lyons, but only 29°17 
inches in the Shetlands. On Thursday a shallow secondary depression formed over Ireland and St. 
George's Channel. This led toa light easterly or south-easterly breeze and very dull, rainy weather 
in North Wales and on the east coast of Ireland, A brief spell of fine weatherin Dublin on Saturday 
forenoon was followed by a return of clouds and east wind and a downpour of rain in the evening, 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'829 inches, pressure ranging from 30°024 inches at_ 
9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W.) to 29'322 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 52°2°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. was §1'2°. The 
screened thermometers fell to 462° on Monday and Tuesday, and rose to 598° on Wednesday. The 
prevailing wind was W.S.W. Rain fell daily, the total measurement being 694 inch, of which ‘317 inch 
was measured on Saturday.” 5 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height | 
of the barometer during the week was 29°835 inches. The highest reading (30-026) was 
on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°325) on Saturday at 9 P.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°5°, being 4°2° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
when the thermometer registered 58°9°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 42'8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50-0° and of the” 
Wet Bulb 485°. The mean humidity of the air was -90, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 21°7 hours. 
The rainfall measured °605 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 55°5°, the maximum 61°0°, 
and the minimum 45°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°2°, the minimum 41°9°, and the 
mean 50°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57:0°, the minimum 40-0~, and the 
mean 50°3°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1-03 ins. ; at Glasgow 1°58 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1°32 ins.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-U in fourteen of 
the districts to 17:0 in Newtownards; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that

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district comprising 3 from diarrhea. Among the 153 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 2 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 17 from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 12 deaths in Limerick comprise 3 from measles. 


Dustin AND SuBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 202—110 boys and 92 girls; and the deaths to 16677 males and 89 females. 

The deaths, which are 11 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 24°8 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from loealities outside the district, the rate was 23-6 per 1,000. During the 
forty-four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26-6, and was equal 
to the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Twenty-one deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, poe 
one over the number for the preceding week, but 2 under the average for the 44th wee 
of the last ten years: they comprise one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 
6 from diarrhea; &c. 

Fourteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, being one 
over the admissions for the preceding week but 2 under the number for the week ended 
22nd ultimo: 14 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 91* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceeding week. 

Ihe number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital during the week is 20, 
being 2 under the admissions for the preceding week, and showing a decline of 13 as 
compared with the number for the week ended the 22nd ultimo: 41 patients were dis- 
charged during the week; one died; and 155 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 22 under the number in hospital on Saturday the 29th ultimo. 

The weekly number of cases of diphtheria, which had risen from 8 for the week 
ended the 15th ultimo to 5 for the following week and 8 for the week ended the 29th 
ultimo, fell to 2 last week: 5 patients were discharged during the week; ¥ died; and 
10 remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last, being 5 under the number 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

l)iseases of the respiratory system caused 35 deaths, being 2 in excess of the average 
for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 3 over the number for the week 
ended the 29th ultimo: the 35 deaths consist of 27 from bronchitis and 8 from pneu- 
monia or inflammation of the lungs.

The deaths of 7 children under 5 years of age (including 6 infants under one year — 


old) were ascribed to convuisions. 
Five deaths were caused by apoplexy, 4 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 17 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 24 deaths, mesenteric disease 3, and 
cancer 4, 


Five accidental deaths, including 3 from burns or scalds, were registered. 


* Exclusive of 18 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital 
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In 16 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified.” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 14 children under 
5 years of age (including 13 infants under one year old) and the death of one person 
aged 70 years. 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 vears of age (42 being infants under 1 year, of whom 10 were under | month old) 
and 43 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 8 were octogenarians, and one (a wonan) was stated to have been aged 95 years. 

Fifty-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 23°6 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 23°2 (245 on the North side, and 22°0 on the South), and in the Saburbs 24°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
27 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°2 (27 in the North City Districts, and 3°7 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual 
rate of 250 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza and one 
from diarrhoea. Two deaths were caused by each of the following:~bronchitis, pneumonia, phthisis, 
and convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual rate of 
264 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina, 2 from 
whooping-cough, and 2 from diarrhoea. The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis, 
2 from pneumonia, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
21°7 per 1,000. Three deaths were caused by phthisis, but none by any zymotic disease, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 260 per 
1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the circulatory system, and 4 ftom 
phthisis, No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (21) represent un annual rate of 33°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough and 2 from 
diphtheria. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 4 from phthisis, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (7) are equal to an annual rate of 19°7 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 141 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from diarrhea, Four of the 9 deaths 
from other causes were from bronchitis. . 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 21'°9 per 1,000. Among them are 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina, one 
from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhoea, Phthisis caused 2 deaths, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 37° per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 194; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 304; Donnybrook, 
188; Blackrock, 291; and Kingstown, 22'4. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from measles for Palmerston, part of, one from enteric fever for Rathmines, 
and one from diarrhoea for Donnybrook. All of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Clontarf 
and Howth, No. 1 District, were from bronchitis ; 2 of the 4 deaths for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 
1 District, were caused by phthisis; the 16 deaths for Rathmines comprise 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system ; among the 
9 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system ; the four deaths for Blackrock consist of 2 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of 
the brain and nervous system; and the 8 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 
from convulsions.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TaBue VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 5th November, 1898 :— 
“The weather of this week remained of the cyclonic and ‘ westerly ' type—that is, it was changeable, — 
squally, and rainy or showery._ On Sunday a shallow depression, secondary to a large and deep 
cyclonic system, passed across Ireland, causing a downpour of rain in Dublin about midday. On 
Monday morning the centre of the primary disturbance lay over the Shetlands, where the barometer 
was down to 28°82 inches. Rain had fallen generally, in Scotland heavily. This proved a fine bright © 
day in Dublin. A solar halo on Tuesday was the forerunner of a new and still more serious disturbance, 
‘the centre of which had approached the Shetlands by Wednesday morning (barometer = 28°77 inches 
at Sumburgh Head). With theapproach of this system the wind backed to 8.W. or S.and freshened to 
a gale, accompanied by extremely high temperatures. Before dawn on Wednesday the thermometer 
rose to 60°6° in Dublin, and later in the day it reached 627°. Colder and showery weather followed in 
the wake of this disturbance, thunder and lightning occurring in Scotland on Thursday when also hail 
and sleet fell even in Dublin. Saturday proved fair and bright except for a slight shower in the 
afternoon. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'597 inches ; lowest, 29°042 inches at — 
3 p.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.W.) ; highest, 29°885 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 49°8°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 482°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 627° on Wednesday, and fell to 40°1° on Tuesday. Rain was measured on five days, 
the total amount being ‘681 inch, of which ‘379 inch fell on Sunday. The prevailing winds were S.W. 
and W. Lightning was seen on Thursday evening.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°606 inches. The highest reading (29:900) was 
on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29'161) on Sunday at 9 a.M., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48:4°, being 3°0° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 61:0°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 39:1°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47'8° and of the — 
Wet Bulb 45°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being — 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28:2 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘705 inch. 

At Greenwich‘the mean temperature for the week was 49°8°, the maximum 60°39, 
and the minimum 38:0° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 58'1°, the minimum 39°0°, and the 
mean 47°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61:0°, the minimum 38°2°, and the 
mean 47°6°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°52 in.; at Glasgow 4-02 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 2°27 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°2 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19-4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19:9, and for Edinburgh 17:9. 


Town Districts oF [RELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 24'7 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.* 
The deaths registered in each of the past four weeks, and during the whole of that 
period, in the several towns, alphabetically arranged, corresponded to the following

DuBLin AND SuBugss. 

In the Dublin registration District the births r.gistered during the week amounted 
to 206—120 boys and 86 girls; and the deaths to 201-102 males and 99 females. 

The deaths, which are 37 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 30-0 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 29:4 per 1,000. During the 
forty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°6, and was 0°1 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

Twenty-four deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, against 
91 for the preceding week, and an average of 20 for the 45th week of the last ten years: 
they comprise 3 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, 4 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, 8 from diarrhea; &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during the week is 11, being 3 
under the admissions for the preceding week: 14 scarlatina patients were discharged 
during the week ; one died; and 90* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being © 
4 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 33 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo to 22 for the following week, and 20 for 
the week ended the 5th instant, further declined to 15 last week: 32 patients were 
discharged during the week; 2 died; and 126 remained under treatment on Saturday 
last, being 19 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 5 under the number for the week ended the 29th ultimo : 
4 patients were discharged durmg the week; one died; and 8 remained under treat- 
ment in hospital on Saturday last, being 2 under the number in hospital on the pre- 
vious Saturday. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 34, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but one under 
the number for the week ended the 5th instant: the 34 deaths consist of 25 from bron- 

chitis and 9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

Fighty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (60 being infants under 1 year, of whom 13 were under | month old) 
and 45 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number !8 took place in the North Dublin Union

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 29'4 per 1,000 ; the rate 
‘in the city was 33°2 (35°7 on the North side, and 30°9 on the South), and in the Suburbs 204, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
3°3 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (27 in the North City Districts, and 3°3 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 40 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual 
rate of 30°7 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz, :—2 from scarlatina and one 
from influenza. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 
29°99 per 1,000. Two deaths (both in the same house) were caused by whooping-cough, but no deaths 
from any other zymotic disease were recorded. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from 
bronchitis and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (26) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
47°0 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were 
recorded. Five deaths were caused by bronchitis, 4 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (18) represent an annual rate of 36°0 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough. The 17 
deaths from other causes-comprise 2-from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 3 from phthisis. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 44:0 per 
1,000. Among them are 4from zymotic diseases, including one from diphtheria, one from enteric 
fever, and one from diarrhea. Two deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 by phthisis, 2 by cancer, 2 by convulsions, and 3 by diseases of 
the brain and nervous system, exclusive of convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 30'9 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 10 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from 
_ diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25°7 per 
1,000. One death from scarlatina constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Among the 19 
deaths from other causes are 6 from bronchitis, 2 from mesenteric disease, and 2 from convulsions. 


No, 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual 

rate of 248 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough, 
one from diphtheria, and one from enteric fever. Three deaths were caused ‘by phthisis and 2 by 
convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 194 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 00; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 215; Rathmines, 22°8 ; Donnybrook, 
208; Blackrock, 146; and Kingstown, 19. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from enteric fever for Donnybrook, and the following deaths from diarrhoea :— 
one for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, one for Palmerston, part of, 4 for Rathmines, and one for 
Donnybrook. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 
District, were from bronchitis, and the 7 deaths four Kingstown comprise 2 from mesenteric disease.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.mxt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 12th November, 1898 :—_ 


~ “Quiet, mild, damp, autumnal weather characterised this week. Rain fell on Monday and Saturday 
—for the rest, the precipitation was in the form of dew, as much as ‘008 inch being caught in the 
rain-gauge in the 24 hours ending 9 a.m. of Wednesday. Until Saturday the prevailing distribution of 
atmospheric pressure over Western Europe—high on the Continent, relatively low over the Atlantic 
was such as to cause southerly or south-easterly winds. These were accompanied by much haze 
and fog, and finally cloud. At first the weather was seasonably cold in parts of England, and the 
northern half of Norway and Sweden. Thus, on Sunday morning, the thermometer read 6° at 
Haparanda, 29° at Bods, and 34° at Loughborough. During the rest of the we2k temperature ruled 
far above the average for the time of year in nearly all parts of Western and Northern Europe. The 
daily maxima touched or exceeded 60° in England, and 70° in the South of France, after Sunday, 
On Friday a steady fall of the barometer took place in Ireland, where cyclonic conditions prevailed 
next day. Saturday morning was fair and warm, but at midday the undercurrent veered from S. 
to W., with a brisk fall of temperature and some heavy showers. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29'894 inches, pressure varying from 30'149 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, 8.E.) © 
to 29°572 inches, at 1 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The mean temperature was 50 6°. The mean dry 
bulb reading at 9a.m. and ‘9 p.m. was 500°. On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 40°9°, on 
Saturday they rose to 58'8°. South-easterly winds prevailed. The rainfall was ‘286 inch on three days, 
‘163 inch being recorded on Monday.” 
At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°897 inches. The highest reading (30°156) was 
‘on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind E., and the lowest (29°591) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind 5, 
The mean temperature for the week was 48°4°, being 3°0° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 59°79, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 34:6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°2° and of the 
Wet Bulb 474°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 13°6 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘285 inch. 
At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°6°, the maximum 58°6°, 
_ and the minimum 39°1° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°5°, the minimum 33°3°, and the 
mean 44:1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°5°, the minimum 36°3%, and the 
mean 44°0°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-02 in.; at Glasgow 0°51 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°60 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 166), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17:1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19-5 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°0, and for Edinburgh 21°6. 


Town Districts oF |RELAND. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 25:1 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during ‘asi week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2:0 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in thirteen of 
the districts to 5°6 in Ballymena; the 4 deaths from all causes registered in that dis- 
trict comprising one from diphtheria. Among the 164 deaths from all causes registered

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in Belfast are 3 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 10 from enteric fever, and 3 from 
diarrhoea; the 31 deaths in Cork comprise one from scarlatina and one from diarrhea;

the 10 deaths in Londonderry comprise 2 from diarrhea. 

Dvusiin AnD SUBURBS. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 247—114 boys and 133 girls; and the deaths to 18692 males and 94 females. 

The deaths, which are 14 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27:7 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 6) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°8 per 1,000. During the 
forty-six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26:7, and was 0°2 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
3 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and il under 
the number for the week ended the 12th instant: they comprise 3 from influenza, 2 
from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from ill-defined fever, 3 from enteric 
fever, 2 from diarrhea; &c. 

The cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week amounted to 26, being 
15 in excess of the admissions for the preceding week and 12 over the number for the 
week ended the 5th instant: 14 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week, 
and 102* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 12 over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

‘he weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
gradually from 33 for the week ended the 22nd ultimo to 15 for the week ended the 
J 2th instant, rose to 31 last week: 27 patients were discharged during the week ; 3 died ; 
and 137 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one over the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, against 3 for the preceding week : 
3 patients were discharged during the week, and 10 remained under treatment on Satur- 
day last, being 2 over the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. 

_ The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 8 cases of typhus: 9 cases of the 
disease remained under treatment in hospital on Saturday last, against one, the number 
for Saturday the 12th instant. 

Fifty-three deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 16 
in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 19 over 
the number for the week ended the 12th instant; they comprise 26 from bronchitis, 23 
from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and one from pleurisy.

The deaths of 10 children under 5 years of age (including 8 infants under one year 
old) were ascribed to convulsions, 

‘Two deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 9 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Bien or pulmonary consumption caused 22 deaths, mesenteric disease 6, and 
cancer 4,

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Four accidental deaths were registered. 

In 11] instances the cause of death was “ uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 infants under 
one year old and the death of one person aged 60 years, 

Seventy of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (45 being infants under 1 year, of whom 21 were under | month old) 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 26 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 7 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 91 years, 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 268 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 27°9 (29°4 on the North side, and 265 on the South), and in the Suburbs 24°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°9 (22 in the North City Districts, and 1°6 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°0 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 32'7 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from iffluenza, one from 
ill-defined fever, and one from diarrhcea.. Two deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 

-2by convulsions, 


No.1 North City District, West (Summeoer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 
225 per 1,000. Among them are 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from mesenteric disease. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
271 per 1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease is one from whooping-cough. Bronchitis 
caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 2, and convulsions 2, 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 38°0 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from diphtheria and one fron, enteric fever. 
Three deaths were caused by pneumonia and 3 by phthisis. 


No,1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (24) represent an annual rate of 37°7 per 
1,000. Among thém are 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from influenza, one from wWhooping- 
cough, and one from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 3, phthisis 2, and con- 
vulsions 2, 


No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25'3 per 
1,000. Phthisis caused 3 deaths, but no deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 24'4 per 
1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from diarrhoea, Among the 17 deaths 
from other causes are 4 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, 2 from diseases of the cireulatory 
system, and 2 from phthisis. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual 
Tate of 189 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. The 12 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from pneumonia and 2 from 
phthisis, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 194 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 738; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 61°0; and Kingstown, 224. None of the deaths tabulated for these districts was 
caused by any zymotic disease, Four of the 6 deaths tabulated for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 
Were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system, as were 2 of the 4 deaths for Palmerston, 
Part of; and diseases of the respiratory system caused 2 of the 4 deaths for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No. 1 District, 5 of the 10 deaths for Rathmines, 2. of the 8 deaths for Donnybrook, 2 of the 
7 deaths for Blackrock, and 4 of the 8 deaths for Kingstown.

Winetavern-street, North-street, Carrick-hill, Donegall-street, York-street, York-road and Carrickfergus-road, to the northern 
boundary of Skegoncil) Townland, and thence to the Victoria Channel and through the centre of same to starting point. 

Belfast, No. 2, District is bounded bya line drawn from Carlisle Circus through the centre of Duncairn-street, along the western 
and northern boundary of Skegoneill Townland to Carrickfergus-road; thence through the centre of Carrickfergus-road, York- 
road, York-street, Donegall-street, Carrick-hill, Old Lodge-road, and Denmark-street to Carlisle Circus, 

Belfast, No. 3, District is bounded by aline drawn from Carlisle Circus, through the centre of Denmark-street, Old Lodge-road, 
Peter’s-hill, Shankill-road, and Tennent-street, across Crumlin-road, and through the centre of Walton-street, Louisa-street, and 
Old Park-road, to the old Municipal boundary at Barleymill-road, thence the line runs just outside the old Municipal boundary to the 
western boundary of Skegoneill Townland, along said boundary to Duncairn-street, and through that street to Carlisle Circus. 

Belfast, No. 4, District is bounded by a line drawn from the intersection of Lisburn-road and Stockman’s-lane through the centre 
of Lisburn-road, Dublin-road, Shaftesbury-square, Great Victoriu-street, College-square, East and North Durham-street, Albert- 
street, Falls-road, Leeson-street, across Grosvenor-street, through the centre of Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River, to 
Ballygammon Townland ; thence along the eastern boundary of Ballygammon Townland to Stockman’s-lane; thence through the 
centre of Stockman’s-lane to Lisburn-road. 

Belfast, No. 5, District is bounded bya line drawn through the centre of Wilton-street, Cupar-street, Falls-road, Divis-street, 
Mill-street, Marqvis-street, Smithfield, Winetavern-street, North-street, Peter’s-hill, and Shankill-road to Wilton-street. 


Belfast, No. 6, District is bounded by a line drawn from the centre of the Victoria Channel, opposite Queen’s-square, through 
the centre of Queen’s-square, High-street, Castle-place, Castle-street, Mill-street, Divis-street, Albert-street, Durham-street, College- 
square, North, College-square, East, Great Victoria-street, Shaftesbury-square, Dublin-road, Lisburn-road, Balmoral-avenue, and along 
the southern boundary of Malone Lower Townland to the River Lagan; and through the centre of the river to Queen’s-square. 

Belfast, No. 7, District.—The Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood, lying on the extreme north of the City, are the only parts of 
this District which are within the Municipal boundary, 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballyaghagan, Ballygomartin, Eden- 
derry, and Ligoneil, belonging to this District, are within the Municipal boundary. They are situated in the north-west of the City. 


Belfast, No. 10, District consists of the Townlands of Ballymagarry, Black Mountain, Hannahstown, Ballydownfine, Ballygam- 
mon, Ballymoney, Ballymurphy, Englishtown, Tom of the Tae End, and portions of Edenderry and Townparks Townlands, south and 
west of a line drawn from the junction of the Forth River and Springfield-road, through the centre of said road, Cupar-street, 
Falls-road, Leeson-street, Grosvenor-street, Distillery-street, and the Blackstaff River to Ballygammon Townland.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.mEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 19th November, 1898 :— 


“The weather although damp and dull at times, was generally favourable. It was very fine at both 
the beginning and close of the period. On Sunday a depression, which had been V.-shaped at first, 
was passing away eastwards across England. It left behind it in Ireland northerly winds, a clear sky, 
and a drier, crisper atmosphere. On Monday and Tuesday some rain fell at times in connection with 
come new but shallow depressions in the extreme N.W. Anticyclonic conditions forthwith ruled in 
the British Isles and over Central Europe, so that quiet, damp, and often foggy weather prevailed. 
On Friday night a brisk decrease of temperature took place and Saturday morning was frosty. At 
the beginning of the week a heavy rainfall occurred in the South of France. On Thursday a deep 
depression passed across the North of Europe, causing strong S.W. gales on the West coast of Norway. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°210 inches, pressure ranging between 30°045 inches 
at9a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.N.W.) and 30312 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, §.S.E.). The mean 
temperature was 470°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 465°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 59'°2° on Wednesday and fell to 32'2° on Saturday, when the grass minimum !was 
99°72, W.and S.W. winds prevailed, The rainfall was ‘089 inch on two days, ‘070 inch.being measured 
on Monday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°214 inches. The highest reading (30°321) was 
on Friday at 9 p.., air calm, and the lowest (30°062) on Sunday at 9 A.M., wind N.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 43'6°, being 0°9° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer registered 58°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury 
having fallen to 25:1. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°6° and of the 
Wet Bulb 42°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°! hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘100 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°0°, the maximum 55°89, 
and the minimum 35°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°1°, the minimum 33°9°, and the 
mean 46°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 56°6°, the minimum 33°6°, and the 
mean 46°3°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-02 in.; at Glasgow 0-18 in.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°02 in.*

The deaths, which are 35 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31:0 in every 1,000 of the — 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from loealities outside the district, the rate was 29°5 per 1,000. During the — 
forty-seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 267, and was 0°2 © 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 
Twenty-eight deaths from zymotic diseases were registered during last week, being 
9 in excess of the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 15 
over the low number for the week ended the 19th instant: they comprise 4 from scarlet — 
fever (scarlatina), 5 from influenza and its complications, 5 from whooping-cough, 2 
from enteric fever, 6 from diarrhea, 2 from erysipelas ; &e. : 7 
The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 12, being 
14 under the admissions for the preceding week and one over the number for the week 
ended the 12th instant: 13 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 3 — 
died ; and 98* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 4 under the number — 
in hospital at the close of the preceding week.

In 5 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; all these deaths were of children under 5 years of age, 
including 4 infants under one year old, | 

Sixty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 8 were under | month old) 
and 62 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 2 (a woman and a man) were stated to have been 
aged 90 and 94 years respectively. 

Seventy-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number |! took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 28’5 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 32°4 (30°3 on the North side, and 34'2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 22°9, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate cf 
2'5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 3°0 (3°6 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1°65 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (17) are equal to an annual 
rate of 32'7 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—2 from influenza and its compli- 
cations, and one from diarrhoea. The 15 deaths from other causes comprise 4 from bronchitis, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 
28'4 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina and 3 from 
whooping-cough. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by phthisis, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
30'7 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases (one from scarlatina and one from whooping- 
cough), 4 from bronchitis, and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
Among the 14 deaths from other causes are 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system 
and 3 from phthisis. 


No, 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (30) represent’an annual rate of 47'1 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina, 2 (both in the same house) 
from influenza and it; complications, and one from diarrhea. Eight deaths were caused by bron- 
chitis, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, 5 by phthisis, and 2 by cancer. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (9) are equal to an annual rate of 25'3 yer 
1,000. Among them are 2 fron: diseases of the respiratory system and 2 from diseases of the circula~ 
tory system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded, 


No.3 South City Dietrict (Peter-street).—The deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 28'3 per 
1,000. Four were from zymotie diseases, viz. :—one from scarlatina, one from influenza, and 2 from 
diarrhea. The 18 deaths from other causes comprise 4from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 2 
from phthisis, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (23) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 33'°5 per 1,000, They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from whooping-cough* and 
2 from erysipelas. Four deaths were caused by pneumonia, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system 
4 by phthisis, 2 by mesenteric disease, and 3 by cancer.’ 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 262 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, 437; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 369; Palmerston, part of, 143; Rathmines, 190; Donnybrock, 
16°7 ; Blackrock, 21'8; and Kingstown, 252. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, one from 
diarrhoea for Palmerston, part of, and one from diarrhcea for Kingstown. The 9 deaths from all 
causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, comprise 3 from diseases of the 
circulatory system and 2 from cancer ; among the 10 deaths for Rathmines are 2 from bronchitis ; 2 
of the 3 deaths for Blackrock were caused by diseases of the respiratory system ; and the 9 deaths 
fcr Kingstown comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system.

Dr. J. W. Moore, F.R.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 26th November, 1898 :— 

“The week ended Saturday, November 26, will be memorable for the rapidity with which an 
anticyclone (or area of high barometric pressure) gave place to a deep and far-reaching atmospheric 
depression, or cyclone, in which the barometer fell to 28°60 inches at Scilly on Friday morning ; and to 
the continued and severe rainstorm which attended the latter disturbance the brunt of which fell 
perhaps on the east coast of Ireland. Up to Tuesday, the barometer stood high in Ireland, and fair, 
cold anticyclonic weather prevailed. At8 a.m. of Tuesday the barometer read 30'35 inches at Valentia 
Island, 30°34 inches at Roche’s Point, 3033 inches at Parsonstown, and 30°32 inches in Dublin. These 
were the highest pressures recor ded in the British Isles. Twenty-four hours later the barometer had 
fallen below 29 inches at Parsonstown and in Dublin—the decrease of pressure having been excep- 
tionally rapid. The advent of this unique disturbance was heralded by a sheet of cirriform cloud, 
which quickly overspread the sky from N.W. on Tuesday and in which a solar halo developed. At 
night a downpour of hail, rain, and sleet took place. Torrential rains fell at intervals up to Saturday 
morning, when a brisk ‘storm of thunder and lightning occurred in and near Dublin. The mean 
height of the barometer during the week was 29°454 inches, pressure ranging from 30°315 inches at 7°45 
a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) to 28°761 inches at 9a.m. of Friday (wind, E.N.E.). The mean 
temperature was 421°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 41'°6°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 488° on Saturday, having fallen to 29°0° on Tuesday. The rainfall was 3'237 
inches, 1°732 inches being measured on Wednesday. The prevalent winds were N.N.W. and E.N.E. 
In the storm of the 22nd- 25th, 3°58 inches of rain were measured at Cloneevin, Killiney, and 4°72 inches 
at Fassaroe, near Bray.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29:459 inches. The highest reading (30°299) was 
on Tuesday at 9 A.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (28°770) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40'7°, being 4*7° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
when the thermometer registered 47°8°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 25°99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°6° and of the 
Wet Bulb 39:4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘91, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 13°6 hours, 
The rainfall measured 4'180 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41°7°, the maximum 51°09, 
and the minimum 29°0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 46:2°, the minimum 25°9°, and the 
mean 38:0° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 44°9°, the minimum 27: 4°, and the 
mean 87°7°. ‘Lhe rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°88 ins. ; at Glasgow 1°17 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 1°43 ins.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 19:1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 22:0, and for Edinburgh 21°5.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during last week 
were equal to an annual rate of 1°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in thirteen of 
the districts to 5°8 in Carrickfergus; the 3 deaths from all causes registered in that

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district comprising ‘one from diarrhea. The 144 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast comprise one from measles, one from scarlatina, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 
from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhoea’; among the 31 deaths 
in Oork are one from typhus and one from diarrhea; the 23 deaths in Limerick com- 
prise one from measles and one from enteric fever ; and the 22 deaths in Londonderry 
comprise 2 from diarrhea. 


Dusiin AnD SuBoRBs. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 194—106 boys and 88 girls; and the deaths to 212-107 males and 105 females. 

The deaths, which are 34 over the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 31°6 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 30°1 per 1,000. During the 
forty-eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 0°3 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

There were only 15 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
4 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 13 under 
the number for the week ended the 26th ultimo: they comprise one from measles, 4 from 
scarlet fever (scarlatina), one from influenza, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diph- 
theria, 2 from enteric fever; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from 
26 for the week ended the 19th ultimo to 12 for the following week, further declined 
to 8 last week: 18 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died ; 
and 87* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 11 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

Twenty-five cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital during the week, being 
10 over the admissions for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended 
the 19th ultimo ; 30 patients were discharged during the week, and 120 remained under 
Weed: wes on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital on the previous 

aturday. 

The bespital admissions for the week include, also, one case of typhus and 2 cases of 
diphtheria : 10 cases of the former disease and 6 of the latter remained under treat- 
ment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, which had fallen from 53 for the 
week ended the ]9th ultimo to 46 for the following week, rose last week to 57, or 13 
over the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years: the 57 deaths comprise 
44 from bronchitis and 10 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, r.z.met.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 3rd December, 1898 :— 


“ Another week of changeable, unsettled and damp weather has to be recorded. At the beginning 
a heavy fall of rain occurred in Dublin, in connection with the N.&. winds of a depression which 
moved southeastwards from Munster to Brittany. In its rear cold, dry northerly winds prevailed. 
Lightning was sean on Sunday night and Monday morning. Frost occurred on Monday night. 
Tuesday broke overeast and sleet and rain fell in the forenoon. The highest thermometer reading 
on that day was 408°. From Wednesday to the close of the week, weather of a cyclonic and south- 
westerly type prevailed. There were frequent, though not heavy showers. Temperature ruled 
high, ard the wind blew strongly from 8.W. or W.—in fact, on Thursday night and Friday morning 
there was a fresh gale for several hours. On Friday afternoon the weather moderated,. becoming ~ 
colder and drier. Saturday was chiefly fine and mild after a showery morning. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29°629 inches, pressure ranging from 29°160 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.) to 29818 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.). The mean temperature was 
43°6°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was also 436°. On Tuesday the screened 
thermometers fell to 30°19, on Friday they rose to 55°9°. The rainfall was ‘620 inch on six days, 
322 inch being recorded on Sunday. N.W. to S.W. winds prevailed. Keen frost was reported from ~ 
Scotland on Tuesday morning, when temperature fell to 18° at Nairn, 20° at Wick, and 23° at Aber- 
deen and Leith.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°630 inches. The highest reading (29°816) was 
on Thursday at 9 A.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°176) on Sunday at 9 A.M., air calm. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 41'7°, being 0°4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Friday, 
when the thermometer registered 54°5°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 26:9°._ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°6° and.of the 
Wet Bulb 408°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation being — 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10°7 hours. — 
The rainfall measured *735 inch. : 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44°1°, the maximum 54°5°, — 
and the minimum 30:0° ;. at Glasgow the maximum was 53°19, the minimum 19°5°, and the 
mean 40°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52:4°, the minimum 20:3%, and the — 
mean 40°1°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°26 in.; at Glasgow 1°47 ins.; and — 
at Edinburgh 0°52 in.* :

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EN@LAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17-8 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21:0 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 20°3, and for Edinburgh 24:5. 





Town Districts or IngeLanp. 

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered last week in 
the twenty-three principal Town Districts of Ireland was 24:0 per 1,000 of their 
aggregate population, which, for the purposes of these Returns, is estimated at 1,007,798.*

Among the 148 deaths from all causes registered 
in Relfast are one from measles, 7 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhoea; and 
the 4 deaths in Clonmel comprise 2 from diarrhea. 


DuBLIN AND SUBUBBS. 


In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 188—87 boys and 101 girls; and the deaths to 17U-—89 males and 81 females. 

The deaths, which are 8 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25°4 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from loealities outside the district, the rate was 24:3 per 1,000. During the 
forty-nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 0:3 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

There were only 13 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
7 below the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and 2 under 
the low number for the week ended the 8rd instant: the 13 deaths comprise 2 from 
influenza and its complications, 3 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, one from 
diarrhea; &c, 

Nine cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions for. 
the preceding week, but 3 under the number for the week ended the 26th ultimo, and 
17 under that for the week ended the 19th ultimo: 15 scarlatina patients were dis- 
charged during the week and 81* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 
6 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had risen 
from 15 for the week ended the 26th ultimo to 25 for the following week, fell to 18 
last week ; 23 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 114 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 6 under the number in hospital on Saturday 
the 3rd instant. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, three cases of measles and 5 of 
diphtheria: 5 cases of the former and 7 of the latter disease remained under treat- 
ment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 43, being 
equal to the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, but 14 under the 


number for the week ended the 3rd instant: the 43 deaths comprise 31 from bronchitis, — 


9 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

The deaths of 3 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convulsions. — 
Thirteen deaths were caused by diseases of the brain and nervous system (exclusive - 
of convulsions), and ]2 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 17 deaths, mesenteric disease 6 and 
cancer 8. 


Hight accidental deaths were registered: they include 6 caused by burns or scalds.

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In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 infants under 
one year old. 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (40 being infants under 1 year, of whom & were under | month old) 
and 39 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 5 were octogenarians, and 1 (a man) was stated to have been aged 91 years. 

Sixty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Pee 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and | in the Rathdown Union 

orkhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District. Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables IV. and VIL.) 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 243 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 268 (28°5 on the North side, and 25°2 on the South), and in the Suburbs 18°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
12 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 11 (09in the North City Districts, and 1'2 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 1'5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual 
rate of 23'0 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease 
were recorded. The 11 deaths from other causes comprise 3 from bronchitis and 2 from mesenteri¢e 
disease. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 
23°9 per 1,000, Among them are 2 from zymotie diseases, including one from whooping-cough, 
Four deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
37°9 per 1,000. They comprise 5 from bronchitis, 2 from pneumonia, and 5 from diseases of the brain 
and nervous system. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 30°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from influenza. Two deaths were 
caused by diseases of the respiratory system, 2 by diseases of the circulatory system, and 2 by 
cancer, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street)._The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 25°1 per 
1,000. One death from whooping-cough constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. The 
15 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from bronchitis, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the 
brain and nervous system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 365 per 
1,000. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths and phthisis 3. No deaths from any zymotic disease were 
recorded. ; 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 180 per 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic disease recorded is one from whooping-cough, Three 
deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27°7 per 1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic 
disease were recorded. Among the 18 deaths from other causes are 8 from diseases of the respiratory 
system, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 378 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 49; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 492; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 15°2 ; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 0°0; and Kingstown, 252, The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts comprise one from enteric fever for Coolock and Drum condra, No. 1 District ; and one from 
influenza, one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea for Rathmines. Among the 8 deaths 
from all causes tabulated for Donnybrook district are 2 from diseases of the circulatory system 
and 3 from phthisis,and the 9 deaths for Kingstown comprise 2 from mesenteric disease.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 
Dr. J. W. Moore, r.R.MeEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th December, 1898 :— 
“Changeable, open, showery and often squally—such was the weather of this week. In Dublin 


rain fell daily until Saturday, but the total measurement was not large. In London (Brixton), on 


the other hand, ‘89 inch was measured on Tuesday and ‘50 inch on Wednesday. The general distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic in the N.W. and N., anticyclonic over Spain, France, and 
Germany. Gradients for S.W. winds were very steep at times over the British Isles, and gales blew 
almost daily at exposed stations from the point named. The heavy rains, which fell in the southern 
half of England on Tuesday and Wednesday, were caused by a series of secondary depressions which 
passed eastwards over that region. The most striking feature in the week's weather was the 
remarkably high temperature which prevailed on several days. On Monday the thermometer rose 
to 60° in the open air at York, and to 59° at Leith, Shields, Liverpool, and Dublin. On Sunday and 
Tuesday readings were nearly as high. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°785 
inches, the observed range being from 29°614 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°242 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind again W.S.W.), The corrected mean temperature was 498°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and9 p.m. was 49°0°. The screened thermometers rose to 58'8°, on 
Monday and fell to 37'°3°on Thursday, when slight ground frost occurred (31°). The rainfall was 
‘268 inch on six days, 121 inch being registered on Sunday. South-westerly winds prevailed 
throughout.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°786 inches. The highest reading (30:253) was 
on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°612) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 438'1°, being 6'4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 57:29, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 31°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°9° and of the 
Wet Bulb 45°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°3 hours. 
The rainfall measured ‘280 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49:4°, the maximum 57°8°, 
and the minimum 38°0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57'9°, the minimum 30°9°, and the 
mean 46°8° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57°5°, the minimum 34°4°, and the 
mean 46:26, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°34 ins.; at Glasgow 1°59 ins.; and 
at Edinburgh 0°81 in.*

The mortality last week in 33 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°5), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16:6 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19:4 per 1,000, the 
rate for Glasgow being 19°1, and for Edinburgh 20:4.

The deaths from the principal zymou diseases in the 23 districts during tas: week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0‘ in fourteen 
of the districts to 11°5 in Queenstown; the 7 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district comprising 2 from enteric fever. Among the 136 deaths from all causes

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registered in Belfast are 2 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, 
4 from enteric fever, and one from diarrhoea; the 40 deaths in Cork comprise 3. from 
whooping-cough and 2 from diarrhea; among the 27 deaths in Limerick are one from 
measles and 5 from whooping-cough; of the 11 deaths in Londonderry 3 were from 
whooping-cough ; and the 7 deaths in Lurgan comprise one from measles and one from 
diarrhea. ‘The Registrar of Limerick No. 4 district, remarks—“ the city is in a very 
unhealthy condition, whooping-cough, with measles, has proved very fatal to children 
during the past several months.” 


DuBLIN AND SUBURBS. 
[n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 181—100 boys and 81 girls; and the deaths to 16973 males and 96 females. 
The deaths, which are 16 under the average number for the corresponding week of 


the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25-2 in every 1,000 of the 


population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from localities outside the district, the rate was 24°6 per 1,000. During the 
fifty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26:8, and was 0°3 over 
the mean rzte in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 

The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week is 15, being 
2 over the low number for the preceding week, but 5 below the average for the 50th 
week of the last ten years: the 15 deaths consist of one from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 
5 from whooping-cough, 3 fiom diphtheria, and 6 from enteric fever. 

Sixteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital during the week, against 9 for 
the preceding week: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; 
and 81* remained under treatment on Saturday last, being equal to the number in 
hospital on Saturday the 10th instant. 

The number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital is 17, being one under the 
admissions for the preceding week and 8 under the number for the week ended the 3rd 
instant ; 38 patients were discharged during the week; one died; and-92 remained 
under treatment on Saturday last, being 22 under the number in hospital at the close 
of the preceding week. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions for 
the preceding week : one patient was discharged during the week; one died; and 12 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 over the number in hospital on 
the previous Saturday. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 44 deaths, being one over the number for 
the preceding week, but 2 below the average for the 50th week of the last ten years, 
and 13 under the number for the week ended the 3rd instant: the 44 deaths consist of 
29 from bronchitis, 14 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lunys, and one from 
pleurisy.

The deaths of 8 children (all infants under one year old) were ascribed to convuisions. 


Five deaths were caused by xpoplexy, 7 by other diseases of the brain and nervous 
system (exclusive of convulsions), and 12 by diseases of the circulatory system. 


Phthisis or pulinonary consumption caused 21 deaths, mesenteric disease 4, and 
cancer 7. 


Five accidental deaths were registered, including 2 caused by the explosion of a boiler. 
* Exclusive of 17 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 12 instances the caure of death was ‘‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 infants under 
one year old and the deaths of 4 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under 1 year, of whom 6 were under 1 month old) 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 30 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 9 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Sixty of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number !4 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VI1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 246 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'3 (263 on the North side, and 30'1 on the South), and in the Suburbs 160. 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
22 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 30 (31 in the North City Districts, and 2°38 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annua | 
rate of 30°7 per 1,000. Among them are 5 from zymotic diseases, viz.:—2 from whooping-cough and . 
3 from enteric fever. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis and 3 by pneumonia. 


No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 
314 per 1,000. Diphtheria caused 2 deaths (both in the same house), but no deaths from any other 
zymotic disease were recorded. The 19 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis, 2 
from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, 2 from cancer, and 2 from convulsions, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annua! rate of 
271 per 1,000. They comprise 4 from bronchitis, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from 
phthisis, and 2 from convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).-The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 140 per 
1,000. Four were caused by diseases of the respiratory system, but none by any zymotic disease. 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (26) represent an annual rate of 40°83 per 
1,600. The only death from any zymotic diseasa recorded is one from whooping-cough. Nine 
deaths were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 5 by diseases of the brain and nervous 
system. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 281 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, but no deaths from any other zymotic disease were recorded, 
The 9 deaths from other causes comprise 2 from bronchitis and 3 from phthisis. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—'The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate of 33'4 per 
1,000. Among them are 3from zymotic diseases, viz.:—one from scarlatina, one from whooping- 
cough, and one from enteric fever. Three deaths were caused by pneumonia, 3 by diseases of the 
circulatory system, 3 by phthisis, and 2 by convulsions. 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 17°5 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from whooping-cough and 
one from diphtheria. Bronchitis and phthisis each caused 2 deaths. 


Suburban Districts.—The annua) death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 126 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1, 194 ; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, i123; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 152; Donnybrook, 
167 ; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 25°2. The only death from any zymotic disease tabulated for 
any of these districts is one from enteric fever for Kingstown. Two of the 4 deaths from all causes 
tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 District, were from bronchitis, and the 8 deaths for 
‘Donnybrook comprise 2 from bronchitis and 2 from pneumonia.

Belfast, No. 7, District.—The Townlands of Greencastle and Lowwood, lying on the extreme north of the City, are the only parts of 
this District which are within the Municipal boundary, 

Belfast, No. 9, District.—The Townland of Ballysillan Lower, and parts of the Townlands of Ballyaghagan, Ballygomartin, Eden- 
derry, and Ligoneil, belonging to this District, are within the Municipal boundary. They are situated in the north-west of the City.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VL.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, ¥.R.MEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th December, 1898 :— 


“Rough and tempestuous in the extreme North of Europe, the weather of this week was singularly 
open and mild, but damp, in the British Isles and Central Europe. Successive atmospheric depres- 
sions swept southeastwards across Scandinavia, causing gales from opposite quarters and repeated 
falls of rain at first, and afterwards of snow, in that northern region. Meanwhile the barometer stood 
high over France—at 8 a.m. of Sunday pressure was up to 30°72 inches at Lyons and to 303 inches in ~ 
Paris. Warm westerly winds passed across the British Islands, where much cloud and moisture 
prevailed. On Tuesday and again on Thursday temporary chills occurred, owing to the arrival of 
‘polar air’ from the N.W. in the rear of the Scandinavian depressions noted above. In Sweden a spell 
of intense cold was experienced over a snow-covered land on Friday—at 8 a.m. the thermometer read 
13° at Stockholm, 3° at Haparanda, and -: 9° at Hernosand, on the Gulf of Bothnia. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30234 inches, pressure ranging between 30009 inches at 9a.m. of Monday 
(wind, S.W.) and 30'450 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
490°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and9 p.m. was 487°. On Tuesday and again on Friday 
the shade minimum was 39°2°. On Mondiy the shade maximum was 475°. W. and S.W. winds 
prevailed. The rainfall was only ‘116 inch, but it was distributed over five days, 071 inch being 
registered on Saturday.” ; 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°238 inches. The highest reading (30°462) was 
on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (30:008) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind — 
SW. ; 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 46°4°, being 5°3° over the average for the — 
corresponding week of the last ten years. ‘he temperature was highest on Monday, : 
when the thermometer registered 55°7°, and was lowest on Mo-day and Thursday, — 
the mercury having fallen to 33°9°. The mean of the Dry: Bulb for the week was ; 
47-0° and of the Wet Bulb 45-5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete — 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 9'l hours. The rainfall measured ‘160 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 4&:0°, the maximum 54°69, 
and the minimum 36°4° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 55:0°, the minimum 39°5°, and the — 
mean 47°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55°6°, the minimum 39 O~, and the 
mean 45°5°. ‘The rainfull at Glasgow measured 0°62 in. and at Kdinburgh O°!1 in. 
There was no rain at Greenwich.*

DuBLIN AND SuBugRss. 

In the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 147—78 boys and 69 girls; and the deaths to 169—85 males and 84 females. 

The deaths, which are 19 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the last ten years, represent an annual rate of mortality of 25:2 in every 1,000 of the 
population; omitting the deaths (numbering 4) of persons admitted into public insti- 
tutions from loealities outside the district, the rate was 24°6 per 1,000... During the 
fifty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°8, and was 0°33 
over the mean rate in the corresponding period of the ten years 1888-97. 4 

During last week, as in the week preceding, there were only 15 deaths from zymotic 
diseases registered: the number is 8 under the average for the 51st week of the last 
ten years. ‘I'he 15 deaths for last week comprise 2 from scarlet fever (scarlatina), 2 
from influenza and its complications 4—all in No. 1 North City West (Summer-hill) 
District—from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhea, one 
from erysipelas ; &c. 

The number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital during last week is 10, being 
6 under the admissions for the preceding week, but one over the number for the week _ 
ended the 10th instant: 15 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; 2 died; _ 
and 74 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 7 under the number in 
hospital at the close of the preceding week. . 

‘The weekly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, which had fallen 
from 25 for the week ended the 3rd instant to 18 for the following week, and to 17 for 
the week ended the 17th instant, further declined to 9 last week: 27 patients were 
discharged during the week; and 74 remained under treatment on Saturday last, 
being 18 under the number in hospital on the previous Saturday. $ 

There was only one case of diphtheria admitted to hospital, being a decline of 6 
as compared with the admissions for the preceding week : 2 patients were discharged — 
during the week; and 1 remained under treatment on Saturday last, being one under 
the number in hospital at the close of the preceding week. 

The hospital admissions include 3 cases of measles: 7 cases of the disease remained 
under treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

The number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered is 32, being 
12 under the average for the corresponding week of the last ten years, and also 12 
under the number for the week ended the 17th instant: the 32 deaths comprise 24 
from bronchitis, 5 from pneumonia or inflammation of the lungs, and 2 from croup.

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In 18 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old), and the death of one person 
aged 65 years. 

Fifty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (37 being infants under | year, of whom 11 were under | month old) 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards 
of whom 5 were octogenarians. 

Sixty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number !0 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

- As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 246 per 1,000 ; the rate

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases” in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
1°5 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 17 (2°7 in the North City Districts, and 0°8 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 10 per 1,Uu0. : j 


No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annul 
rate of 30°7 per 1,000. They comprise 6 from bronchitis and 2 from diseases of the circulatory system. 
No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. : 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 
35°9 per 1,000. Among them are 6 from zymotic diseases, viz. :-- one from influenza, 4 from whooping- 
cough, and one from diarrhoea. Bronchitis caused 4 deaths, pneumonia 2, phthisis 2, mesenteric 
disease 2, and convulsions 3, 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
23°5 per 1,000. One death from diarrhcea constitutes the mortality from zymotic disease. Two 
deaths were caused by phthisis and 3 by mesenteric disease. 


No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 20°0 Ler 
1,000. The only death from any zymotic diseaze recorded is one from influenza, 


No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (28) represent an annual rate of 440 per 
1,000. Among them are 3 from zymotic diseases, including one from scarlatina and one from 
erysipelas. The 25 deaths from other causes comprise 6 from inflammatory diseases of the 
respiratory system, 3 from diseases of the circulatory system, 5 from phthisis, and 2 from convul- 
sions, 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°5 per 
1,000. They comprise one from diarrhoea, but none from any other zymotic disease. Three deaths 
were caused by diseases of the respiratory system and 2 by convulsions. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 19°3 per 
1,000. Among them are one from meningitis, 2 from bronchitis, and 3 from discases of the circulatory 
system, 


No. 4 South Ctty District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (11) are equi valent to an annual 
rate of 16'0 per 1,000. They comprise 2 from convulsions and 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system, exclusive of convulsions. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :-~ 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 146; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 123; Palmerston, part of, 287; Rathmines, 399; Donnybrock, 
42; Blackrock, 73; and Kingstown, 16. The deaths from zymotie diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from scarlatina for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, and one from enteric 
fever for Rathmines. Two of the 3 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coclock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1 District, were caused by diseases of the brain and-nervous system ; of the 4 deaths for Palmers- 
ton, part of, were 2from bronchitis ; the 21 deaths for Rathmines comprise 2 f:0m bronchitis, 4 from 
diseases of the circulatory system, 2 from phthisis, and 2 from diseases of the brain and nervous 
system ; and the 6 deaths for Kingstown comprise 3 from diseases of the brain and nervous system.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.x.meEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th December, 1898 :— 

“Except on Sunday, which was dull and damp with an unpleasant drizzling rain, the weather was 
singularly fine for the time of year. At the beginning of the pericd depressions of some depth and 
size were travelling north-eastwards along the Norwegian coast, while the barometer stood high and 
steady over France. W.to N.W. winds blew in the British Isles, where the weather became fine after 
having been dull on Sunday. On Monday a deep depression crossed Scandinavia in a south-easterly 
direction, while a new anil large area of high atmospheric pressure appeared off the 8.W of Ireland. 
This latter system passed slowly eastwards to Germany, where it was central from Thursday. In 
Ireland the winds were northwesterly in front of its centre and temperature became low, a frost 
occurring on Tuesday morning, As the centre passed to the east of the meridian of Dublin, S. or 8. W. 
winds set in over Ireland, temperature rose, and the sky showed much ecirriform cloud. Meanwhile 
sharp frost began to prevail over France, Germany, and the 8.E. and E. of England. The S.W. wind 
blew freshly in Irelind and Scotland, and rain fell in the W. of Ireland, but the weather remained dry 
in the E. of this country to the closa of the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
30'274 inches, pressure ranging between 39543 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.N.W.) and 39°080 
inches at 9 p.m, of Friday (wind,S.). The corrected mean temperature was 449°, The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 441°. On Sunday the sereened thermometers rose to 518°, on Tuesday 
they sank to 321°. The prevalent winds were first W.N.W., then S.W, Rain fell on Sunday to the 
amount of ‘041 inch, and a sprinkle on Christmas morning yielded ‘001 inch—total, v42 inch.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 30°273 inches. The highest reading (305 9) was 
on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (30°072) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42°5”, being 2°6° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the last ten years. The temperature was highest on Sunday 
and Saturday, when the thermometer registered 52°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, 
the mercury having fallen to 284°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 
42°4° and of the Wet Bulb 400°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete 
saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week 
was 10°3 hours. The rainfall measured ‘010 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40:1°, the maximum 55-29, 
and the minimum 28°6° ; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°9°, the minimum 33°6°, and the 
mean 43°9° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°9°, the minimum 31°7°, and the 
mean 41°9°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-02 in. ; at Glasgow 0°60 in. ; and at 
Edinburgh 0°05 in.*

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases in the 23 districts during lass week 
were equal to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0°0 in twelve 
of the districts to 9°4 in Kilkenny; the 13 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district comprising one from diphtheria and one from diarrhea. Among the 120 deaths

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from all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, one from scarlatina, 3 from 
whooping-cough, and 10 from enteric fever; the 53 deaths in Cork comprise one from 
each of the following— typhus, whooping-cough, diphtheria, and enteric fever ; among 
the 19 deaths in Limerick are one from measles, one from whooping-cough, one from 
enteric fever, and one from diarrhea; 2 of the 12 deaths in Waterford were from 
whooping-cough ; and the 15 deaths in Galway comprise one from measles and one 
from typhus.

{n the Dublin Registration District the births registered during the week amounted 
to 312— 152 boys and 160 girls; and the deaths to 186—97 males and 89 females. 

The deaths, which are 16 under the average number for the corresponding week of 
the ten years 1888-97, represent an annual rate of mortality of 27°7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from loealities outside the district, the rate was 26°7 per 1,000. During 
the fifty-two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°7, and was 
O'1 under the mean annual rate for the ten years 1888-97. 

There were but 14 deaths from zymotic diseases registered during last week, being 
one under the low number for each of the two weeks preceding, and 9 under the average 
for the 52nd week of the ten years 1888-97: they comprise one from scarlet fever 
(scarlatina), 2 from influenza and its complications, 4 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, one from enteric fever, 2 from diarrhea; &c. 

The weekly number of cases of scarlatina admitted to hospital, which had fallen from. 
16 for the week ended the 17th ultimo to 10 for the following week, further declined to 
6 last week: 10 scarlatina patients were discharged during the week; one died; and 69 
remained under treatment on Saturday last, being 5 under the number in hospital 
at the close of the preceding week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions 
for the preceding week, but 6 under the number for the week ended the 17th ultimo: 
7 patients were discharged during the week; and 78 remained under treatment on 
Saturday last, being 4 over the number in hospital on Saturday the 24th ultimo. 

The hospital admissions for the week include, also, 5 cases of diphtheria ; in the pre- 
ceding week there was but one case of the disease admitted, but during the week ended 
the 17th ultimo 7 cases were received. Sixteen cases of diphtheria remained under 
treatment in hospital on Saturday last. 

Thirty-four deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were registered, being 2 
over the number for the preceding week, but 19 under the average for the 52nd week 
of the ten years 1888-97: they comprise 22 from bronchitis, 7 from pneumonia or 
inflammation of the lungs, and 3 from pleurisy.

Eight accidental deaths were registered, 
“ Exclusive of 20 patients in “ Beneavin,” the Convalescent Home of Cork-street Fever Hospital, 
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In 19 instaiices the cause of death was ‘ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 14 children under 
5 years of age (including 13 infants under one year old), and the deaths of 5 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under 1 year, of whom 19 were under 1 month old) 
and 44 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, 
of whom 10 were octogenarians. 

Seventy-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 15 took place in the North Dublin Union 
preenou, 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 

- Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables [V. and VII1.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration District was 267 per 1,000 ; the rate 
in the city was 28'9 (285 on the North side, and 29°3 on the South), and in the Suburbs 21°4, 


The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* in the entire District equal an annual rate of 
13 per 1,000 inhabitants, the rate for the city being 1°7 (09 in the North City Districts, and 2°4 in 
the South), and for the Suburbs 0°5 per 1,000. 


No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual 
rate of 26°0 per 1,000.. Among them are 3 from bronchitis and 3 from convulsions. No deaths from 
any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (23) are equal to an annual rate of 
84°4 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—one from influenza, one from whooping- 
cough, and one from diphtheria. Three deaths were caused by bronchitis, 2 by phthisis, and 2 by 
convulsions. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
199 per 1,000. Pneumonia caused 2 deaths, but no deaths from-any zymotic disease were recorded. 


No. 3 North City District ( Blackhall-place).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 34:0 per 
1,000. No deaths from any zymotic disease were recorded. Two deaths were caused by diseases of 
the circulatory system. 


No: 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 31'4 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from diarrhea. The 18 deaths from 
other causes comprise 2 from diseases of the circulatory system and 3 from convulsions. 


No.2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 86°5 per 
1,000. They comprise 4 from zymotic diseases, viz. :—3 from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. 
Two deaths were caused by bronchitis and 2 by. diseases of the circulatory system. 


No.3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (20) are equal to an annual rate of 25'7 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from zymotic diseases, including one from enteric fever. Bronchitis caused 
3 deaths, pneumonia 2, and phthisis 3. 


No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual 
rate of 27'7 per 1,000. They comprise 3 from bronchitis, 3 from phthisis, and 2 from convulsions, 


Suburban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are:— 
Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, 252 per 1,000 inhabitants; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 292; 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 246; Palmerston, part of, 00; Rathmines, 133; Donnybrook, 
146 ; Blackrock, 29:1; and Kingstown, 42:0. The deaths from zymotic diseases tabulated for these 
districts consist of one from influenza for Clontarf and Howth, No. 1 District, and one from scarlatina 
for Donnybrook. The 6 deaths from all causes tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1 
District, consist of 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from diseases of the 
circulatory system, and 2 from phthisis : of the 7 deaths for Rathmines 2 were from diseases of the 
respiratory system ; among the 7 deaths for Donnybrook are 2 from phthisis ; and the 15 deaths for 
Kingstown comprise 2 from inflammatory diseases of the respiratory system, 2 from phthisis, and 3 
from convulsions,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorologica. Stations see TABLE VI.) 


Dr. J. W. Moore, F.z.MxEt.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General with the following 
remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 31st December, 1898 :— 

“The weather was of a cyclonic and south-westerly type throughout this week. At first, however, 
an anticyclone held sway over Central Europe. Thus, on Christmas morning the barometer read 30°72 
inches at Lyons, and there was a sharp frost in Germany and France. At 8 a.m. the thermometer 
stood at 20° in Paris and 13° at Munich. In the British Isles, however, the weather was very mild, and 
S. to S.W. winds prevailed. Temperature reached 57° at Nairn, in the N.E. of Scotland, and 56° in 
Dublin during the day. Both in Ireland and in Scotland the weather was squally and showery as well 
as warm—in England it was fine. On Monday the thermometer touched 566° in Dublin, and it was 
fine though cloudy. By Tuesday morning the centre of a large and very deep depression had reached 
the W. of Scotland, causing strong 8.W. gales and heavy rains in many places. At night a clear sky 
afforded an excellent view of the total eclipse of the moon in Ireland, but over the greater part of 
England clouds interfered with its observation. At 6 p.m. the barometer read only 28°21 inches at 
Stornoway, in the Hebrides. On Thursday another but less deep depression passed eastwards across 
Ireland, producing a general rainfall and a renewal of the gales in the 8. Early on Saturday morning 
a third large depression crossed Ireland. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 29°529 inches, 
the barometer ranging from 30°050 inches at 9 a.m. of Christmas day (wind, S.W.) to 28°985 inches at 
9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 460°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 446°. The screened thermometers rose to 566° on Monday and fell to 
32°9° on Friday. S.W. winds prevailed. Rain fell on six days to the amount of ‘541 inch, ‘260 inch 
being measured on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height 
of the barometer during the week was 29°541 inches. The highest reading (30°052) was 
oe Sey at 9 a.M., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°006) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°5°, being 4°1° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the ten years 1888-97. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
when the thermometer registered 55°3°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury having 
fallen to 29°8°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°3° and of the Wet 
Bulb 41°1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation being repre- 
sented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 18-5 hours. ‘The 
rainfall measured *525 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 43°3°, the maximum 55°19, 
and the minimum 29°0°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°81 in.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION DISTRICT.—Births:—In the Dublin Registration 
District, which consists of the city of Dublin, the districts of Rathmines, Donnybrook, 
Blackrock, Kingstown, Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, and Coolock and Drumcondra, 
No. 1, and portions of the districts of Finglas and Glasnevin, and Palmerston, the 
total area thereof being 24,693 statute acres, and the population according to the Census 
of 1891, 349,594, there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Satur- 
day, 3lst December, 1898, 2,593 births—1,359 boys and 1,234 girls—being equal to 
‘an annual ratio of 1 in 33°7, or 29:7 in every 1,000 of the population. 

The number of births registered in the city was 2,052, equivalent to an annual rate 
of 33:5 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the suburban districts named above, 
541, equal to a rate of 20-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 

There were registered in London during the same period 32,502 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 28°9 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
there were registered 5,827, being equal to 32-2 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,942—a 
number affording an annual birth-rate of 26°3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration District 
during the quarter was 2,340—1,129 males and 1,211 females—affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in 37:3, or 26°8 in every 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891; omitting the deaths (70) of persons admitted into Public lnstitutions 
from localities outside the district, the rate was 26°0 per 1,000. The average number 
of deaths registered in the fourth quarter of the ten years 1888-97 was 2,234, equiva- 
lent to an annual mortality of 25-6 per 1,000 persons; thus the rate (26°8) for last 
quarter was 1-2 over the average. P

The number of deaths registered in London during the quarter was 19,304—a number 
equal to an annual mortality of 17:1 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants; in Glasgow the 
- number was 3,556, equal to 19-6 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh 1,476, affording an 
annual death-rate of 20-0 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 

Diseases.—The number of deaths from zymotic diseases registered in the Dublin 
Registration District during last quarter is 255, being 158 under that for the preceding 
quarter, 21 below the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1888-97, 
and 8 under the number for the fourth quarter of 1897. Sixty two per cent. of the 
255 deaths occurred among children under 5 years of age. The annual rate per 
1,000 of the population, represented by the deaths from these diseases during last 
quarter, is 2‘9, being 1°8 under the rate for the preceding three months, 0:3 below the 
average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 0°1 under the rate 
for the fourth quarter of 1897. 

The district continued to enjoy immunity from small-pox during the quarter. 

There were but 3 deaths from measles registered: the average number for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years was 10, 

Scarlet Fever (scarlatina) caused 21 deaths, being 4 in excess of the average for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and 7 over the number for the 
quarter ended Saturday the 1st October last. The number of cases of this disease 
admitted to hospital during the quarter was 164, showing a decline of 20 as com- 
pared with the admissions for the preceding three months: 169 scarlatina patients 
were discharged during the quarter ; 13 died ; and 69 remained under treatment on 
Saturday the 31st ultimo, being 18 under the number in hospital at the close of the 
third quarter. 

The deaths from whooping-cough number 45 against 40 for the preceding quarter, 
and an average of 36 for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 

In the first quarter of 1898 there were 24 deaths from diphtheria, the number for 
the second quarter was 18, and there was a further decline to 9 in the third quarter, 
but last quarter the deaths from this cause rose to 14 or 8 over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 

The mortality from enteric fever, although slightly greater than in the third 
quarter of the year, shows a great decline when compared with the average for the 
December quarter of the ten years 1888-97: the number of deaths is 39 or 3 over 
that for the preceding quarter, but 31 under the average for the fourth quarter of 
the ten years. The quarterly number of cases of enteric fever admitted to hospital, 
which had risen from 182 admissions for the second quarter of the year to 408 for 
the following three months, fell last quarter to 268, which number is 92 under that 
for the corresponding quarter of the previous year: 349 patients were discharged 
during the quarter; 16 died; and 78 remained under treatment on Saturday the 
31st ultimo, being 97 under the number in hospital at the close of the preceding 
quarter. 

No deaths from typhus were registered and but 2 deaths have been tabulated 
under the head of simple continued and ill-defined fever. 

The deaths from diarrhea and dysentery amount to 65, being 8 in excess of the 
average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97, and there were 8 
deaths from simple cholera and choleraic diarrhea. Of the 73 deaths from diarrheal 
diseases here referred to, 64 were deaths of children under 5 years of age. 

Influenza and its complications caused 24 deaths: the number for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the previous year was 17 and the average for the fourth quarter of 
_the ten years 1888-97 was 16. 

Among the remaining deaths from zymotic diseases are 3 from eryszpelas. 

The mortality from diseases of the respiratory system (exclusive of phthisis or 
pulmonary consumption) was above the average for the December quarter, the 
number of deaths from these causes being 487 or 21 over the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97 and 53 in excess of the number for 


the fourth quarter of the last of those years. The 487 deaths comprise 327 from — 


bronchitis, 131 from pnewmonia or inflammation of the lungs, 7 from croup, 7 from

The number of deaths of children ascribed to convulsions is 118, being 10 over 
that for the preceding quarter, but showing a decrease of 27 as compared with the 
average for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1888-97. 

Thirty-one deaths were caused by apoplexy, 9 by epilepsy, 93 by other diseases of 
the brain and nervous system (exclusive of convulsions), and 189 by diseases of the 
circulatory system. 

The number of deaths from phthisis or pulmonary consumption is 268,—being 
one below the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1888-97 ; 
mesenteric disease caused 70 deaths, tubercular meningitis 73, and cancer 75. 

Sixty-seven accidental deaths, 2 cases of homicide, and 2 cases of suicide were 
registered, 

In 154 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 154 cases, 115, or 75 per cent., were 
deaths of children under 5 years of age: these 115 deaths form 14 per cent. of the 
total number of deaths of children of thatage. Of the deaths of 148 infants under 
I month old registered, there were 50 (or 34 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 

From Table IT., on page 860, it will be seen that, excluding 70 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
District, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,270, equal to 
an annual rate of 26-0 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1891, 
and that 188 of these deaths, representing an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000 persons, 
were caused by the principal zymotic diseases.t The death-rate for the city (from 
all causes) was 28-8 per 1,000, and for the suburbs 19:4 per 1,000, the district rates 
ranging from 17-9 for Coolock and Drumecondra, No. 1 District, to 355 for No. 1 
South City (South Earl-street) District. The death-rate represented by the mortality 
from the principal zymotic diseases in the city is 2°4, and in the suburbs 1:5, the rates 
for the several districts varying from 0-0 in Blackrock to 3:7 in No. 2 South City 
(Castle street) District ; the 151 deaths from all causes tabulated for the last-named 
_ district comprising one from scarlatina, 6 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 
5 from enteric fever, and 4 from diarrhea, 


Occupations.—T'able III., on page 861, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings being _ 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed that the 
deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal to an annual 
rate of 19°5 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the Census of 
1891; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 18:2 per 1,000; among the 
*‘ Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 21-7; and in the “ General Service 

Class” and the “Inmates of Workhouses,” combined; it was 35°4. .

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Ages-—Of the 2,340 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin district during 
the quarter, 821 were under 5 years of age, this number being equal to an annual 
mortality of 88°7 in every 1,000-children at that age (according to the Census of 1891) ; 
183 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an annual death-rate of 7:2 per 1,000 
persons of that age-period : the total number under 20 years being equal to an annual 
mortality of 28-9 per 1,000 of the population at that age (according to the Census of 
1891) ;—343, or 11-4 per 1,000 persons, were between 20 and 40;—434, or 26°6 per 
1,000, between 40 and 60 ;—463, or 77°9 per 1,000, between 60 and 80; and 96, or 
211:0 per 1,000, were aged 80 and upwards, including 17 persons (6 males and 11 
females) stated to have been nonagenarians.

temperature, as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 46°9°. At 
Greenwich the mean temperature was 48°5°; at Glasgow, 46°4°; and at Hdinburgh,45°8°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 10°660 inches; at 
Greenwich, 7°76 inches ; at Glasgow, 14°84 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 9°72 inches.
